I  am  required  by  the  Financial  Administration  Act  to  provide  my  report  on  these 
Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  financial  statements,  which  reflect  only  the  transactions 
and  balances  of  the  Province’s  General  Fund  and  Special  Funds.  Other  significant 
financial  activities  of  the  Province  occur  outside  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  and 
are  not  included  in  these  fund  statements.  These  additional  activities  are  reflected  in 
the  Province's  Summary  Financial  Statements  which  consolidate  all  organizations, 
including  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  and  enterprises  for  which  the  government 
is  responsible. 

To  understand  and  assess  the  government's  management  of  public  financial 
affairs  and  resources  as  a  whole,  readers  should  refer  to  the  Province's  Summary 
Financial  Statements. 

I  have  audited  the  statement  of  financial  position  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue 
Fund  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  as  at  March  31,  1996  and  the  statements  of 
operations  and  of  changes  in  cash  and  temporary  investments  for  the  year  then 
ended,  as  presented  on  the  expense  basis  of  accounting  described  in  note  1  to  these 
statements.  These  fund  statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  government.  My 
responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on  these  fund  statements  based  on  my  audit. 

I  conducted  my  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Those  standards  require  that  I  plan  and  perform  an  audit  to  obtain  reasonable 
assurance  whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An 
audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and 
disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the 
accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as 
evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation.  In  the  conduct  of  my  audit,  I 
have  received  all  the  information  and  explanations  I  have  required. 
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AUDITOR  GENERAL’S  REPORT 
CONSOLIDATED  REVENUE  FUND 
PROVINCE  OF  BRITISH  COLUMBIA 


The  net  operating  expense  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1996  of  $347  million,  and 
the  net  deficiency  as  at  March  31,  1996  of  $11,381  million  have  been  determined  by 
accounting  for  certain  loans  and  guaranteed  debts  on  a  basis  consistent  with  prior 
years.  In  this  regard,  the  government  has  recorded  as  assets  of  the  Consolidated 
Revenue  Fund  the  amounts  described  in  the  statement  of  financial  position  as  “loans 
for  purchase  of  assets,  recoverable  through  future  appropriations”  of  $5,069  million 
($4,493  million  for  1995).  Because  these  loans  are  recoverable  through  future 
appropriations  they  should  be  accounted  for  as  an  expense  of  the  Consolidated 
Revenue  Fund  of  the  period  in  which  each  was  incurred.  Similarly,  the  debts  of 
government  organizations  guaranteed  by  the  province,  to  the  extent  their  repayment 
depends  on  future  appropriations,  totaling  $823  million  ($941  million  for  1995), 
should  be  accounted  for  as  a  direct  liability  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund. 

Had  the  above-noted  loans  been  expensed  and  guaranteed  debt  been  recorded  as 
a  direct  liability  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  the  net  deficiency  as  at 
March  31,  1996  would  increase  by  $5,892  million  ($5,434  million  for  1995),  liabilities 
as  at  March  31,  1996  would  increase  by  $823  million  ($941  million  for  1995),  and 
expenses  for  the  year  ended  March  31,  1996  would  increase  by  $458  million 
($682  million  for  1995). 

I  report  in  accordance  with  section  7  of  the  Auditor  General  Act.  In  my  opinion, 
except  for  the  effects  of  not  expensing  loans  and  not  recording  guaranteed  debt 
referred  to  in  the  paragraph  above,  these  fund  statements  present  fairly,  in  all 
material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  as  at 
March  31,  1996,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  the  changes  in  its  financial 
position  for  the  year  then  ended  in  accordance  with  the  stated  accounting  policies  as 
set  out  in  note  1  to  these  fund  statements.  In  these  statements,  opening  balances  for 
the  year  ended  March  31,  1996  have  been  adjusted  to  reflect  the  expense  basis  of 
accounting,  a  basis  whereby  tangible  capital  assets  are  recorded  as  assets  in  the 
statement  of  financial  position  and  amortized  in  the  statement  of  operations.

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Statement  of  Responsibility  for  the 
Financial  Statements  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 


Responsibility  for  the  integrity  and  objectivity  of  the  financial  statements  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  rests  with  the  government. 
The  financial  statements  are  prepared  by  the  Comptroller  General  under  the  direction  of  the  Treasury  Board,  pursuant  to  section  8.1  of  the 
Financial  Administration  Act,  in  accordance  with  the  government's  stated  accounting  policies.  Each  financial  statement  covers  the  fiscal  year 
of  the  government,  which  is  from  April  1  to  March  31  of  the  following  year. 

To  fulfill  its  accounting  and  reporting  responsibilities,  the  government  maintains  systems  of  financial  management  and  internal  control 
which  give  due  consideration  to  costs,  benefits  and  risks,  and  which  are  designed  to  provide  reasonable  assurance  that  transactions  are  properly 
authorized  by  the  Legislative  Assembly,  are  executed  in  accordance  with  prescribed  regulations,  are  properly  recorded  so  as  to  maintain 
accountability  of  public  money  and  safeguard  the  assets  and  properties  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  under  government  administration. 
The  Comptroller  General  of  British  Columbia  maintains  the  accounts  of  British  Columbia,  a  centralized  record  of  the  government's  financial 
transactions,  and  obtains  additional  information  as  required  from  ministries,  agencies  and  Crown  corporations  to  meet  accounting  and 
reporting  requirements. 

The  Auditor  General  of  British  Columbia  provides  an  independent  opinion  on  the  financial  statements  prepared  by  the  government.  The 
duties  of  the  Auditor  General  in  that  respect  are  contained  in  section  7  of  the  Auditor  General  Act . 

Annually,  the  financial  statements  are  tabled  in  the  Legislature  as  part  of  the  Public  Accounts,  and  are  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Public  Accounts  of  the  Legislative  Assembly.  The  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Accounts  reports  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  on  the  results 
of  its  examination  together  with  any  recommendations  it  may  have  with  respect  to  the  financial  statements  and  accompanying  audit  opinions.

Notes  to  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  Financial  Statements 
for  the  Fiscal  Year  Ended  March  31,  1996 

1.  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Reporting  Entity 

These  financial  statements  include  the  transactions  and  balances  of  the  General  Fund  and  the  Natural  Resource  Community  Fund  (Special  Fund) 
which  combined  are  known  as  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund.  Separate  Summary  Financial  Statements  of  the  government  are  prepared  which  include 
the  financial  activities  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  and  government  organizations  and  enterprises.  (See  Summary  Financial  Statements  in  Volume 
1  of  the  Public  Accounts.) 

For  purposes  of  these  financial  statements,  the  General  Fund  and  any  Special  Funds  of  the  government  are  presented  as  one  Consolidated 
Revenue  Fund,  which  is  comprised  of: 

•  General  Fund — includes  all  transactions  and  balances  of  the  government  not  otherwise  earmarked  by  legislative  action,  including 
those  of  the  Queen's  Printer  and  the  Purchasing  Commission,  special  accounts  and  other  statutory  spending  authorities;  and 

•  Special  Fund(s) — amounts  set  aside  from  the  General  Fund  by  special  disposition  of  the  Legislature. 

(b)  Principles  of  Combination 

The  accounts  of  the  General  Fund  are  combined  with  the  Special  Fund  after  adjusting  to  conform  with  the  accounting  policies  described 
below.  Inter-fund  revenue  and  expenditure  transactions  are  eliminated  upon  combination. 

(c)  Basis  of  Accounting  and  Specific  Policies 

The  government's  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund  Financial  Statements  are  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  accounting  policies  described 
below  and  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Basis  of  Accounting 

The  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  used,  which  is  specifically  expressed  as  follows: 

Revenue 

All  revenues  are  recorded  on  an  accrual  basis  except  when  the  accruals  cannot  be  determined  with  a  reasonable  degree  of  certainty 
or  when  their  estimation  is  impracticable.  The  exception  is  corporation  income  tax,  which  is  recorded  on  a  cash  basis.  Revenues  from 
government  enterprises  are  recognized  when  cash  transfers  are  received  or  when  dividends  are  declared.  Designated  revenues  collected 
for  British  Columbia  Transit,  BC  Transportation  Financing  Authority  and  Forest  Renewal  BC  are  included  in  gross  revenues  and  then 
deducted  as  transfers  to  these  agencies  to  determine  net  revenue. 

Expenses 

All  expenses  are  recorded  for  goods  and  services  received  during  the  year.  Grants  (which  include  forgivable  loans)  are  recorded  as 
expenses  when  disbursement  of  the  funds  has  been  authorized.  Contributions  are  recorded  as  expenses  at  the  earlier  of: 

(i)  the  date  payment  has  been  authorized  or 

(ii)  the  date  on  which  performance  conditions  are  achieved  by  the  recipient  under  provisions  of  a  statute,  contract  or  agreement. 
Authorized  contributions  relating  to  retroactive  wage  settlements  are  recorded  as  an  expense  of  the  period  during  which  the  services 

were  provided. 

Recoveries  of  expenditure  may  be  recorded  as  a  credit  to  the  appropriate  expenditure  account  when: 

(i)  they  can  be  specifically  identified  with  the  expenditure  transactions  and  payment  has  actually  been  made  from  an  appropriation 

(ii)  provision  for  them  has  been  approved  through  the  Estimates  and 

(iii)  the  expenditure  to  which  they  relate  was  incurred  in  the  same  fiscal  year. 

Tax  credits/offsets  are  accrued  on  the  same  basis  as  the  associated  tax  revenues. 

Assets 

Assets  are  economic  resources  controlled  by  government  as  a  result  of  past  transactions  and  events  from  which  future  economic 
benefits  may  be  obtained. 

Assets  have  three  essential  characteristics: 

(i)  they  embody  a  future  benefit  that  involves  a  capacity,  singly  or  in  combination  with  other  assets,  to  provide  future  net  cash  flows, 
or  to  provide  services 

(ii)  the  government  can  control  access  to  the  benefit 

(iii)  the  transaction  or  event  giving  rise  to  the  government's  right  to,  or  control  of,  the  benefit  has  already  occurred. 

All  assets  are  recorded  to  the  extent  that  they  represent  cash  and  claims  upon  outside  parties;  items  held  for  resale  to  outside  parties; 
or,  represent  tangible  capital  assets  acquired  as  a  result  of  events  and  transactions  prior  to  the  year— end. 

Tangible  capital  assets  are  non-current  assets  that  are  acquired,  constructed  or  developed  and: 

(i)  are  held  for  use  in  the  production  or  supply  of  goods  and  services 

(ii)  have  useful  lives  extending  beyond  an  accounting  period  and  are  intended  to  be  used  on  a  continuing  basis 

(iii)  are  not  intended  for  sale  in  the  ordinary  course  of  operations. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  policy,  government  tangible  capital  assets  include  computer  hardware  and  software. 
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Tangible  capital  assets  do  not  include: 

(i)  inventories  held  for  resale  (including  land) 

(ii)  assets  acquired  by  Right,  such  as  Crown  lands,  forests,  water  and  mineral  resources 

(iii)  assets  paid  for  by  other  parties,  such  as  the  federal  government. 

Liabilities 

All  liabilities  are  recorded  to  the  extent  that  they  represent  claims  payable  to  outside  parties  as  a  result  of  events  and  transactions  prior  to 
the  year-end,  including:  probable  losses  on  loan  guarantees  issued  by  the  government;  contingent  liabilities  when  it  is  likely  a  liability  exists 
and  the  amount  of  the  liability  can  be  reasonably  determined  on  an  individual  or  portfolio  basis;  and,  unfunded  pension  liabilities. 

Foreign  Currency  Translation 

Monetary  assets  and  liabilities  denominated  in  foreign  currencies  are  translated  to  Canadian  dollars  at  the  exchange  rate  prevailing 
at  the  year-end.  Foreign  currency  transactions  are  translated  at  the  exchange  rate  prevailing  at  the  date  of  the  transaction  unless  hedged 
by  forward  contracts  which  specify  the  rate  of  exchange.  Adjustments  to  revenue  or  expense  transactions  arising  as  a  result  of  foreign 
currency  translation  are  credited  or  charged  to  operations  at  the  time  the  adjustments  arise.  Unrealized  foreign  currency  gains  and  losses 
on  long-term,  fixed-term  monetary  assets  and  liabilities  are  reported  as  deferred  charges  and  amortized  over  the  remaining  terms  of  the 
related  items  on  a  straight-line  basis.  Non-monetary  assets  and  liabilities  are  translated  at  historical  rates  of  exchange. 

Derivative  Financial  Instruments 

The  province  is  a  party  to  financial  instruments  with  off-balance  sheet  risk,  either  to  hedge  against  the  risks  associated  with 
fluctuations  in  foreign  currency  exchange  rates  or  to  manage  risks  associated  with  interest  rate  fluctuations.  Foreign  currency  contracts  are 
used  to  convert  the  liability  for  foreign  currency  borrowings  and  associated  costs  into  Canadian  or  U.S.  dollars.  Interest  rate  contracts  are 
used  to  vary  the  amounts  and  periods  for  which  interest  rates  on  borrowings  are  fixed  or  floating. 

Foreign  exchange  contracts  include  forward  and  future  contracts,  swap  agreements  and  options.  Interest  rate  contracts  include 
forward  rate  agreements,  future  contracts,  swap  agreements  and  options  on  swaps,  and  deferred  rate  setting  agreements. 

Off-balance  sheet  position  data  is  given  in  the  form  of  nominal  principal  amounts  outstanding. 

Concessionary  Loans  and  Mortgages 

Loans  and  mortgages  that  are  made  at  a  rate  of  interest  below  the  government's  borrowing  rate  for  an  equivalent  term  are  considered 
concessionary.  Concessionary  loans  and  mortgages  are  recorded  at  their  net  present  value  (net  of  grant  component)  less  any  provision 
required  for  doubtful  collection.  Present  value  discounts  are  recorded  as  grant  expenses.  Principal  repayments  of  concessionary  loans  and 
mortgages  will  be  applied  to  the  reduced  loan  or  mortgage  balance  (net  present  value)  and  then  recorded  as  revenue  (recovery  of  a  grant) 
when  received. 

Valuation  Allowances 

Valuation  allowances,  such  as  provisions  for  doubtful  accounts  and  provisions  for  reduction  in  value  of  investments,  are  included  as 
expenses  on  the  Statement  of  Revenue  and  Expense/Expenditure.  Corporation  income  tax,  personal  income  tax  and  property  tax  are 
recorded  net  of  tax  credits  and  adjustments  which  are  based  on  revised  assessments  of  actual  tax  revenue  of  previous  taxation  years.  Tax 
credits  and  adjustments  are  not  considered  valuation  allowances. 

Specific  Policies 

Accounts  Payable  and  Accrued  Liabilities 

All  amounts  payable  (including  any  trade  payables  to  government  organizations  and  enterprises)  for  work  performed,  goods  supplied, 
services  known  to  have  been  rendered  or  for  charges  incurred  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  a  contract  are  recorded  as  part  of  the 
expenses  of  the  fiscal  year. 

Amounts  Due  to  Other  Governments 

Amounts  due  to  other  governments  represent  liabilities  incurred  due  to  advances  and  loans  from  other  governments. 

Due  to  Crown  Corporations,  Agencies  and  Funds 

Amounts  due  to  Crown  corporations,  agencies  and  funds  represent  liabilities  incurred,  other  than  trade  payables,  which  are  payable 
in  the  following  year. 

Deferred  Revenue 

Deferred  revenue  represents  amounts  received  or  receivable  prior  to  the  year-end  relating  to  revenue  that  will  be  earned  in 
subsequent  fiscal  years. 

Unfunded  Pension  Liabilities 

Unfunded  pension  liabilities  represent  the  unfunded  portion  of  pensions  provided  to  its  employees.  The  percentage  ot  the  unfunded 
portion  of  certain  statutory  pension  plans,  which  are  funded  by  the  province,  is  also  included.  The  amount  is  calculated  using  the  Accrued 
Benefit  Actuarial  Cost  Method. 
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Changes  in  the  unfunded  liability  for  pension  plans  which  arise  as  a  result  of  estimation  adjustments  due  to  experience  gains  and 
losses  and  changes  in  actuarial  assumptions  are  amortized  over  the  expected  average  remaining  service  life  of  the  related  employee  group. 
Gains  or  losses  arising  as  a  result  of  plan  amendments  are  recognized  in  full  in  the  year  of  amendment. 

Public  Debt 

Public  debt  represents  direct  debt  obligations  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  including  amounts  used  for  government  operating 
purposes,  the  Fiscal  Agency  Loan  Program  and  the  Warehouse  Program.  These  obligations  are  recorded  at  principal  less  unamortized 
discounts  and  sinking  fund  balances  where  applicable. 

The  Fiscal  Agency  Loan  Program  represents  debt  obligations  incurred  for  the  purpose  of  re-lending  to  authorized  government  bodies. 
The  amounts  will  then  be  repaid  through  the  operations  of  the  agencies  or  through  amounts  advanced  to  the  agencies  by  the  government 
from  future  appropriations. 

The  Warehouse  Program  represents  debt  incurred  at  beneficial  terms  to  provide  for  anticipated  future  needs  of  government  and  the 
Fiscal  Agency  Loan  Program.  Proceeds  are  invested  until  funds  are  needed.  Swaps  may  be  transacted  for  hedging  the  debt  issued,  to  ensure 
that  funds  are  available  at  prevailing  market  rates  of  interest  at  the  time  the  monies  are  needed. 

The  Matched  Book  Program  is  designed  to  take  advantage  of  arbitrage  opportunities  available  in  the  market  where  the  province  may 
borrow  at  a  given  interest  rate  and  invest  proceeds  at  a  higher  interest  rate,  subject  to  profit  targets  and  investment  quality  parameters. 
Interest  payments  and  interest  income  may  be  swapped  to  effectively  lock  in  the  interest  rate  spread. 

Discounts  are  amortized  on  a  true  constant  yield  basis.  Unamortized  discount  on  bonds  called  and  refinanced  is  amortized  over  the 
remaining  life  of  the  old  debt,  orthe  life  of  the  new  debt,  whichever  is  shorter. 

Cash  and  Temporary  Investments 

Cash  balances  are  shown  after  deducting  outstanding  cheques  issued  prior  to  the  year-end.  Cheques  issued  subsequent  to  the 
year-end  relating  to  the  previous  year  are  included  in  accounts  payable. 

Temporary  investments  include  short-term  investments  recorded  at  the  lower  of  cost  or  market  value.  Temporary  investments  consist 
mainly  of  units  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  Pooled  Investment  Portfolio  money  market  funds.  Units  are  carried  at  the  lower  of  cost 
of  acquisition  adjusted  by  income  attributed  to  the  units,  or  market  value. 

Warehouse  Program  Investments 

Warehouse  Program  investments  include  investments  held  within  the  Warehouse  Borrowing  Program.  Temporary  investments  within 
this  program  are  short-term  investments  recorded  at  the  lower  of  cost  or  market  value. 

Accounts  Receivable 

All  amounts  receivable  (including  any  trade  receivables  from  government  organizations  and  enterprises)  at  the  year-end  for  work 
performed,  goods  supplied  and/or  services  rendered  are  recorded  as  revenue  or  recoveries  of  the  fiscal  year.  Valuation  allowances  are 
provided  where  collectibility  is  considered  doubtful. 

Inventories 

Inventories  comprise  items  held  for  resale  and  are  recorded  at  the  lower  of  cost  or  net  realizable  value.  Inventories  of  supplies  are 
charged  to  the  respective  programs  when  the  cost  is  incurred. 

Property  consists  of  land  which  has  been  purchased,  or  for  which  development  costs  have  been  incurred,  and  is  recorded  at  the  lower 
of  cost  or  net  realizable  value,  and  is  held  for  ultimate  resale  or  lease  to  outside  parties. 

Amounts  Due  From  Other  Governments 

Amounts  due  from  other  governments  include  loans  and  advances  outstanding  at  the  year-end. 

Investments  In  and  Amounts  Due  From  Crown  Corporations  and  Agencies 

Investments  in  and  amounts  due  represent  long-term  investments  and  amounts  due,  other  than  trade  receivables,  and  are  recorded 
at  cost  unless  significant  prolonged  impairment  in  value  has  occurred,  in  which  case  they  are  written  down  to  recognize  this  loss  in  value. 
If,  in  periods  subsequent  to  recognizing  this  impairment,  the  value  of  the  investment  is  restored,  the  investment  is  written  up  to  the  lesser 
of  restored  value  or  original  cost. 

Loans,  Advances  and  Other  Investments 

Loans,  advances  and  other  investments  are  recorded  at  cost  less  adjustment  for  any  prolonged  impairment  in  value. 

Mortgages  Receivable 

Mortgages  receivable  are  secured  by  real  estate  and  are  repayable  over  periods  ranging  up  to  thirty  years.  Valuation  allowances  are 
made  when  collectibility  is  considered  doubtful. 

Fiscal  Agency  Loan  Program 

Fiscal  Agency  Loan  Program  consists  of  loans  made  to  government  bodies,  and  cash  and  temporary  investments  set  aside  for  the 
specific  purpose  ot  loaning  to  government  bodies.  Loans  are  recorded  at  maturity  value  less  unamortized  discounts  and  sinking  fund 
balances.  Discounts  are  amortized  on  a  true  constant  yield  basis. 

Only  loans  made  under  this  program  that  are  recoverable  from  agencies,  and  not  dependent  on  future  appropriations,  are  considered 
financial  assets. 
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Other  Assets 

Other  assets  include  prepaid  program  costs.  Prepaid  program  costs  represent  expenditures  made  during  the  fiscal  year  for  work  to  be 
performed,  goods  to  be  supplied,  services  to  be  rendered  or  contractual  obligations  to  be  fulfilled  by  outside  parties  in  a  subsequent  fiscal 
year.  These  costs  also  include  inventories  of  operating  materials  held  in  the  Purchasing  Commission  and  Queen's  Printer  warehouses 
pending  distribution  in  a  subsequent  fiscal  year. 

Also  included  in  Other  Assets  are  certain  deferred  charges. 

Work-In-Progress  on  Tangible  Capital  Assets 

Work-in-progress  consists  of  construction  in  progress  and  the  unamortized  balance  of  abandoned  or  indefinitely  postponed  projects. 
Costs  of  projects  which  are  abandoned  or  indefinitely  postponed  are  written-down  to  their  estimated  net  realizable  value  and  charged  to 
operating  expense  in  the  period  the  abandonment  or  indefinite  postponement  occurs. 

For  the  purposes  of  these  financial  statements  work-in-progress  is  defined  as  including  those  assets  under  development  or 
construction  which  will  ultimately  be  recorded  as  tangible  capital  assets  but  not  yet  substantially  complete  (97%)  and/or  in  use,  with  an 
expected  (budget;  forecast)  end  cost  of  $  1 00,000  or  more. 

Tangible  Capital  Assets 

Tangible  capital  assets  are  recorded  at  historical  cost.  Estimated  cost  is  used  to  record  existing  tangible  capital  assets  when  actual  cost 
is  unknown  or  otherwise  cannot  be  determined.  The  information  recorded  includes  the  estimated  original  cost  of  the  tangible  capital 
assets,  their  estimated  useful  lives  and  the  related  estimated  accumulated  amortization.  In  valuing  tangible  capital  assets,  consideration 
has  been  given  to  the  future  economic  and  service  benefits  expected  from  the  use  of  the  assets. 

When  there  is  not  sufficient  information  to  estimate  the  historical  cost  and  accumulated  amortization  of  fully  amortized  assets,  the 
assets  are  recorded  at  an  initial  value  equal  to  their  residual  value,  when  the  residual  value  is  material  and  estimable  or  at  nominal  value. 

The  cost  of  a  tangible  capital  asset  includes  all  cost  directly  attributed  to  the  acquisition,  construction,  development  or  betterment  of 
the  tangible  capital  asset,  including  installation  at  the  location  and  in  the  condition  necessary  for  its  intended  use  (such  as  the  purchase 
price  of  the  asset  and  other  acquisition  costs  such  as  installation  costs,  design  and  engineering  fees,  legal  fees,  survey  costs,  site  preparation 
costs,  freight  charges,  transportation  insurance  costs,  and  duties). 

Costs  incurred  to  enhance  the  service  potential  of  a  tangible  capital  asset  (betterments)  are  charged  to  the  recorded  cost  of  the  related 
assets.  Costs  which  lengthen  the  remaining  life  of  the  related  asset  (replacements)  are  charged  to  the  asset's  accumulated  amortization 
account.  For  the  purpose  of  these  financial  statements,  only  betterments  and  replacements  exceeding  $25,000  have  been  recorded  in  the 
accounts. 

At  the  inception  of  a  capital  lease,  an  asset  and  obligation  are  recorded  at  an  amount  equal  to  the  lesser  of  the  present  value  of  the 
minimum  lease  payments  and  the  property's  fair  value  at  the  beginning  of  the  lease.  Assets  recorded  under  capital  leases  are  amortized  on 
a  straight-line  basis  over  the  useful  lives  of  the  assets.  All  other  leases  are  accounted  for  as  operating  leases  wherein  rental  payments  are 
expensed  as  incurred. 

The  recorded  cost,  less  the  residual  value,  is  amortized  over  the  estimated  useful  lives  of  the  assets,  on  a  straight-line  basis.  Tangible 
capital  assets  are  accounted  for  and  reported  as  assets  on  the  Statement  of  Tangible  Capital  Assets.  The  annual  amortization  of  the  costs  of 
the  tangible  capital  assets  is  allocated  to  the  functions  or  major  programs  of  government  that  employ  those  assets. 

The  estimated  useful  lives  of  the  more  common  tangible  capital  assets  are: 


Land .  indefinite 

Buildings .  40  years 

Automobiles .  5  years 

EDP  equipment  and  software .  5-1 0  years. 


Guaranteed  Debt 

Guaranteed  debt  represents  that  debt  of  municipalities  and  other  local  governments,  private  enterprises  and  individuals,  and  debt  and  minority 
interests  of  provincial  Crown  corporations,  which  has  been  explicitly  guaranteed  or  indemnified  by  the  government,  under  the  authority  of  a  statute, 
as  to  net  principal  or  redemption  provisions.  Valuation  allowances  are  made  when  probable  losses  can  be  reasonably  estimated. 

A  valuation  allowance  provision  is  established  to  provide  for  the  probable  losses  on  loan  guarantees  issued  by  the  government.  The 
amount  of  the  provision  is  determined  by  the  loss  experience  of  the  guarantee  program  and  is  sufficient  to  meet  the  expected  payout  of  the 
guarantee  to  the  lender.  The  provision  is  recorded  as  an  expense  in  the  year  the  guarantee  is  issued  and  is  adjusted  as  necessary  to  ensure 
it  equals  the  expected  payout  of  the  guarantee. 

Gains  and  Losses  on  Tangible  Capital  Assets 

Gains  arising  from  the  initial  valuation  and  capitalization  of  existing  tangible  capital  assets  are  accounted  for  as  a  component  of  net 
deficiency  in  a  separate  account  titled:  "Capital  Adjustments." 

Gains  and  losses  from  the  disposal  of  tangible  capital  assets  (being  the  difference  between  net  disposal  proceeds  and  the  net  carrying 
value)  are  accounted  for  each  year  as  a  component  of  revenue.  Gains  and  losses  on  disposal  of  tangible  capital  assets  are  retlected  in 
operating  results  since  the  gain  or  loss  is,  in  substance,  an  adjustment  to  amortization  previously  charged. 

Commitments 

Commitments  represent  future  obligations  of  the  government  for  capital  contracts  and  extraordinary  program  commitments,  to  the 
extent  of  contracts  and  agreements  in  place  at  the  year-end. 
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2.  1996  Change  in  Accounting  Policy 

(a)  Explanation  of  Change 

In  September  1 995,  Treasury  Board  approved  a  change  in  accounting  policy  to  proceed  to  a  policy  whereby  the  province  will  capitalize 
tangible  capital  assets.  The  Province  of  British  Columbia  is  using  a  phased-in  or  "step-by-step  approach  to  capitalize  tangible  capital  assets, 
starting  with  those  which  can  be  readily  identified  and  for  which  estimated  or  actual  values  can  be  easily  ascertained.  The  process  of 
establishing  the  completeness  and  reasonableness  of  the  estimates  is  ongoing. 

For  fiscal  year  1 995/96  financial  reporting  purposes,  capitalized  tangible  capital  assets  include  only  those  assets  which  have  an  estimated 
useful  life  of  greater  than  one  year,  and  are  as  follows: 

(i)  development  or  purchase  of  mainframe  and/or  mini  hardware  and  software  computer  systems  with  a  cost  of  $  1 00,000  or  more 

(ii)  land  for  which  historical  cost  or  a  reasonable  estimate  of  historical  cost  could  be  obtained 

(iii)  vehicles  regardless  of  cost 

(iv)  buildings  with  a  cost  of  $50,000  or  more 

(v)  work-in-progress  on  tangible  capital  assets  listed  above. 

Existing  tangible  capital  assets  excluded  from  recognition  in  the  current  reporting  year  include:  heritage  assets,  highways  and  highway 
infrastructure,  fresh  water  ferries  and  landings,  tugs  and  barges,  marine  railways  and  dry  docks,  heavy  machinery  and  equipment,  dams  and 
water  management  systems,  forestry  roads,  office  furniture  and  equipment,  personal  computers  and  peripheral  hardware,  buildings  under 
$50,000,  mainframe  and  mini  computer  systems  under  $100,000,  betterments  and  replacements  under  $25,000,  work-in-progress  with  an 
estimated  end  cost  of  less  than  $100,000  and  acquired  land  for  which  a  historical  value  could  not  be  reasonably  estimated. 

In  these  financial  statements,  figures  using  this  new  policy  have  been  prepared  and  disclosed  under  the  "expense  basis"  column.  Figures 
have  also  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  accounting  policies  in  effect  in  prior  years  ("expenditure  basis")  for  the  year  ended  March  31 , 
1 996  with  comparative  figures  on  the  same  basis  for  the  year  ended  March  31,1 995. 

In  previous  years,  the  expenditure  basis  of  accounting  required  that  all  tangible  capital  assets  be  recorded  as  expenditures  in  the  year  the 
assets  were  received.  Consistent  with  the  reporting  of  tangible  capital  assets  as  expenditures,  highways,  bridges,  wharves,  ferries  and  ferry 
landings,  buildings,  office  equipment,  furniture,  automobiles,  land  titles  which  could  not  be  explicitly  confirmed  and  Crown  land  comprised 
of  parks,  forests  and  all  other  publicly  held  land  by  the  province,  not  including  property  underdevelopment,  were  recorded  at  a  nominal  value 
of  $1 . 

In  order  to  implement  this  change  in  policy,  gains  arising  from  the  initial  valuation  and  capitalization  of  the  existing  tangible  capital  assets 
are  accounted  for  as  a  component  of  accumulated  equity,  in  a  separate  account  titled:  "Capital  Adjustments."  For  1 996  fiscal  year-end,  the 
amount  is  $852  million  and  represents  the  value  of  tangible  capital  assets  on  hand  at  April  1 ,  1 995.  This  consists  of  the  following:

In  addition,  purchases  within  the  1 996  fiscal  year  and  included  in  the  expenditure  totals  of  the  appropriations  have  been  capitalized.  For 
fiscal  1 996  the  amount  was  $46  million. 

As  the  cost  of  the  asset  was  fully  written  off  in  the  year  of  acquisition,  there  was  no  subsequent  amortization  charge  to  the  ministry  for  the 
on-going  use  of  the  asset.  With  the  implementation  of  this  change  in  policy,  amortization  expense  will  be  added  to  the  total  expenses  of  the 
province.  For  fiscal  1 996  this  amount  was  $24  million. 

As  amortization  amounts  do  not  represent  an  expenditure  of  funds,  they  will  not  be  charged  to  a  voted  appropriation  of  each  ministry  but 
rather  incorporated  into  their  total  expenses  (as  was  previously  the  practice  for  valuation  allowances).  As  purchases  of  assets  require  an 
expediture  they  will  be  included  in  the  appropriation  spending,  but  removed  for  calculating  the  total  expenses.  This  allows  for  proper 
comparison  of  authorized  spending  by  the  Legislature  to  actual  expenditures  while  still  providing  appropriate  information  on  the  actual 
expenses  incurred  by  the  ministry.  The  effect  of  this  change  within  each  ministry  can  be  ascertained  by  examining  the  detailed  "Ministerial 
Appropriations  commencing  on  page  C20  of  the  Supplementary  Schedules  to  the  Financial  Statements  section  in  this  Volume.  The  summary 
of  these  amounts  is  contained  on  page  B33. 

(b)  Difference  Between  Expense  and  Expenditure  Basis 

The  annual  Estimates  and  Budget  of  the  government  for  fiscal  1 995/96  were  prepared  on  the  expenditure  basis.  In  order  to  present  a  full 
comparison  to  those  documents  these  statements  were  prepared  so  as  to  present  the  current  year  and  prior  year  actual  numbers  on  the 
expenditure  basis.  The  expense  basis  is  provided  for  only  the  current  fiscal  year.  Presenting  financial  statements  on  both  bases  provides  a  simple 
comparison  of  the  results  of  the  two  accounting  methods. 

The  difference  between  expense  and  expenditure  basis  as  defined  for  these  statements  relates  solely  to  the  treatment  of  tangible  capital 
assets.  On  the  expenditure  basis  tangible  capital  assets  are  expensed  as  acquired  and  do  not  appear  as  a  part  of  the  assets  on  the  Statement  of 
Financial  Position.  Current  year  operating  costs  would  therefore  include  only  the  costs  of  current  year  acquisitions. 

The  expense  basis  requires  that  we  record  the  acquisition  of  such  assets  on  the  Statement  of  Financial  Position  and  the  cost  is  amortized 
on  the  Statement  of  Operations  over  the  useful  life  of  the  assets.  (Seethe  Tangible  Capital  Asset  policy  in  Note  1 .)

“The  initial  unfunded  pension  liability  of  $445  million  was  based  on  an  actuarial  valuation  of  the  Public  Service  Pension  Plan  for  March  31,1 990,  plus  an 
estimated  amount  for  Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  Superannuation  Account.  As  a  result  of  a  new  actuarial  valuation  of  the  Public  Service  Pension  Plan  done 
for  March  31,1 993,  the  outstanding  liability  was  estimated  at  $146  million,  a  decrease  of  $299  million.  The  reduction  of  the  estimated  liability  results  from  pension 
fund  gains  and  changes  in  actuarial  assumptions.  The  estimation  adjustment  is  being  amortized  over  the  expected  average  remaining  service  life  of  the  related 
employee  group  (1 2  years).  As  a  result  of  this  adjustment,  expenditures  are  reduced  by  $25  million  (1 995:  $25  million).  The  unamortized  portion  of  the  estimation 
adjustment  as  at  March  31 ,  1 996  is  $224  million  (March  31 ,  1 995:  $249  million).

Under  the 
Canada  Pension  Plan  legislation,  any  significant  amendment  to  benefits  or  contributions  requires  the  approval  of  the  legislature  of  two-thirds 
of  the  provinces.  When  Canada  Pension  Plan  contributions  exceed  benefits,  these  excess  funds  are  loaned  to  the  provinces  in  proportion  by 
residents  of  the  respective  provinces. 

Balances  include  U.S.  dollar  short  term  promissory  notes  totalling  $763.0  million  (1995:  $978.1  million)  of  which  $197.4  million  (1995: 
$411.2  million)  have  been  fully  hedged  to  $269.6  million  Canadian  (1995:  $580.9  million  Canadian).  Unhedged  U.S.  dollar  short  term 
promissory  notes  were  $565.6  million  (1995:  $566.9  million)  at  year-end.  These  are  translated  at  the  exchange  rate  prevailing  at  the  year-end. 

Balances  outstanding  in  Japanese  yen  totalling  83.4  billion  yen  (1 995:  86.9  billion  yen)  have  been  fully  hedged  to  $1 .2  billion  Canadian

25.  Contingencies  and  Commitments 

(a)  Guaranteed  Debt 

Guaranteed  debt  as  at  March  31 , 1 996  totalled  $2,683  million  (1 995:  $3,81 7  million).  See  Statement  of  Guaranteed  Debt  on  B35  for  details. 

(b)  Contingent  Liabilities 

(i)  Litigation  and  Other  Claims 

The  government  is  a  defendant  in  legal  actions  and  is  involved  in  matters  such  as  expropriation  compensation  disputes  and  tax 
assessment  appeals.  These  matters  may  give  rise  to  future  liabilities. 

These  potential  liabilities  are  accrued  when  it  is  likely  that  a  liability  exists  and  the  amount  of  the  liability  can  be  reasonably 
estimated  on  an  individual  or  portfolio  basis  (see  Note  3— Other  accrued  estimated  liabilities). 

The  government  has  contingent  liabilities  in  respect  of  the  following  summary  of  matters  where  the  estimated  or  known  claim  is 
or  exceeds  $  1 00,000  and  is  net  of  accrued  amounts: 

•  claims  of  $78  million  regarding  licensing  disputes 

•  claims  of  $43  million  in  expropriation  disputes 

•  claims  of  $21  million  regarding  motor  vehicle  accidents 

•  claims  of  $20  million  regarding  tax  disputes 

•  claims  of  $20  million  in  contract  disputes 

•  claims  of  $  1  5  million  regarding  negligent  design,  construction  or  maintenance  of  roads 

•  claims  of  $41  million  regarding  damages  to  persons  or  property  and  other  miscellaneous  matters. 

The  Government  of  British  Columbia  and  Alcan  Aluminum  Ltd  have  not  yet  reached  a  settlement  on  the  outstanding  issues 
relating  to  cancellation  of  the  Kemano  Completion  Project  in  January  1995.  Talks  between  Alcan  and  the  government  are  still  in 
progress. 

(ii)  Other  Contingent  Liabilities 

The  government  also  has  contingent  liabilities  in  the  form  of  indemnities,  indirect  guarantees  and  outstanding  claims.  Where 
indemnities  are  for  explicit  quantifiable  loans,  the  amounts  are  included  in  the  Statement  of  Guaranteed  Debt. 

Under  the  Criminal  Injury  Compensation  Act,  the  government  is  responsible  for  providing  compensation  to  victims  of  crime  in 
British  Columbia,  for  offenses  described  in  the  Act.  A  liability  of  $74  million  (1995:  $72  million)  has  been  accrued  based  on  the 
estimated  cost  of  periodic  future  payments  for  claims. 

The  government  operates  and  indemnifies  pre-funded  self-insurance  programs  to  cover  claims  against  public  school  districts 
and  colleges,  hospitals  and  other  health  care  agencies,  and  certain  social  service  providers.  A  liability  of  $31  million  (1995:  $28 
million)  has  been  accrued  based  on  the  estimated  ultimate  cost  of  settling  any  outstanding  claims. 

Under  current  pension  agreements,  the  government  is  responsible  for  payment  of  pensioners'  Medical  Services  Plan  and 
Extended  Health  Care  premiums,  which  are  recorded  when  due. 

(iii)  Aboriginal  Land  Claims 

The  absence  of  treaties  in  British  Columbia  has  resulted  in  a  number  of  outstanding  aboriginal  land  claims  across  the  province. 
Some  of  these  claims  have  resulted  in  litigation  but  most  are  being  negotiated.  The  province's  position  on  these  claims  is  that,  although 
the  province  recognizes  aboriginal  rights,  including  the  inherent  right  of  aboriginal  people  to  self-government,  the  precise  location, 
scope,  and  content  of  these  rights  should  be  established  not  through  litigation  but  by  means  of  tripartite  negotiations  involving  the 
federal  and  provincial  governments  and  aboriginal  groups.  The  province  anticipates  that  these  negotiations  will  result  in  modern-day 
treaties  defining  the  boundaries  and  nature  of  First  Nations  treaty  settlement  lands  and  rights  and  ensure  a  more  stable  environment 
for  resource  development  in  British  Columbia. 
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25.  Contingencies  and  Commitments — Continued 

The  British  Columbia  Treaty  Commission  monitors  the  progress  of  treaty  negotiations  in  British  Columbia  under  a  six  stage 
negotiation  process.  The  Treaty  Commission  began  operating  in  December  1993.  As  of  March  31,  1996,  it  had  accepted  46 
statements  of  intent  to  negotiate  treaties  from  First  Nations.  Ten  of  the  46  First  Nations  were  in  the  Agreement  in  Principle  stage  of 
negotiations  and  22  were  in  the  Framework  Agreement  stage.  The  remaining  1 4  are  in  the  Preparation  stage. 

On  March  22,  1996,  the  provincial  and  federal  governments  reached  an  Agreement  in  Principle  (AIP)  with  the  Nisga'a  in 
northwestern  British  Columbia.  If  a  final  agreement  is  negotiated  which  contains  the  same  provisions  as  the  AIP,  the  Nisga'a  would 
receive  $14.5  million  from  the  province  over  a  period  of  years.  An  estimate  of  third  party  compensation  is  not  available  at  this  time. 
Final  negotiations  to  reach  a  settlement  will  commence  after  public  input  has  been  obtained.  A  final  agreement  is  subject  to 
ratification  by  the  Nisga'a,  the  federal  and  provincial  governments. 

There  are,  currently,  several  major  cases  involving  Aboriginal  Rights  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada. 

The  most  important  of  these  is  of  Delgamuukw  v.  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  in  Right  of  British  Columbia  and  Attorney  General  of 
Canada.  The  B.C.  Court  of  Appeal  held  in  this  case  that  the  Gitxsan  and  Wet'suwet'en  hold  unextinguished,  non-exclusive  aboriginal 
rights  over  a  large  area  in  northern  British  Columbia.  The  B.C.  Court  of  Appeal  however,  dismissed  the  claim  of  the  appellants  for 
damages  and  for  a  declaration  that  they  owned  and  have  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  question.  Attempted  negotiations  to  resolve 
these  matters  have  been  suspended  and  the  case  is  therefore  proceeding  to  hearing  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada.  The  matter 
has  been  set  down  for  hearing  from  June  9  to  June  1  3,  1 997. 

Also,  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada,  in  November  1 995,  heard  several  cases  involving  the  nature  and  scope  of  the  aboriginal 
right  to  fish.  Specifically,  the  Court  will  be  dealing  with  whether  or  not  that  right  includes  a  commercial  component.  The  decision  of 
the  Court  in  these  cases  is  expected  before  the  end  of  1 996. 

There  are  two  cases  currently  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  British  Columbia  in  which  aboriginal  groups  are  claiming  aboriginal 
rights  on  privately  owned  land.  They  are  Burns  Lake  Indian  Band  v.  Brenda  Fountain  and  Hunt  v.  Halcan  Logging  Services  Ltd.  The 
province  is  involved  in  this  litigation.  No  dates  for  trial  have  yet  been  set. 

Another  important  case  scheduled  to  be  heard  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  British  Columbia  in  June  1 997,  is  McLeod  Lake  Band  v. 
Her  Majesty  the  Queen.  In  this  case,  the  McLeod  Lake  Band  is  claiming  that  it  comes  within  the  boundary  of  Treaty  8  and  that  the 
province  is  obligated  to  provide,  to  the  federal  government,  land  pursuant  to  the  formula  established  in  Treaty  8. 

(c)  Commitments 

The  government  has  ongoing  operational  commitments  to  fund  a  variety  of  programs  for  public  welfare  including  health,  education,  social 
services,  protection  of  persons  and  properties,  and  management  of  natural  resources.  In  addition,  the  government  normally  contracts  out 
construction  or  maintenance  of  its  roads,  bridges  and  buildings.  All  these  ongoing  operational  commitments  are  detailed  in  the  Estimates  published 
yearly  and  are  not  repeated  in  this  note.  Any  significant  non-operating  commitments  (less  than  five  years  duration  costing  more  than  $50  million) 
and  their  completion  costs  are  detailed  in  this  note. 

In  accordance  with  an  Agreement  signed  July  27,  1995,  the  province  will  invest  $50,000,000  annually,  for  ten  years,  beginning  the 
1 996/97  fiscal  year,  with  the  Columbia  Power  Corporation  (the  Corporation)  and  the  Columbia  Basin  Trust  (the  Trust),  for  equity  investment  in 
power  projects.  The  disbursement  of  the  funds  is  controlled  by  Treasury  Board  through  approval  of  individual  project  budgets  and  joint  venture 
agreements.  The  payments  in  the  first  five  years  will  be  made  to  the  Corporation  and  the  payments  in  the  second  five  years  will  be  made  to  the 
Trust,  except  that  the  Trust  will  also  receive  a  payment  in  the  fifth  year  equal  to  one-half  the  book  value  of  the  hydro-electric  expansion  rights, 
and  the  payment  to  the  Corporation  in  the  fifth  year  will  be  reduced  by  an  equal  amount.  At  March  31,1 996,  the  book  value  of  the  expansion 
rights  was  $51 ,850,000. 

On  October  1  5,  1 993,  the  government  declared  part  of  the  Tatshenshini/Alsek  region  a  class  "A"  provincial  park.  On  August  1 8,  1 995, 
the  government,  the  registered  and  beneficial  owner  of  claims  in  that  area  (Geddes  Resources  Limited)  and  Royal  Oak  Mines  Inc,  signed  a  Heads 
of  Agreement.  The  agreement  provides  for  compensation  for  lost  mineral  claims  of  $38  million  which  have  been  recorded  as  a  liability  and  a 
conditional  economic  development  grant  (maximum  $1  28  million  over  1 4  years)  for  development  of  a  mine  at  another  site.  The  economic 
development  component  is  contingent  on  the  corporation's  fulfilling  requirements  in  the  development  of  a  mine  and  will  be  recorded  as  a 
liability  when  the  relevant  conditions  are  met.

•  Supplementary  Salary  Costs — includes  the  cost  of  extra  pay  such  as  premiums  and  allowances  for  certain  types  and  locations  of  work,  as 
well  as  for  additional  qualifications  or  responsibilities  of  the  job. 

•  Employee  Benefits — includes  the  cost  of  employer  contributions  to  employee  benefit  plans,  pensions  and  other  benefits.  Employees' 
relocation  and  transfer  expenses  are  also  included. 

•  Legislative  Salaries  and  Indemnities — includes  the  cost  of  the  annual  indemnity  and  supplementary  salaries  for  Members  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  (M.L.  A.)  as  authorized  under  sections  2  and  3  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  Allowances  and  Pension  Act  and  salaries  of  Members 
of  the  Executive  Council  and  Officers  of  the  Legislature.  The  expense  allowances  payable  under  subsection  2(1 )  are  classified  under  Other 
Expenditures. 

Operating  Costs 

•  Boards,  Commissions  and  Courts — Fees  and  Expenses — includes  fees  paid  to  board  and  commission  members  appointed  by  Order  in 
Council  or  by  a  minister  under  an  act,  juries  and  witnesses,  and  related  travel  and  out-of-pocket  expenses. 

•  Public  Servant  Travel — includes  travel  expenses  of  direct  government  employees  and  officials  while  on  government  business,  including 
travel  expenses  of  ministers  and  ministers'  office  staff. 

•  Professional  Services — includes  fees  and  expenses  for  professional  services  rendered  directly  to  government  such  as  legal,  engineering  or 
management  consulting  services. 

•  Information  Systems — Operating — includes  all  contract  fees  and  costs  related  to  data,  voice,  image  and  text  processing  operations  and 
services  such  as  data  and  word  processing,  data  communication  charges,  supplies,  repairs,  maintenance  and  short-term  rentals  of 
information  processing  equipment. 

•  Office  and  Business  Expenses — includes  materials,  supplies  and  services  required  for  the  operation  of  offices. 

•  Advertising  and  Publications — includes  costs  associated  with  non-statutory  advertising  and  general  publications. 

•  Statutory  Notices,  Annual  Reports  and  Non-Discretionary  Publications — includes  costs  associated  with  special  notices  and  publications 
required  by  statute  and  regulations. 

•  Utilities,  Materials,  Supplies  and  Vehicles — Operating  and  Maintenance  Costs — includes  the  cost  of  services  such  as  the  supply  of  water 
and  electricity,  materials  and  supplies  required  for  normal  operation  of  government  services,  food  for  institutions  and  the  costs  associated 
with  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  government  vehicles,  machinery  and  equipment. 

•  Building  Occupancy  Charges — includes  payments  to  the  British  Columbia  Buildings  Corporation  (B.C.B.C.)  or  the  private  sector,  for  the 
rental  and  maintenance  of  buildings  and  office  accommodation. 

Asset  Acquisitions 

•  Information  Systems — includes  the  major  purchase  or  capital  lease  cost  of  information  systems  equipment  and  related  software.  Also 
includes  the  development  cost  of  new  information  systems. 

•  Office  Furniture  and  Equipment — includes  the  purchase  or  capital  lease  cost  of  office  furniture  and  equipment  such  as  desk,  filing  cabinets 
and  photocopiers. 

•  Land — includes  the  cost  of  purchasing,  holding  and  developing  land  other  than  rights-of-way  acquired  for  highways  and  bridges. 

•  Highways,  Roads  and  Bridges — includes  the  capital  costs  for  construction  and  major  improvements  of  roads,  highways,  bridges  and  ferry 
landings. 

•  Buildings  and  Works — includes  the  purchase,  construction  or  major  improvement  of  buildings  which  are  not  part  of  the  B.C.B.C. 
inventory. 

«  Machinery,  Equipment  and  Vehicles — includes  the  purchase  or  capital  lease  cost  of  aircraft,  ships,  vehicles,  machinery  and  equipment. 

Grants  and  Contributions 

•  Grants  includes  grant  payments  of  a  general  nature  to  individuals,  businesses,  non-profit  associations  and  others,  in  accordance  with 
established  eligibility  criteria,  where  there  are  no  contractual  requirements. 

•  Contributions  includes  payments  made  under  the  authority  of  a  contract,  agreement  or  statute,  to  public  bodies  and  organizations  for 
the  provision  of  specific  goods  and/or  services  to  the  general  public  where  the  government  has  some  control  over  how  the  funds  are  to  be 
spent,  what  goods  and/or  services  are  to  be  provided  and  which  groups  are  to  receive  these  goods  and/or  services. 

•  Transfers  Between  General  Fund,  Special  Funds  and  Special  Accounts — includes  transfers  between  Votes,  Special  Accounts  and  Special 
Funds  involving  an  expenditure  account  and  a  revenue  account,  but  excluding  transfers  between  two  expenditure  accounts.

Descriptions  of  Appropriations 


Legislation 

Vote  1 — Legislation 

This  vote  provides  for  the  operation  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  and  its  committees,  including  indemnities,  allowances  and  salaries  for 
Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  officials  and  staff,  and  for  support  services  and  other  related  costs.  The  funds  allocated  for  the  Offices  of 
the  Opposition  Leaders  are  provided  for  the  general  operations  and  support  functions  of  those  offices.  A  grant  is  provided  for  membership  in 
the  Commonwealth  Parliamentary  Association.  Operating  costs  of  the  Parliamentary  Dining  Room  are  partly  recovered  from  ministries, 
organizations  and  individuals. 

Auditor  General 

Vote  2 — Auditor  General 

This  vote  provides  for  the  operation  of  the  Office  of  the  Auditor  General  in  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  Auditor  General  Act,  including 
examination  of  the  accounts  and  records  of  the  government,  issuance  of  audit  reports  on  the  government's  financial  statements,  submission  of 
an  annual  report,  and  other  reports,  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  on  the  work  of  the  Office,  and  auditing  a  number  of  Crown  corporations  and 
other  public  bodies.  Provision  is  made  for  a  grant  to  the  Canadian  Comprehensive  Auditing  Foundation.  Costs  incurred  for  certain  audits  are 
recovered. 


Office  of  the  Child  Advocate 

Vote  3 — Office  of  the  Child  Advocate 

This  vote  provides  for  the  operation  of  the  Office  of  the  Chi  Id  Advocate.  The  Advocate  is  an  officer  of  the  Legislature  with  a  mandate  defined 
under  the  Child,  Youth  and  Family  Advocacy  Act. 

Commission  on  Resources  and  Environment 

Vote  4 — Commission  on  Resources  and  Environment 

This  vote  provides  for  the  salaries  of  the  Commissioner  on  Resources  and  Environment  and  staff  and  other  expenses  incurred  by  the  Office 
of  the  Commissioner.  The  Commissioner's  mandate  is  to  independently  and  publicly  advise  Cabinet  on  legislation,  policy  and  allocation 
decisions  related  to  land  use  issues  and  processes  in  the  province.  Funding  is  provided  to  carry  out  activities  consistent  with  the  Commissioner 
on  Resources  and  Environment  Act  including  development  of  a  British  Columbia-wide  strategy  for  land  use  and  related  resource  and 
environmental  management  and  development,  implementation  and  monitoring  of  land  use  planning  processes  and  dispute  resolution  systems 
for  land  use  issues.  Provision  is  also  made  for  contributions  to  accepted  participants  in  the  planning  processes  who  would  be  unable  to 
participate  without  financial  assistance. 

Conflict  of  Interest  Commissioner 

Vote  5 — Conflict  of  Interest  Commissioner 

This  vote  provides  for  the  salary  of  the  Conflict  of  Interest  Commissioner  and  the  costs  incurred  by  the  Office  of  the  Conflict  of  Interest 
Commissioner  in  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  Members'  Conflict  of  Interest  Act. 


Information  and  Privacy  Commissioner 

Vote  6 — Information  and  Privacy  Commissioner 

This  vote  provides  for  the  salary  of  the  Information  and  Privacy  Commissioner  and  staff  and  other  expenses  incurred  by  the  Office  of  the 
Commissioner  to  fulfil  the  mandate  set  out  in  the  Freedom  of  Information  and  Protection  of  Privacy  Act,  (FOIPPA).  The  Commissioner  has  a 
broad  mandate  to  protect  the  rights  given  to  the  public  under  FOIPPA.  This  includes  conducting  reviews  of  access  to  information  requests, 
investigating  complaints,  monitoring  general  compliance  with  the  Act,  and  promoting  freedom  of  information  and  protection  of  privacy 
principles.  Provision  is  also  made  for  grants/contributions  to  accepted  organizations  to  inform  the  public  about  the  Act.  Costs  related  to  the 
Annual  Freedom  of  Information  and  Protection  of  Privacy  Conference  are  fully  recovered. 
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Ombudsman 

Vote  7 — Ombudsman 

This  vote  provides  for  the  operation  of  the  Office  of  the  Ombudsman.  The  Ombudsman  is  an  officer  of  the  Legislature  with  a  mandate 
under  the  Ombudsman  Act  to  accept  complaints  and  independently  investigate  actions  and  decisions  of  government  ministries  and  agencies 
such  as  Crown  corporations,  schools,  colleges,  universities,  hospitals  and  governing  bodies  of  professional  and  occupational  associations. 

Office  of  the  Premier  and  Cabinet  Office 

Vote  8 — Office  of  the  Premier  and  Cabinet  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Premier  and  Cabinet  Office  including: 

(a)  Office  of  the  Premier 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  salaries,  benefits,  allowances  and  operating  expenses  for  the  Premier  and  the  executive  staff  of  the  Office. 

(b)  Cabinet  Office 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  support  for  the  Executive  Council,  including  Cabinet  and  government  administration,  management  of  cross 
government  issues,  and  management  of  policy  relating  to  federal,  provincial  and  international  relations,  including  administration  of  British 
Columbia  House,  Ottawa.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  personnel,  financial  and  administrative  support  to  both  the  Office  of  the  Premier  and 
Cabinet  Office. 

Vote  9 — British  Columbia  Trade  Development  Corporation 

This  vote  provides  for  the  annual  contribution  to  the  British  Columbia  Trade  Development  Corporation  for  operating  costs.  The 
corporation's  mandate  is  to  work  with  provincial  companies  to  expand  exports  by  increasing  their  trade  expertise  and  assisting  in  development 
of  export  strategies  including  strategies  to  develop  new  markets  and  expand  existing  markets.  The  corporation  also  works  to  expand 
trade-related  services  and  infrastructure,  promote  policies  which  enhance  international  trade,  and  develop  relationships  with  potential  trading 
partners  to  encourage  future  exports.  Services  provided  by  the  corporation  include:  trade  intelligence;  export  promotion  assistance;  export  loan 
guarantees  for  working  capital;  performance  bonds  or  bid  bonds  for  export  orders;  equity  investments  through  the  BC  Export  Investment  Fund; 
strategic  partnering  advice;  and  organization  of  international  trade  missions. 

Statutory  Account 

Financial  Administration  Act  Sec.  58  Indemnities 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  58(1)). 


Aboriginal  Affairs 

Vote  10 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Minister  of  Aboriginal  Affairs,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister,  the  minister's  staff  and  related 
office  expenses. 

Vote  1 1 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  ministry  programs  and  activities  including: 

(a)  Aboriginal  Affairs  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  policy  and  mandate  development;  inter-ministry  program  and  policy  coordination;  and  liaison  and 
consultation  on  pre-treaty  matters  and  other  aboriginal  and  claim  issues  with  First  Nations,  the  federal  government,  third  party  advisory  groups 
and  others.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for:  financial  and  administrative,  human  resource  and  information  management  support  to  the  ministry, 
communications  and  public  consultation;  administration  of  the  First  Citizens'  Fund  Special  Account  and  support  to  the  First  Nations'  advisory 
committees  and  boards.  Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  to  various  First  Nations  and  organizations  for:  heritage,  language  and  cultural 
programs,  aboriginal  community  development,  pre-treaty  consultation  and  negotiation,  interim  measures,  joint  stewardship  initiatives  and  to 
support  government  to  government  policy  forums.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  federal  government  for  costs  incurred  pursuant  to 
federal/provincial  agreements. 

(b)  Treaty  Negotiations 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  coordination  and  management  of  the  province's  participation  in  negotiating  treaties  with  First  Nations  and 
the  federal  government.  Provision  is  made  for  contributions  to  the  British  Columbia  T reaty  Commission  to  fund  operations  and  various  tripartite 
initiatives  and  to  provide  support  for  First  Nations  and  others  in  respect  of  their  participation  in  the  treaty  process  and  in  the  settlement  of  claims. 
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Statutory  Account 
Special  Account 

First  Citizens'  Fund 

This  account  was  originally  created  as  a  fund  under  the  Revenue  Surplus  Appropriation  Act,  1 969,  was  continued  under  the  Funds 
Control  Act,  1 979,  and  was  changed  to  a  Special  Account  under  the  Special  Accounts  Appropriation  and  Control  Act,  1 988. 

The  account  promotes  the  economic,  social  and  cultural  well  being  of  members  of  First  Nations  who  are  residents  of  British  Columbia, 
by  providing  financial  assistance  through  loan  guarantees,  grants  and  contributions.  Interest  attributable  to  the  account  balance  is  credited 
to  the  account  as  revenue.  Expenditures  consist  of  grants  and  contributions  in  support  of  student  bursaries,  native  friendship  centre 
operations  and  economic  development  programs.  The  account  also  provides  funds  for  administrative  costs  of  certain  social  and  economic 
development  programs. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 


Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 

Vote  12 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister,  the  minister's 
staff  and  related  office  expenses. 

Vote  13 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  operations  and  programs  of  the  ministry,  including: 

(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  executive  direction  of  the  ministry  and  administrative  support  services  including  financial,  personnel, 
communications,  information  systems  and  program  audit.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  policy  development,  program  planning,  economic 
and  statistical  analysis,  and  information  programs. 

(b)  Financial  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  Crop  Insurance,  Farm  Income  Insurance,  Net  Income  Stabilization  Account,  and  includes  transfers  to  the 
Revenue  Protection  Plan  Trust  Account.  This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  administration  of  the  Agricultural  Land  Development  Special  Account; 
Feeder  Associations  Loan  Guarantee  Program,  credit  programs  under  the  Agriculture  Credit  Act,  Financial  Administration  Act  and  Okanagan 
Valley  Tree  Fruit  Authority  Act;  federal/provincial  industry  development,  environmental  management  and  business  management  agreements; 
and  industry  trusts.  Contributions  to  agriculture,  food,  aquaculture  and  fisheries  business  organizations;  and  contributions  in  support  of 
agriculture,  food  and  resource  development,  and  federal/provincial  initiatives  are  provided  by  this  sub-vote.  Recoveries  are  also  received  from 
the  federal  government  for  joint  federal/provincial  industry  development,  environmental  management,  and  business  management  initiatives, 
and  from  the  Okanagan  Valley  Tree  Fruit  Authority  for  administration  of  credit  programs  on  their  behalf,  and  a  portion  of  administration  costs 
is  recovered  from  the  federal  government  under  the  Revenue  Protection  Plan  for  grains  and  oilseeds  and  Crop  Insurance  programs. 

(c)  Fisheries  and  Food 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  aquaculture,  commercial  fisheries  and  agri-food  programs.  This  includes:  administration  of  parts  of  the 
Fisheries  Act  and  Fish  Inspection  Act;  technical  review  of  applications  for  tenure  and  licences;  extension  services  to  the  aquaculture  industry; 
and  research  and  development  projects  related  to  shellfish,  marine  plants  and  finfish  farming.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for:  licensing  and 
enforcement  of  regulations  pertaining  to  fish  buyers,  vendors  and  aquaculture  operators;  the  development  of  policies  and  programs  with  respect 
to  aboriginal  issues,  including  involvement  of  First  Nations  in  resource  management;  grants  and  contributions  in  support  of  the  aquaculture 
and  commercial  fish  industries;  funding  and  technical  assistance  for  the  handling,  processing  and  marketing  of  seafood  products;  and  resource 
use  and  environmental  impact  studies.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  operating  costs  of  the  Trade  Competition  and  Food  Industry 
Development  programs,  including  development  of  policies  and  strategies  to  enhance  the  competitiveness  of  British  Columbia  agri-food 
industries,  and  programs  to  expand  sales  and  utilization  of  British  Columbia  food  products  in  the  provincial  market.  Contributions  are  provided 
to  agri-food  production,  processing  and  distribution  organizations  to  enhance  their  competitiveness.  Funds  are  recovered  from  the  Liquor 
Distribution  Branch  and  used  for  the  Quality  Wine  and  Crape  Development  Program. 

(d)  Agriculture 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  agricultural  extension,  development,  specialist,  regulatory  and  market  development  programs  including: 

(i)  Agriculture  Development  and  Extension  Services — in  partnership  with  agriculture  organizations,  farm  families  and  industry,  provides 
advice  and  information  on  marketing,  production  technology  and  research  to  the  agri-food  industry  through  seminars,  workshops 
and  field  days;  technical  information  dissemination  to  producers;  milk,  soil,  feed  and  tissue  testing;  water  analysis;  the  animal  health 
centre;  and  the  provincial  4-H,  game  farming,  horse  industry  and  farm  management  programs; 

(ii)  Natural  Resource  Management — provides  services  and  programs  to  initiate  and  coordinate  province-wide  land  and  water  policies 
regarding  soil  management,  waste  management  and  water  allocation  and  conservation;  and  includes  transfers  to  the  Grazing 
Enhancement  Fund  Special  Account; 

(iii)  Inspection — provides  for  animal  health,  brand,  dairy  farm,  apiary  and  crop  inspections; 

(iv)  Licensing — provides  for  the  licensing  of  sale  yard  operations,  production  and  sale  of  veterinary  drugs,  fur  farm  operations,  brand 
certificates,  game  farming  operations  and  poultry  processors; 
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(v)  Applied  Research/Demonstration — provides  for  research  and  demonstration  projects  related  to  soil,  water,  plants  and  animals;  and 
environmental  impact  and  other  agriculture  and  food  research,  and  technology  transfer  initiatives;  and 

(vi)  Grants  and  Contributions — provides  for  grants  and  contributions  to  municipalities  and  regional  districts  under  the  Weed  Control  Act, 
grants  to  regional  committees  underthe  Grasshopper  Control  Act;  operating  grants  to  livestock  associations,  4-H  clubs  and  veterinary 
services;  grants  and  contributions  in  support  of  the  agriculture  and  aquaculture  industries;  and  grants  to  universities  for  agriculture, 
aquaculture  and  food  research. 

Vote  14 — Provincial  Agricultural  Land  Commission 

This  vote  provides  for  operation  of  the  Provincial  Agricultural  Land  Commission.  Under  the  Agricultural  Land  Commission  Act,  the 
commission  is  responsible  for  encouraging  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  agricultural  land  in  the  province.  The  commission  advises 
municipalities  and  regional  districts  on  the  Agricultural  Land  Reserve  and  decides  on  applications  for  the  addition  of  land  to  and/or  the 
exclusion  of  land  from  the  reserve,  and  applications  for  subdivisions  and  non-farm  uses  within  the  reserve.  A  portion  of  fees  for  applications 
made  under  the  Agricultural  Land  Commission  Act  and  the  Soil  Conservation  Act  are  paid  out  of  this  vote,  as  contributions,  to  local 
governments  for  services  provided  in  the  application  process.  This  vote  also  provides  for  operation  of  the  Forest  Land  Commission  established 
by  the  Forest  Land  Reserve  Act. 

Vote  15 — British  Columbia  Marketing  Board 

This  vote  provides  for  operation  of  the  British  Columbia  Marketing  Board  which  is  responsible  for  supervising  the  operations  of  marketing 
boards  and  commissions  formed  underthe  Natural  Products  Marketing  (BC)  Act,  and  hearing  related  appeals. 

Vote  1  6 — Okanagan  Valley  Tree  Fruit  Authority 

This  vote  provides  for  a  contribution  to  the  authority  for  operating  costs.  The  authority  is  established  underthe  Okanagan  Valley  Tree  Fruit 
Authority  Actio  ensure  an  efficient  and  coordinated  approach  to  the  revitalization  of  the  Interiortree  fruit  industry.  Programs  include  assistance 
for  orchard  renovation,  marketing,  research  and  development,  education  and  advisory  services,  grower  entry  and  exit,  communications, 
conservation  and  land  management. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Farm  Business  Management  Agreement 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  for  farm  business  management  research  and  information,  and  for  training  and  development  programs  in  farm  business  management. 

Pesticide  Innovation  Project 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  federal  government  to  enhance  protection  of  health  and  the  environment  by  improving  sprayer  calibration,  sprayer 
application  practices  and  pesticide  safety  practices  in  the  Fraser  Valley  of  British  Columbia. 

Farm  Management  Information  on  FMBInet  Bulletin  Board  System 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  Canadian  Farm  Business  Management  Council  for  the  enhancement  and  upgrade  of  the  FMBInet  Bulletin  Board  System  in 
British  Columbia. 

Cattle  Horn  Act 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Cattle  Horn  Act  (R. S.B.C.  1 979,  chap.  44,  sec.  7)  for  livestock  improvement. 

Special  Accounts 

Agricultural  Land  Development 

This  account  was  originally  created  as  a  fund  by  the  Finance  Statutes  Amendment  Act,  1 981  which  amended  the  Agricultural  Land 
Development  Act.  This  fund  was  subsequently  changed  to  a  Special  Account  by  the  Special  Appropriations  Act,  1 982,  and  the  Agricultural 
Land  Development  Act  was  repealed  and  incorporated  into  the  Agricultural  Credit  Act. 

The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  make  low  interest  loans,  on  a  revolving  basis,  for  purposes  specified  under  the  Agricultural  Credit 
Act.  Revenue  represents  interest  received  on  outstanding  loans  and  the  recovery  of  the  grant  component  of  concessionary  low  interest 
loans  expensed  in  previous  years.  Expenditures  represent  the  grant  component  of  concessionary  low  interest  loans.  Administration  costs 
are  funded  through  voted  appropriations.  Financing  transaction  receipts  represent  principal  repayments  on  outstanding  loans  and 
disbursements  represent  new  loans  issued.  This  program  has  been  discontinued  and  no  applications  will  be  accepted  after  March  31, 
1995. 

Grazing  Enhancement  Fund 

This  account  is  created  by  the  Grazing  Enhancement  Fund  Special  Account  Act,  1995.  Revenues  come  from  a  provincial  government 
contribution  provided  from  Vote  1  3.  Expenditures  provide  for  the  maintenance  and  enhancement  of  range  resources. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 
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Livestock  Protection 

This  account  was  originally  created  as  a  fund  by  the  Domestic  Animal  Protection  Act,  1973,  was  continued  under  the  Livestock 
Protection  Act,  and  was  changed  to  a  Special  Account  under  the  Special  Appropriations  Act,  1 982.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  provide 
compensation  to  an  owner  for  livestock  killed  or  injured  by  a  dog  that  is  not  owned  or  kept  by  the  livestock  owner,  and  also  to  encourage 
good  dog  husbandry  practices  in  the  province. 

All  fees,  licences  and  cost  assessments  levied  under  the  Livestock  Protection  Act  are  credited  to  the  account  as  revenue.  Expenditures 
include  compensation  grants  and  administration  costs. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  14(1)). 


Attorney  General 

Vote  1  7 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Attorney  General,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  Attorney  General,  the  minister's  staff  and  related 
office  expenses. 

Vote  18 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  ministry  programs  and  operations  including: 

(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  ministry  management,  policy  and  program  development,  administrative  support,  information  systems,  audit 
and  communications  services,  investigation  of  matters  related  to  the  administration  of  the  Collections  Act,  and  policing  of  aboriginal  reserves. 
Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  to  agencies  and  societies  providing  services  which  complement  ministry  programs. 

(b)  Court  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  managerial  support  for  all  levels  of  Court  throughout  the  province,  operational  support  of  the  Court  of  Appeal, 
Supreme  Court,  and  Provincial  Court  including  administrative  staff  and  services,  reporting  and  recording  services,  facilities  and  operational 
systems,  and  sheriff  and  escort  services  in  both  the  Superior  and  Provincial  Courts.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  Insurance  Corporation  of 
British  Columbia  for  the  retrieval  of  licence  plates  from  unlicensed  or  uninsured  drivers. 

(c)  Legal  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  legal  services  to  the  province  and  various  boards,  committees  and  societies  including  legal  advice, 
representation  in  civil  litigation,  and  the  drafting,  preparing,  filing  and  publishing  of  statutes,  regulations  and  Orders  in  Council.  This  sub-vote 
also  provides  for  administration  of  Orders  in  Council  and  appeals  to  the  Executive  Council.  A  grant  is  provided  to  the  Uniform  Law  Conference 
of  Canada.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  Liquor  Distribution  Branch  for  legal  services  provided. 

(d)  Criminal  Justice 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  operation  of  Crown  counsel  services  including  prosecution  of  criminal  code  and  provincial  statute  offenses, 
advice  to  government  on  matters  of  criminal  law  and  its  enforcement,  development  of  policies  and  procedures  in  matters  pertaining  to  the 
administration  of  criminal  law,  and  support  services  to  victims  of  crime. 

(e)  Community  Justice 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  regulatory  services  which  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Attorney  General.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for 
family  maintenance  enforcement  activities,  services  for  victims  of  crime,  community  crime  prevention  programs,  family  justice  program, 
training  and  maintenance  of  auxiliary  and  reserve  police,  public  legal  education,  and  administration  of  corporate  and  community  programs. 
Contributions  are  provided  to  the  Legal  Services  Society  and  to  agencies  and  societies  providing  services  which  complement  ministry  programs. 
Recoveries  are  received  from  the  federal  government  for  costs  relating  to  the  improvement  of  child  and  spousal  support  enforcement  under  the 
Family  Support  Enforcement  Fund  Agreement. 

(f)  Corrections 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  incarceration  of  remanded  and  sentenced  adults  and  youths,  probation,  family  and  community  services  and 
management  of  the  program.  This  includes: 

(i)  Management  Services — provides  for  management  of  correctional  programs,  including  administrative  and  support  services.  Provision 
is  made  for  contributions  to  the  private  sector  and  non-profit  societies  for  the  development  and  evaluation  of  correctional  programs; 

(ii )  Adult  Correctional  Centres — provides  for  incarceration  of  remanded  and  sentenced  adult  inmates  and  keeping  of  provincial 
prisoners  in  police  custody.  Contributions  are  provided  to  the  private  sector  and  non-profit  societies  for  correctional  services  related 
to  health,  education,  training,  work  programs,  and  food  services.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  federal  government  for  shareable 
costs  related  to  the  housing  of  federal  inmates  under  the  Exchange  of  Services  Agreement  and  from  the  Medical  Services  Plan  for 
salaried  and  sessional  medical  services; 

(iii)  Youth  Custody  Centres — provides  for  custody  of  remanded  and  sentenced  youths.  Contributions  are  provided  to  the  private  sector 
and  non-profit  societies  for  correctional  services  related  to  health,  education,  training,  work  programs,  social  and  recreational 
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programs,  and  food  services.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  federal  government  for  shareable  costs  for  youth  custody  and  from  the 
Medical  Services  Plan  for  salaried  and  sessional  medical  services; 

(iv)  Probation ,  Family  and  Community  Services — provides  for  probation  services  for  adults  and  youths,  and  for  family  services.  Probation 
services  include  pre-trial  enquiries,  pre-sentence  and  other  court  reports  as  well  as  the  supervision  of  adults  and  youths  on  probation, 
bail  or  conditional  release  from  incarceration.  Family  services  provide  assistance  in  resolving  child  custody  and  financial 
maintenance  problems  through  conciliation  and  mediation,  and  custody  and  access  reports  for  Supreme  and  Provincial  Courts. 
Provision  is  made  for  contributions  to  the  private  sector  and  non-profit  societies  for  diversion,  attendance,  community  service  work 
and  youth  bail  residential  programs. 

(g)  Public  Safety  and  Regulatory  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  administration,  policy  development  and  operations  of  the  Police  Services  Division,  the  Security  Programs 
Division,  and  the  Provincial  Emergency  Program.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  forthe  administration  of  the  Emergency  Assistance  Vote,  and  the 
administrative  coordination  of  various  agencies,  boards,  and  commissions.  This  includes: 

(i)  Police  Services  Division — provides  for  development  and  administration  of  policing  policy  and  programs  and  training  of  municipal 
police  officers  through  contributions  to  the  Justice  Institute  of  British  Columbia.  Grants  are  provided  to  the  Canadian  Association  of 
Police  Chiefs.  This  program  also  provides  for  the  organization,  selection,  training,  operations  and  maintenance  of  the  provincial 
police  through  the  contracted  services  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police,  grants  to  municipalities  for  police  services, 
appointment  of  special  provincial  constables,  service  of  criminal  documents,  and  protection  of  provincial  witnesses; 

(ii)  Security  Programs — provides  for  administration  of  firearm  control  legislation  including  recording  of  acquisition  certificates;  licensing 
and  inspection  of  firearms  and  ammunition  businesses;  disposal  of  surplus  firearms;  and  licensing  and  regulation  of  the  private 
security  industry  which  includes  armoured  car  businesses,  alarm  services,  locksmiths,  security  patrols,  security  consultants  and 
private  investigators.  Recoveries  are  received  from  other  levels  of  government  for  cost-shared  programs;  and 

(iii)  Provincial  Emergency  Program — provides  for  development  and  coordination  of  provincial  emergency  planning,  warning,  prepared¬ 
ness,  response  and  recovery  in  order  to  prevent  or  mitigate  the  effects  of  natural  or  other  disasters.  Contributions  are  provided  to  local 
governments  participating  in  emergency  programs.  Recoveries  are  received  from  other  levels  of  government  for  cost-shared 
programs. 

(h)  Land  Titles  Office 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  recording  and  guaranteeing  title  to  all  land  in  British  Columbia  and  provides  a  means  of  access  to  land  title 
information. 

(i)  Coordinated  Law  Enforcement  Unit 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  identification,  prevention  and  suppression  of  organized  and  major  criminal  activities  in  British  Columbia 
through  investigations  by  the  Joint  Forces  Operations,  and  related  policy  advice.  Recoveries  are  received  from  other  levels  of  government  for 
cost-shared  programs. 

(j)  Liquor  Control  and  Licensing 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  overall  policy  development,  administration  and  inspections  in  support  of  the  Liquor  Control  and  Licensing  Act 
and  regulations. 

(k)  Agencies,  Boards  and  Commissions 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  various  boards  and  commissions  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Attorney  General,  including  the  operations  of  the 
Coroners  Service,  British  Columbia  Racing  Commission,  Commercial  Appeals  Commission,  British  Columbia  Board  of  Review,  British 
Columbia  Parole  Board,  Motion  Picture  Appeal  Board,  British  Columbia  Police  Commission,  Law  Reform  Commission,  Expropriation 
Compensation  Board,  Liquor  Appeal  Board,  Elections  British  Columbia,  Film  Classification  Office,  and  adult  guardianship  legislation  and  other 
expenditures  for  the  Office  of  the  Public  Trustee.  Contributions  are  provided  to  the  Horse  Racing  Improvement  Fund  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Horse  Racing  Tax  Act.  The  British  Columbia  Racing  Commission's  costs  are  recovered  from  the  Horse  Racing  Improvement  Fund. 
Recoveries  are  also  received  from  the  Law  Foundation  for  the  activities  of  the  Law  Reform  Commission. 

Vote  1 9 — Statutory  Services 

This  vote  provides  for  payments  made  under  the  statutory  authority  of  the  Crown  Proceeding  Act  and  for  contributions  made  to  individuals 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Criminal  Injury  Compensation  Act.  This  vote  also  provides  forthe  preparedness,  response  and  recovery  costs  relating 
to  disasters  paid  under  provisions  of  the  Emergency  Program  Act  and  for  the  administration  of  provincial  elections,  by-elections,  plebiscites, 
voter  registration,  enumeration,  referenda  and  redistribution  of  electoral  boundaries  underthe  Elections  Act  and  recall  and  initiatives  under  the 
Recall  and  Initiatives  Act. 

Vote  20 — Judiciary 

This  vote  provides  for  operation  of  the  judiciary  including: 

(a)  Superior  Courts 

This  sub— vote  provides  for  administrative  and  support  services  for  the  Court  of  Appeal  and  Supreme  Court  located  in  the  province. 

(b)  Provincial  Courts 

This  sub— vote  provides  for  operational  budgets  for  the  Provincial  Court  of  British  Columbia.  A  contribution  is  provided  to  the  Biitish 
Columbia  Courthouse  Library  Society.

Vote  21 — Emergency  Assistance 

This  vote  provides  for  salaries,  operating  costs,  grants  and  contributions  pertaining  to  emergency  preparedness  and  response  for  the 
protection  of  life,  property  and  the  environment  during  real  or  imminent  emergencies  and  natural  or  other  disasters. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Unclaimed  Money  Act 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Unclaimed  Money  Act  ( R.S.B.C.  1979,  chap.  418,  sec.  4). 

Joint  Emergency  Preparedness  Projects 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22)  for  an  offsetting 
recovery  for  the  federal  share  of  various  Joint  Emergency  Preparedness  Projects. 

Oppal  Commission 

This  Commission  was  issued  under  section  8  of  the  Inquiry  Act  to  inquire  into  the  governance  of  municipal  policing  operations,  and 
the  process  for  developing  policy  for  policing  in  British  Columbia.  This  account  was  established  to  account  for  all  expenses  incurred  by 
the  Commission  in  carrying  out  its  duties. 

Gove  Commission 

This  Commission  was  established  under  the  authority  of  section  8  of  the  Inquiry  Act! or  the  purpose  of  inquiring  into,  reporting  and 
making  recommendations  on  the  adequacy  of  services,  and  the  policies  and  practices,  including  training  and  workload,  of  the  Ministry  of 
Social  Services  in  respect  to  the  apparent  neglect,  abuse  and  death  of  Matthew  Vaudreuil. 

Special  Accounts 

Forfeited  Crime  Proceeds  Fund 

This  account  was  established  by  the  Special  Accounts  Appropriation  and  Control  Act,  1 988  as  amended  by  the  Attorney  General 
Amendment  Act,  1989.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  dispose  of  property  forfeited  from  criminal  offenses  in  a  manner  which  will 
facilitate  the  administration  of  criminal  justice  and  law  enforcement  in  the  province.  Revenues  represent  the  disposition  of  forfeited 
proceeds  of  crimes.  The  Attorney  General  will  determine  expenditures  to  be  made  from  the  account;  however,  under  the  terms  of  a 
protocol  agreement,  expenditures  can  be  made  only  with  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  Corporate  Relations  and  from  the 
previous  year's  revenues. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Inmate  Work  Program 

This  account  was  created  by  the  Miscellaneous  Statutes  Amendment  Act  (No.  2),  1 987.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  assist  inmates 
in  acquiring  skills  and  to  encourage  them  to  develop  good  work  habits. 

Revenue  represents  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  goods  and  services  produced  by  inmates.  Expenditures  are  for  supplies  and  costs  directly  related 
to  the  production  and  sale  of  goods  and  services  within  the  Inmate  Work  Program.  Administration  costs  are  funded  through  voted  appropriations. 
No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Office  of  the  Public  Trustee 

This  account  was  created  by  the  Public  Trustee  Amendment  Act,  1 989.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  provide  services  to  clients  of 
the  Public  Trustee,  including  those  incapable  of  managing  their  own  affairs,  deceased  estates  where  no  other  person  is  willing  or  able  to 
act,  minors  in  receipt  of  settlements,  and  missing  persons.  Revenue  represents  fees  and  commissions  paid  by  clients  of  the  Public  Trustee 
for  services  rendered,  and  interest  on  inactive  estates.  Expenditures  are  for  costs  directly  related  to  the  provision  of  services  to  clients  and 
for  administration. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  1 4(1 )). 


Education 

Vote  22 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Minister  of  Education,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister,  the  minister's  staff  and  related  office 
expenses. 

Vote  23 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  ministry  programs  and  operations  including: 
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(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  executive  direction  for  the  ministry,  and  corporate  support  services  to  the  ministry  operating  programs  including 
financial,  administrative,  human  resources,  communications  and  system  services.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  the  coordination,  analysis, 
development  and  implementation  of  ministry  policy,  planning  and  legislation.  Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  for  employment  equity 
initiatives,  initiatives  that  enhance  the  provincial  educational  system,  and  joint  communications  projects  with  partner  groups.  This  sub-vote 
also  provides  grants  for  the  ministry's  share  of  the  operating  expenses  of  the  Council  of  Ministers  of  Education  (Canada)  and  the  Canadian 
Education  Association.  The  cost  of  information  systems  is  partially  recovered  from  other  ministries. 

(b)  Education  Programs  and  Evaluation 

This  sub-vote  provides  for:  the  development  of  the  provincial  school  curriculum;  evaluation  and  provision  of  textbooks  and  media 
materials  for  the  education  system;  and  support  for  projects  relating  to  computer  technology  acquisition  and  implementation  in  the  school 
•system.  The  sub-vote  also  provides  for:  the  assessment,  evaluation,  and  accountability  of  provincial  educational  programs;  development  and 
administration  of  the  provincial  examination  system  and  the  general  educational  development  program;  the  development  of  standards  related 
to  the  assessment,  examination  and  reporting  of  student  progress;  and  community  and  partner  relations.  Grants  and  contributions  are  provided 
for  education  development  and  implementation  activities  at  the  provincial,  district,  and  school  levels  including  the  educational  use  of 
information  technologies.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  grants  and  contributions  for  textbooks,  media  material,  course  materials,  and  provincial 
assessment  and  examination  activities.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  sale  of  supplementary  textbooks,  course  materials,  general  educational 
development  test  fees  and  other  miscellaneous  sources. 

(c)  Student  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for:  the  development,  implementation  and  evaluation  of  student  service  programs  including  special  education 
programs;  Kids  at  Risk  initiatives;  aboriginal  language  and  culture  initiatives;  governance  initiatives;  and  Pacific  Rim  initiatives.  Grants  and 
contributions  are  provided  to  support  aboriginal  language  and  culture  initiatives,  special  education  initiatives,  Kids  at  Risk  initiatives, 
governance  initiatives  and  the  Pacific  Rim  initiative.  Recoveries  are  received  from  students  and  teachers  participating  in  the  Pacific  Rim  project, 
the  Hong  Kong  selection  office  for  student  testing  fees,  federal  government  support  for  the  Federal  French  Program,  and  other  miscellaneous 
sources. 

(d)  Schools  Funding 

This  sub-vote  provides  for: 

(i)  Program  Management — management  of  the  provincial  funding  programs  for  the  provincial  education  system,  regional  correspon¬ 
dence  centres,  and  provincial  resource  programs.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  budgeting  and  accountability  initiatives  related  to 
public  school  finance  and  facilities;  and  information  services  which  include  student  and  teacher  data  collection  systems.  Grants  and 
contributions  are  provided  to  support  initiatives  related  to  public  school  finance; 

(ii)  Operating  Contributions,  Public  Schools — provincial  block  contributions  and  special  grants,  including  accreditation,  enrolment 
growth  during  the  school  year,  special  needs  integration,  Kids  at  Risk  initiatives,  public  school  finance  initiatives,  and  support  for 
collective  bargaining  in  the  public  school  system; 

(iii)  Debt  Service  Contributions,  Public  Schools — contributions  to  school  districts  for  the  payment  of  short  and  long  term  interest  costs 
and  sinking  fund  payment  charges  for  approved  capital  construction  projects,  bus  and  equipment  purchases,  and  interest  payments 
on  school  district  operating  borrowings; 

(iv)  Schools  Support  Contributions — contributions  for  the  operation  of  regional  correspondence  centres,  provincial  resource  programs, 
and  special  needs  equipment.  Grants  are  provided  forthe  Forgivable  Loan  Program  and  initiatives  that  enhance  student  performance; 

(v)  Operating  Contributions,  Independent  Schools — contributions  to  eligible  independent  schools  for  operating  expenditures  and 
contributions  to  support  special  education  programs  provided  by  eligible  independent  schools;  and 

(vi)  Skills  Initiatives — contributions  to  new  and  existing  education,  training  and  skills  development  initiatives  in  public  school  education. 

Statutory  Account 

Canadian  Official  Languages  Program 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 )).  These  funds 
are  contributed  by  the  federal  government  in  accordance  with  the  Canada-British  Columbia  Agreement  on  the  Official  Languages  in 
Education  to  support  the  maintenance  and  development  of  minority  language  in  education. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981, chap.  15,  sec.  1 4(1 )). 

Employment  and  Investment 

Vote  24 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Minister  of  Employment  and  Investment,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister,  the  minister  s 
staff  and  related  office  expenses. 
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Vote  25 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  executive  direction,  administrative  services  and  operating  programs  of  the  ministry,  including: 

(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for:  the  salary,  benefits  and  operating  costs  for  the  Deputy  Minister's  office  and  executive  direction  of  the  ministry; 
communications  and  public  affairs;  the  Agent  General  in  British  Columbia  House,  London  and  the  BC  Trade  Office  in  Ottawa;  Community 
Development  Unit;  finance,  personnel,  records  management,  information  systems  and  administrative  functions  for  the  ministry;  and  payment 
of  travel  expenses  outside  of  Canada,  including  prescribed  allowances  to  members  of  the  Executive  Council,  Parliamentary  Secretaries  and 
related  staff.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  coordination  of  the  ministry's  legislative  program  and  Cabinet  decision  documents.  Grants  and 
contributions  are  provided  for  initiatives  that  enhance  employment  and  investment  opportunities.  Recoveries  for  services  and  cost-shared 
programs  are  received  from  Crown  corporations,  other  ministries,  agencies  and  organizations. 

(b)  Economic  Policy 

This  sub-vote  provides  for:  the  strategic  policy  of  the  ministry,  including: 

(i)  Employment  and  Economic  Development  Policy — provides  for:  preparation  of  provincial  employment  and  economic  development 
policy  options;  development  of  strategic  economic  and  employment  development  strategies  and  plans;  co-administration  of  the 
Major  Project  Review  Process;  socio-economic  impact  analysis  and  provision  of  library  and  research  services;  ministry  policy 
coordination;  development  of  provincial  policy  options  regarding  telecommunications,  broadcasting,  cable  and  regulatory  issues. 
Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  to  organizations  to  support  special  projects  and  activities  which  complement  ministry 
programs. 

(ii)  Trade  and  Intergovernmental  Policy — provides  for:  advisory  and  support  services  related  to  trade  policy,  international  trade 
agreements,  trade  negotiations,  trade  disputes  and  related  issues;  analysis  of  international  economic  trends;  and  coordination  of 
economic  development  agreements,  intergovernmental  strategies,  and  related  economic  development  programs.  Also  provides 
funding  for  a  long  term  trade  development  initiative  with  the  Asia  Pacific  Foundation  and  for  contributions  to  individuals  and 
organizations,  including  participant  assistance  in  the  development  of  policy. 

(iii)  Transportation  Policy — provides  for  the  development  of  provincial  transportation  policy  and  coordination  of  transportation  planning 
activities,  as  well  as  contributions  to  various  transportation  associations  and  other  organizations  involved  in  transportation  issues. 

(c)  Industry  and  Investment 

This  sub-vote  provides  for:  developing,  delivering  and  evaluating  programs,  policies  and  services  which  promote  development  and 
expansion  of  emerging  industry  sectors;  maintaining  the  competitiveness  of  the  resource  sector  and  encouraging  value-added  activities; 
enhancing  the  availability  of  risk  capital;  identifying,  researching  and  marketing  business  opportunities;  financial  analysis  services  for  other 
divisions  in  the  ministry  and  otherwise  encouraging  business  development  in  the  province.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for:  the  undertaking  of 
intergovernmental  and  business/government  development  initiatives;  funding  of  long  term  trade  development  initiatives  including  the 
International  Financial  Centre  and  the  International  Maritime  Centre,  and  funding  of  economic  development  initiatives  such  as  the  Job 
Protection  Commission.  In  addition,  this  sub-vote  provides  for  administration  of  the  National  Resource  Community  Fund,  loans,  investments, 
and  loan  guarantees;  and  provides  grants  and  contributions  to  encourage  investment  and  industrial  development  in  the  province. 

(d)  British  Columbia  Investment  Office 

This  sub-vote  provides  for:  promotion  of  British  Columbia  as  an  investment  location,  and  financial  analysis  of,  and  facilitation  for,  key 
private  sector  projects  in  the  province.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  support  for  investors  seeking  to  identify  specific  investment  opportunities, 
to  understand  and  satisfy  regulatory  requirements,  and  to  realize  alliances  and  other  investment  objectives.  In  addition,  this  sub-vote  provides 
for  grants  and  contributions  to  encourage  investment  in  the  province  and  for  consultations  and  studies  related  to  problem  and  issue  resolution 
for  specific  advanceable  projects. 

(e)  Science  and  T echnolocy 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  program  management  and  the  transfer  of  funds  to  the  Science  and  Technology  Fund  Special  Account. 

(f)  Program  and  Capital  Development 

This  sub-vote  provides  for:  the  formulation  of  policy  and  program  proposals  to  facilitate  the  expansion  and  diversification  of  the  British 
Columbia  economy;  coordination  of  provincial  social  capital,  transportation  and  Crown  corporation  capital  expenditures  to  advance  the 
government's  job  creation  and  investment  priorities,  including,  in  conjunction  with  Treasury  Board  Staff,  the  preparation  of  a  provincial  social 
capital  budget  and  consolidated  capital  plans;  transfer  of  funds  to  the  Build  BC  Special  Account,  development,  evaluation,  and  implementation 
of  specific  program  and  project  initiatives,  with  other  ministries  and  Crown  corporations,  aimed  at  facilitating  economic,  regional  and  sector 
development.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  administration  and  management  of  the  federal/provincial/municipal  infrastructure  program,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Ministry  of  Municipal  Affairs. 

(g)  Crown  Corporations  Secretariat 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  analysis  and  advice  to  the  government  on  fiscal,  economic  and  other  policy  issues  related  to  Crown 
corporations,  and  on  strategic  and  business  plans  and  initiatives  of  Crown  corporations.  Costs  are  recovered  from  Crown  corporations. 

(h)  Reserves  for  Doubtful  Accounts  and  Concessionary  Loans 

This  sub-vote  provides  for:  reserves  for  doubtful  loans,  write-downs  of  investments,  and  the  interest  subsidy  expense  for  concessionary 
loans  made  under  the  Industrial  Development  Incentive  Act.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  reserves  for  potential  payments  pertaining  to  loan 
guarantees  made  under  ministry  programs  and  the  Financial  Administration  Act. 
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(i)  Contributions  to  the  British  Columbia  Ferry  Corporation 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  contributions  to  compensate  the  corporation  for  operating  losses  incurred  in  providing  ferry  services  in  British 
Columbia's  coastal  waters. 

(j)  Contributions  to  British  Columbia  Transit 
This  sub-vote  provides  for: 

(i)  Operating  Contributions — provides  for  contributions  towards  the  operating  costs  of  public  passenger  and  transportation  services  and 
transportation  services  for  the  disabled  in  various  communities  throughout  the  province;  and 

(ii)  Capital  Contributions — provides  for  contributions  towards  the  capital  costs  of  public  passenger  transportation  services  in  communities 
throughout  the  province,  including  debt  servicing  of  Sky  Train  capital  costs  directly  assumed  by  the  provincial  government.  Also  provides 
for  capital  contributions  towards  transportation  services  for  the  disabled  in  communities  throughout  the  province. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Forest  Renewal  BC 

This  account  was  established  under  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  provide  for  the  recovery 
of  costs  associated  with  administering  contracts  for  Forest  Renewal  BC. 

Job  Protection  Commission 

This  account  was  established  under  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981 ,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  to  provide  for  the  partial 
recovery  of  consulting  costs  by  the  Job  Protection  Commission  from  interested  parties. 

British  Columbia  Investment  Fund  Ltd. 

This  account  was  established  under  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  provide  for  the  recovery 
of  expenses  associated  with  the  creation  and  promotion  of  the  British  Columbia  Investment  Fund  Ltd. 

BC  Transportation  Financing  Authority 

This  account  was  established  under  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  provide  compensation  for 
services  provided  by  the  Financial  Evaluation  Branch  and  for  the  administrative  costs  paid  on  behalf  of  the  BC  Transportation  Financing 
Authority. 

BC  Trade  Development  Corporation 

This  account  was  established  under  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  for  the  costs  associated  with 
hosting  a  dinner  for  the  province  regarding  the  annual  Canada-Japan  business  conference. 

B.C.  Community  Financial  Services  Corporation 

This  account  was  established  under  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  for  the  initial  costs  of  a  service 
contract  to  implement  and  develop  the  Four  Corners  Community  Savings  Branch  of  the  BC  Financial  Services  Corporation. 

Financial  Management  Institute  Professional  Development  Conference 

This  account  was  established  under  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  provide  for  the  recovery 
of  costs  associated  with  attending  the  Financial  Management  Institute  Professional  Development  Conference  in  Ottawa. 

Globe  96  International  Trade  Fair 

This  account  was  established  under  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  raise  funding  from  Crown 
corporations  for  planning,  organizing  and  staging  the  Globe  96  International  Trade  Fair  in  Vancouver. 

Columbia  Power  Corporation 

This  account  was  established  under  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  provide  for  the  recovery 
of  staff,  travel  and  professional  services  contract  costs  paid  on  behalf  of  the  Columbia  Power  Corporation. 

Williston  Reservoir  Compensation 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  58(1))  for  the 
purpose  of  sharing  mitigation  costs  associated  with  deep  water  drawdowns  by  BC  FHydro  at  Williston  Reservoir. 

Special  Accounts 
Build  BC 

This  Special  Account  was  established  in  1 993  by  the  Build  BC  Act.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  provide  for  projects  and  initiatives 
to  facilitate  the  expansion  and  diversification  of  the  British  Columbia  economy  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the  Act. 

Revenue  is  received  through  a  transfer  from  voted  appropriations. 

Expenditures  are  to  develop  and  implement  Build  BC  projects  and  initiatives  and  for  the  administration  of  the  Special  Account. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 
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Industrial  Incentive  Fund 

This  account  was  established  in  1 985  by  the  Industrial  Development  Incentive  Act.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  provide  loans 
and  make  investments  to  assist  in  the  establishment  or  expansion  of  industry  and  the  introduction  of  new  technology  to  existing  industry, 
and  to  otherwise  encourage  regional  and  economic  development  in  the  province.  Loans  and  investments  may  also  be  provided  from  the 
account  to  support  economic  plans  of  the  Job  Protection  Commission. 

The  account  has  no  operating  revenues  or  expenditures  since  interest  and  other  amounts  received  relating  to  outstanding  loans  are 
credited  to  the  General  Fund,  and  all  administration  costs,  concessionary  expenditures  and  reserves  for  doubtful  accounts  are  funded 
through  voted  appropriations.  Receipts  represent  loan  repayments  which  are  credited  to  the  General  Fund,  and  do  not  increase  the  account 
balance.  Disbursements  represent  new  loans  and  investments.  In  fiscal  1 994/95  the  authorized  Industrial  Incentive  Fund  ceiling  increased 
by  $75,000,000. 

Science  and  Technology  Fund 

This  account  was  created  in  1 990  by  the  Science  and  Technology  Fund  Act.  The  purpose  of  this  account  is  to  support  activities  which 
promote  new  technologies  and  traditional  industries,  help  create  new  export  industries,  develop  new  technologies  and  promote 
technology  transfers.  Assistance  is  provided  through  support  of  research  and  development  projects,  including:  infrastructure  costs;  human 
resource  development  and  public  awareness  activities;  and  support  for  special  projects  of  a  strategic,  long  term  nature  including 
federal/provincial  initiatives. 

Revenue  represents  funds  transferred  from  voted  appropriations. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Special  Fund 

Natural  Resource  Community  Fund 

This  Special  Fund  was  created  in  1 992  by  the  Natural  Resource  Community  Fund  Act.  Administered  by  the  Ministry  of  Employment 
and  Investment,  the  purpose  of  the  fund  is  to  assist  single  resource  industry  communities  to  adjust  to  severe  economic  dislocations  arising 
from  industry  closures. 

Fund  revenue  represents  0.5  per  cent  of  annual  petroleum,  natural  gas,  mineral  and  forest  revenues,  and  interest  earned  on  fund 
investments. 

Expenditures  are  for  training  and  skill  development,  worker  relocation,  job  creation  and  maintenance,  local  government  operating 
costs  and  other  costs  which  may  be  deemed  necessary.  Administration  costs  are  funded  through  voted  appropriations. 

The  fund  balance  is  capped  at  $25  million,  and  surpluses  in  excess  of  $25  million  will  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund. 

Energy,  Mines  and  Petroleum  Resources 

Vote  26 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Minister  of  Energy,  Mines  and  Petroleum  Resources,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister,  the 
minister's  staff  and  related  office  expenses. 

Vote  27 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  ministry  programs  and  activities  including: 

(a)  Revenue  and  Management  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for:  assessment,  collection  and  audit  of  mineral,  petroleum  and  natural  gas  taxes  and  royalties  and  the  levy  under 
the  Natural  Cas  Price  Act;  the  deputy  minister's  office;  financial,  human  resources  and  administrative  services;  and  information  resources  and 
communication  services.  Provision  is  made  for  grants  and  contributions  for  minor  industry-related  initiatives  and  the  grant  component  of 
concessionary  loans. 

(b)  Energy  Resources 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  formulation  and  implementation  of  provincial  energy  policies  including  energy  efficiency,  the  energy 
project  assessments,  energy  forecasts,  strategic  energy  studies,  domestic  gas  and  electricity  policies,  and  the  regulation  of  gas  and  electricity 
exports.  This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  administration  and  disposition  of  petroleum,  natural  gas  and  geothermal  resource  rights.  This  sub-vote 
also  provides  for:  the  management  and  conservation  of  energy  resources;  the  regulation  of  petroleum  and  natural  gas  exploration  and 
production  operations  to  ensure  safe  operation  and  environmental  protection;  the  determination  of  oil  and  natural  gas  reserves  in  British 
Columbia;  the  management  of  oil  and  gas  lands  in  relation  to  other  land  uses  and  planning  processes,  the  maintenance  of  data  bases  on  the 
sedimentary  geology  of  British  Columbia,  including  storage  of  well  cores,  logs  and  records;  the  preparation  of  industry  reports;  the  provision 
of  information  and  support  services  to  the  industry;  and  the  administration  of  the  Vancouver  Island  Natural  Gas  Pipeline  project.  Provision  is 
made  for  grants  and  contributions  for  energy-related  studies  and  special  projects. 

(c)  Mineral  Resources 

This  sub-vote  provides  for:  formulation,  advancement  and  administration  of  policies  and  programs  for  the  discovery  and  orderly 
development  of  mineral  resources;  administration  and  enforcement  of  provincial  legislation  and  regulations  to  ensure  the  province's  mineral 
and  coal  resources  are  extracted  in  a  manner  consistent  with  worker  health  and  safety,  public  safety,  resource  conservation,  and  environmental 
sensitivity;  administration  of  title  to  the  mineral  and  coal  resources  of  the  province,  and  continued  development  of  efficient  and  effective 
records  systems;  projects,  programs  and  grants  to  facilitate  the  exploration  and  discovery  of  mineral  and  coal  resources  through  geological 
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mapping,  surveys,  prospecting,  information  services  and  analytical  laboratory  support;  maintenance  of  a  data  base  on  the  mineral  industry; 
development  and  implementation  of  appropriate  policies  for  the  mineral  sector;  assessment  and  management  of  mineral  lands  in  relation  to 
other  land  uses  and  planning  processes;  encouragement  of  research  and  technical  innovation  in  related  fields;  and  grants  and  contributions  for 
special  studies  and  projects. 

(d)  Mineral  Development  Agreement  and  Exploration  Incentives 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  provincial  portion  of  a  Canada/British  Columbia  program  to  encourage  mineral  development.  Provision  is 
made  for  Mineral  Development  Agreement  grants  and  contributions  for  minerals-related  studies  and  special  projects.  This  sub-vote  also 
provides  for  an  incentive  program  to  promote  prospecting  and  mineral  exploration.  The  program  includes  administration  of  prospector  training 
and  incentive  grants  to  prospectors  and  contributions  to  the  mining  industry  in  support  of  increased  mineral  exploration  activity. 

Vote  28 — British  Columbia  Utilities  Commission 

This  vote  provides  for: 

(a)  British  Columbia  Utilities  Commission 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  operation  of  the  commission,  as  authorized  under  the  Utilities  Commission  Act.  The  commission  is 
responsible  for  the  regulation  of  all  utilities  in  the  province  including  conducting  public  hearings  into  major  energy  projects  and  energy  use 
proposals.  Provision  is  made  for  contributions  to  reimburse  participants  for  costs  related  to  public  hearings. 

(b)  Recoveries 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  recovery  of  costs  from  hearing  and  project  proponents,  regulated  utilities  and  others. 

Vote  29 — Resource  Revenue  Sharing  Agreements 

This  vote  provides  for  agreements  reached  with  First  Nations  to  share  revenue  received  from  the  petroleum,  natural  gas  and  minerals 
extraction.  Provision  is  made  for  payments  made  in  accordance  with  the  federal/provincial  agreement,  as  specified  under  the  Fort  Nelson 
Indian  Reserve  Minerals  Revenue  Sharing  Act,  and  agreements  to  be  negotiated  with  other  First  Nations. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Interest  on  Revenue  Refunds 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  24(1 )). 

Vancouver  Island  Natural  Gas  Pipeline  Rate  Stabilization  Facility 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Vancouver  Island  Natural  Gas  Pipeline  Act,  sec.  5. 

Mines  Act 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Mines  Act  (S.B.C.  1980,  chap.  28,  sec.  17(2)). 

Special  Account 

Vancouver  Island  Natural  Gas  Pipeline  Assistance 

This  account  was  created  by  authority  of  the  Vancouver  Island  Natural  Gas  Pipeline  Act.  Of  the  original  $80,000,000  authorized  for 
this  account,  $25,000,000  was  disbursed  as  loans  in  1 990/91  and  1 991/92  for  capital  construction  of  the  pipeline  to  Vancouver  Island. 
No  loan  repayments  are  expected  in  1 995/96.  The  balance  of  the  account  is  for  the  provision  of  financial  assistance  for  the  conversion  of 
oil,  propane  and  other  fuel  fired  appliances  to  the  use  of  natural  gas. 

Expenditures  consist  of  grants  to  persons  and  businesses  which  have  applied  and  qualified  for  financial  assistance.  No  interest  or  other 
revenue  is  credited  to  the  account. 

Administration  costs  are  funded  through  voted  appropriations. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  1 4(1 )). 

Environment,  Lands  and  Parks 

Vote  30 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Minister  of  Environment,  Lands  and  Parks,  and  Minister  Responsible  for  Multiculturalism  and 
Human  Rights  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister,  the  minister's  staff  and  related  office  expenses. 

Vote  31 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  the  ministry's  resource  planning,  environmental,  conservation  and  recreational  programs,  including  support  tor 
sustainable  land  use  planning  and  cooperative  relationships  with  First  Nations.  This  vote  also  provides  for  management,  finance  and 
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administration  services  and  for  the  province's  multicultural  and  immigration  programs  and  operation  of  the  British  Columbia  Council  of  Human 
Rights.  Functions  related  to  these  programs  and  initiatives  include: 

(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  executive  direction,  communications,  personnel,  finance,  systems,  vehicles  and  accommodation.  Grants  and 
contributions  are  provided  for  activities  concerned  with  use,  protection  and  management  of  the  environment,  Crown  land,  provincial  parks 
and  ecological  reserves. 

(b)  Policy,  Planning  and  Legislation 

This  sub-vote  provides  for:  coordination  for  development  of  corporate  policy,  legislation  and  reporting;  ministry  strategic  planning; 
addressing  intergovernmental  and  aboriginal  issues;  provincial  environmental  review  processes;  administering  the  delivery  of  environmental 
enforcement  and  emergencies  programs;  and  economic  analysis  and  program  evaluation.  Contributions  are  provided  to  aboriginal 
organizations  for  program  related  work. 

(c)  B.C.  Environment 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  fisheries,  wildlife  and  habitat  protection  programs.  These  programs  support  management,  protection,  and 
enhancement  of  fauna  resources  and  habitat,  protection  of  biodiversity,  and  securement  of  key  wildlife  habitat  through  administration  of  the 
Fisheries  Act  (Canada),  Wildlife  Act,  Migratory  Birds  Convention  Act,  Firearms  Act,  Wild  Animal  and  Plant  Protection  Act  (Canada)  and  Came 
Export  Act  (Canada),  and  integrated  management  of  water,  soils  and  natural  ecosystems.  Contributions  are  provided  to  organizations  concerned 
with  the  protection,  management,  and  use  offish  and  wildlife  resources  and  habitat.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  Environment  Regional 
Operations  including  administration  and  delivery  of  programs  in  regional,  sub-regional  and  district  offices  throughout  the  province. 
Contributions  are  provided  to  organizations  concerned  with  protection,  management  and  use  of  the  environment,  and  to  local  governments 
to  share  costs  of  aquatic  weed  control.  Funds  expended  on  some  programs  and  publications  are  partly  or  wholly  recovered  from  other 
governments,  other  provincial  ministries,  the  Sustainable  Environment  Fund  special  account,  the  British  Columbia  Hydro  and  Power  Authority 
and  other  Crown  corporations,  the  Skagit  Environmental  Endowment  Commission,  local  government,  and  other  organizations  and  individuals. 

(d)  Lands  and  Water  Management 

This  sub-vote  provides  for:  managing  Crown  land  through  administration  of  the  Land  Act,  Land  Titles  Act,  Land  Survey  Act,  and  Land 
Surveyors  Act ;  appraisal,  acquisition,  exchange  and  valuation  services;  provincial  cadastral  survey  and  maintaining  the  Crown  land  registry; 
support  to  treaty  and  pre-treaty  negotiations  with  First  Nations;  managing  land-related  information,  including  the  Terrain  Resources 
Information  Management  Program,  and  distribution  of  map  and  air  photos;  managing,  allocation  and  tenuring  of  Crown  land,  administering 
free  Crown  grants  and  marketing  or  reserving  Crown  land  for  specific  purposes.  Recoveries  are  received  through  mapping  contracts  with,  and 
map,  air  photo  and  digital  information  sales  to,  foreign  governments,  the  federal  and  local  governments,  other  ministries  and  the  private  sector. 
This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  management  of  water,  including  the  occurrence  of  surface  and  groundwater  resources,  allocation  of  surface 
water,  regulation  of  privately  owned  water  utilities,  river  flow  forecasting  and  floodplain  mapping  through  administration  of  the  Water  Act, 
Water  Utility  Act,  Dyke  Maintenance  Act,  and  Drainage,  Ditch  and  Dyke  Act.  In  addition,  the  ministry  has  approval  responsibilities  under  the 
Utilities  Commission  Act,  Land  Title  Act,  Condominium  Act  regulations  and  Municipal  Act.  Water  related  recoveries  are  received  from  the 
federal  government  and  Crown  corporations,  B.C.  Hydro  and  Power  Authority,  other  ministries,  organizations  and  individuals. 

(e)  B.C.  Parks 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  management,  operation  and  development  of  the  provincial  park  and  ecological  reserve  systems  and 
coordination  of  outdoor  recreation  opportunities  including  the  Canadian  and  Provincial  Heritage  Rivers  Program  through  administration  of  the 
Park  Act,  Ecological  Reserve  Act,  Park  Regional  Act  and  Commercial  River  Rafting  Safety  Act.  Contributions  are  provided  to  non-profit 
organizations  for  outdoor  recreation,  education  and  safety  programs.  Funds  generated  from  parks  producing  net  revenue  are  used  to  partially 
fund  the  operating  costs  of  other  parks.  Funds  expended  on  some  programs  are  partly  or  wholly  recovered  from  the  British  Columbia  Hydro 
and  Power  Authority,  the  Skagit  Environmental  Endowment  Commission,  other  ministries,  organizations  and  individuals. 

(f)  Environmental  Protection  and  Renewal 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  transfers  of  funds  to  the  Sustainable  Environment  Fund  special  account  for  pollution  prevention  and  waste 
minimization. 

(g)  Multiculturalism  and  Immigration 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  development  and  delivery  of  policy  and  programs  with  respect  to  multiculturalism  and  immigration.  Grants 
and  contributions  are  provided  for  the  delivery  of  programs  including  a  settlement  grants  program,  programs  to  assist  and  coordinate 
multicultural  initiatives  in  the  community,  and  initiatives  to  attract  and  secure  business  immigrant  investment.  Some  immigrant  investor 
program  costs  are  partially  recovered  through  user  fees. 

(h)  British  Columbia  Council  of  Human  Rights 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  operation  of  the  British  Columbia  Council  of  Human  Rights,  a  quasi-judicial  tribunal  established  to  enforce 
the  Fluman  Rights  Act.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  promotion  of  public  awareness  of  human  rights  issues.  Contributions  are  provided  for 
legal  representation  for  human  rights  proceedings  under  the  Fluman  Rights  Act. 
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Statutory  Accounts 

Forest  Renewal  British  Columbia 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  allow  funds 
to  be  expended  and  received  from  Forest  Renewal  British  Columbia. 

Site  Historical  Data  Information  System 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
funds  from  Environment  Canada  for  its  share  of  costs  associated  with  the  upload  of  data  into  the  Site  Information  System. 

Coquitlam  Flood  Protection  Dyke 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
from  Environment  Canada  costs  associated  with  the  completion  of  the  Flood  Protection  Dyke  for  the  Coquitlam  River. 

Fintry  Land  Acquisition 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
the  Central  Okanagan  District's  contribution  towards  the  Fintry  Estate  purchase. 

Waste  DiscFiarge  Permit  System  Evaluation 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
from  Environment  Canada  contributions  towards  the  cost  of  evaluating  the  Waste  Discharge  Permit  System. 

IntercFiange  Canada  Agreement 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
salary  and  benefits  costs  for  an  employee  while  attending  the  Interchange  Canada  Program. 

Clean  VeFiicles  and  Fuels  Program 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
the  Greater  Vancouver  Regional  District's  contribution  towards  the  cost  of  the  Clean  Vehicles  and  Fuels  Program. 

Pacific  Marine  Heritage  Legacy 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
federal  contributions  for  the  Pacific  Marine  Heritage  Legacy  land  purchased  through  the  province. 

British)  Columbia  Land  and  Resource  Planning  Process 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
from  Environment  Canada  contributions  towards  the  cost  of  preparing  a  document  that  summarizes  key  points  and  practical  guidelines 
for  good  practices  in  specific  areas  of  land  use  planning  processes. 

Alternative  Funding  Strategies  Creston  Valley  Wildlife  Management  Area 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
from  Environment  Canada  contributions  towards  the  cost  of  the  development  of  an  alternative  funding  strategy  for  the  Creston  Valley 
Wildlife  Management  Area. 

Fish  Information  Summary  System  and  Terrain  Resource  Information  Mapping  Project  Completion 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
funds  for  the  Fish  Information  Summary  System  and  Terrain  Resource  Information  Mapping  Project  completion. 

Britannia  Mine  Orphan  Site  Agreement 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
funds  for  the  Britannia  Mine  Orphan  Site  Agreement. 

Yellowstone  Wolf  Project 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  receive 
funds  from  the  United  States  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  for  the  transfer  of  wolves  from  Northern  British  Columbia  to  the  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  Wyoming,  United  States. 

Parkdale  Creek 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Environment  Management  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  14,  sec  5(1))  for  the 
purpose  of  clean-up  of  oil  and  contamination  which  occurred  in  Parkdale  Creek. 

Forest  Grove  Service  Station 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Environment  Management  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  14,  sec  5(1))  for  the 
purpose  of  controlling  the  hazard  created  by  gasoline  contamination  at  the  Forest  Grove  Service  Station  site  in  Enderby. 
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Rainy  Hollow 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Environment  Management  Act  (S.B.C.  1981 ,  chap.  14,  sec  5(1))  for  the 
purpose  of  clean-up  of  abandoned  pesticides  at  Rainy  Hollow. 

Elk  River  Clean-up  (Kootenay) 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Environment  Management  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  14,  sec.  5(1))  for  the  cost 
of  remediation  work  following  the  environmental  damage  of  the  Elk  River. 

Happy  Valley  Mobile  Home  Park  Ltd 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Environment  Management  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  14,  sec.  5(1))  for  the 
environmental  emergency  costs  associated  with  the  Happy  Valley  Mobile  Home  Park  Ltd. 

Special  Accounts 
Crown  Land 

This  account  was  originally  created  as  a  fund  by  authority  of  section  7  of  the  Department  of  Housing  Act,  1 973,  was  replaced  by  the 
Crown  Land  Fund  effective  July  31 ,  1 979  pursuant  to  the  Ministry  of  Lands,  Parks  and  Housing  Act,  and  was  changed  to  a  Special  Account 
under  the  Special  Appropriations  Act,  1 982. 

Revenue  sources  (net  of  direct  costs)  include  land  sales,  land  tenures,  interest  income,  and  fees.  Expenditures  include  non-recover- 
able  disbursements  associated  with  the  acquisition,  servicing,  development  and  disposition  of  Crown  land;  the  sale  or  disposal  of  assets 
on  Crown  land;  acquisitions  for  parkland,  ecological  reserves  and  critical  fish  and  wildlife  conservation  projects;  the  write-down  of 
uncollectible  loans;  and  the  write-down  of  land  inventory  values  to  the  lower  of  cost  or  net  realizable  value. 

Receipts  represent  repayment  of  outstanding  loans  and  deposits  made  on  pending  sales.  Disbursements  reflect  recoverable 
disbursements  associated  with  the  acquisition,  servicing,  development  and  disposition  of  Crown  land. 

Habitat  Conservation  Lund 

This  account  was  originally  created  by  the  Miscellaneous  Statutes  Amendment  Act  (No.  2),  1981  which  amended  the  Wildlife  Actto 
establish  a  fund  for  the  enhancement  of  fish  and  wildlife  and  their  habitat.  The  fund  was  changed  to  a  Special  Account  by  the  Special 
Accounts  Appropriation  and  Control  Act,  1 988. 

Revenue  credited  to  the  account  includes  surcharges  on  angling,  hunting,  guiding  and  trapping  licences,  revenues  derived  from  lands 
administered  by  the  Minister  of  Environment,  Lands  and  Parks  for  the  benefit  of  fish  and  wildlife,  interest,  bequests,  donations,  court  forced 
payments  and  fund  raising  projects  undertaken  on  behalf  of  the  account.  Expenditures  are  made  on  projects  to  enhance  fish  and  wildlife 
populations,  habitat  acquisitions,  promotional  and  educational  projects  and  expenses  incurred  by  individuals  advising  the  minister  with 
respect  to  the  account.  Contributions  are  provided  to  organizations  concerned  with  protection,  management  and  use  of  the  environment. 
Funds  expended  on  habitat  protection  projects  under  the  Forest  Resources  Development  Agreement  and  agreements  with  the  Ministry  of 
Forests  are  recoverable,  as  are  costs  incurred  under  agreements  with  the  British  Columbia  Hydro  and  Power  Authority.  Recoveries  are  also 
received  from  the  federal  government  and  other  organizations  for  conservation  projects. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Sustainable  Environment  Lund 

This  account  was  created  by  the  Sustainable  Environment  Fund  Act,  1 990,  and  subsequent  amendments.  It  provides  for  the  protection 
of  the  air,  land  and  water  and  for  environmental  renewal  by  preventing  pollution,  controlling  pollutants  and  undertaking  remediation 
activities  through  administration  of  the  Waste  Management  Act,  the  Litter  Act,  Pesticide  Control  Act,  the  Environment  Management  Act, 
and  related  regulations. 

Revenue  is  derived  from  environmental  levies,  fees,  licenses,  transfers  from  Ministry  Operations  (Vote  31 ),  and  contributions  from  the 
federal  government  and  other  organizations  and  individuals. 

Expenditures  provide  for  the  development  of  policies,  legislation  and  regulations,  and  standards  and  criteria  for  discharges  and 
emissions.  Expenditures  also  provide  for  monitoring  and  understanding  the  receiving  environment,  education,  and  encouragement  of 
activities  to  prevent  pollution.  Funds  are  provided  for  waste  reduction,  air  and  water  quality,  the  clean-up  of  contaminated  sites,  special 
waste  management,  and  soil  and  water  remediation  projects.  Contributions  are  provided  to  local  governments  and  other  organizations  to 
assist  in  waste  management,  clean-up  of  contaminated  sites  and  to  support  various  environmental  protection  initiatives. 

Recoveries  are  received  for  environmental  monitoring,  laboratory  services,  sale  of  documents,  publications  and  forms,  and 
environmental  emergency  responses.  Funds  expended  on  some  programs  are  partly  or  wholly  recovered  from  the  federal  government  and 
other  organizations. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  1 4(1 )). 
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Finance  and  Corporate  Relations 

Vote  32 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  Corporate  Relations,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister,  the  minister's 
staff  and  related  office  expenses. 

Vote  33 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  operations  and  programs  of  the  ministry,  including: 

(a)  Registries  and  Ministry  Support  Services 
This  sub-vote  provides  for: 

(i)  the  creation  and  registration  of  all  business  entities,  non-profits  and  cooperatives  operating  in  British  Columbia;  registration  of 
security  interests  in  personal  property  in  British  Columbia;  registration  of  ownership  and  location  of  manufactured  homes  in  British 
Columbia;  and  the  operation  of  the  Auditor  Certification  Board  under  the  Company  Act.  Information  and  search  services  are  provided 
to  the  public  on  all  registered  documents; 

(ii)  policy,  research,  analysis  and  advice  on  intergovernmental  fiscal  relations,  financial  sector  issues,  corporate  sector  issues,  and 
legislation;  and 

(iii)  executive,  financial,  administrative,  personnel,  information  systems,  and  communications  support  to  ministry  operations  and 
programs,  and  to  the  Public  Sector  Employers'  Council  and  the  Public  Service  Employee  Relations  Commission,  the  Corporate 
Accounting  System  and  the  Insurance  and  Risk  Management  Special  Account.  The  cost  of  information  systems  and  personnel  services 
is  partially  recovered  from  other  divisions  of  the  ministry,  other  ministries,  organizations  and  agencies. 

(b)  Treasury  Board  Staff 
This  sub-vote  provides  for: 

(i)  analysis  and  advice  on  fiscal,  budgetary,  administrative,  economic  and  taxation  policy  issues; 

(ii)  monitoring,  analyzing  and  forecasting  of  economic  activity  and  the  government's  fiscal  position; 

(iii)  production  of  various  financial  and  economic  documents,  including  the  Estimates  and  Budget ; 

(iv)  program  reviews  of  specific  programs,  to  assess  effectiveness,  efficiency  and  relevance; 

(v)  analysis  and  advice  on  improving  government  performance  and  accountability;  and 

(vi)  operation  and  maintenance  of  financial  and  economic  models  to  support  decision-making  within  government. 

(c)  Office  of  the  Comptroller  General 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  payment,  recording,  reporting  and  auditing  of  government  accounts  and  trust  funds;  development  and  implementation 
of  financial  administration  policies  and  procedures;  and  evaluation  of  accounting  and  financial  management  systems  throughout  government. 
Recoveries  are  received  from  ministries  and  Crown  corporations  for  internal  audit  services. 

(d)  Revenue  Operations 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  administration  of: 

(i)  taxation  statutes  which  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Ministry  of  Finance  and  Corporate  Relations; 

(ii)  ministry  responsibilities  under  the  School  Act  regarding  residential  and  non-residential  school  property  taxes  collected  by 
municipalities  on  behalf  of  the  province; 

(iii)  advances  to  local  governments  in  respect  of  property  taxes  collected  on  their  behalf; 

(iv)  the  Land  Tax  Deferment  Act  and  related  costs;  and 

(v)  the  Home  Owner  Grant  Act  as  it  relates  to  the  non-municipal  areas  of  the  province. 

(e)  Financial  Institutions  Commission 
This  sub-vote  provides  for: 

(i)  operation  of  the  Financial  Institutions  Commission  and  the  Credit  Union  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation  under  the  Financial 
Institutions  Act ; 

(ii)  administrative  costs  of  regulating  credit  unions,  trust  companies,  and  insurance  companies; 

(iii)  administration  of  international  financial  business  legislation,  captive  insurance  legislation,  the  Real  Estate  Act,  the  Mortgage  Brokers 
Act  and  the  Condominium  Act ;  and 

(iv)  administrative  costs  of  credit  union  stabilization,  the  Credit  Union  Deposit  Insurance  Fund,  and  related  activities.  These  costs  are 
fully  recovered  from  the  Credit  Union  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation. 

Recoveries  are  also  received  from  self-regulatory  organizations  for  electronic  information  services. 

(f)  Public  Service  Appeal  Board 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  fees  and  salaries  of  the  board  members  and  staff,  and  expenses  of  the  board  in  the  processing  and  hearing  of 
appeals  under  the  Public  Service  Act. 

Vote  34 — Pensions  Administration 

This  vote  provides  for  administrative  costs  incurred  by  the  Superannuation  Commission  in  the  administration  of  nine  pension  plans,  as 
authorized  by  the  following  authorities: 

Pension  (Public  Service)  Act; 

Pension  (Municipal)  Act; 
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Pension  (Teachers)  Act; 

Pension  (College)  Act; 

Legislative  Assembly  Allowances  and  Pension  Act; 

BC  Rail  Ltd  Pension  Plan  rules; 

British  Columbia  Hydro  and  Power  Authority  Pension  Plan  regulations; 

Westel  Communications  Ltd.  Pension  Plan  rules;  and 
Workers'  Compensation  Board  Superannuation  Plan  regulations. 

Costs  are  fully  recovered  from  the  pension  funds. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Unclaimed  Money  Act 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Unclaimed  Money  Acf(R.S.B.C.  1979,  chap.  418,  sec.  4). 

Interest  on  Revenue  Refunds 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act,  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  24(1  )(c)). 

Financial  Administration  Act  Sec.  58  Indemnities 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  58(1 )). 

Student  Loans 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act,  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  1 1  (2))  for  the 
purpose  of  covering  costs  associated  with  collecting  out-of-province  student  loans. 

Special  Accounts 

Provincial  Home  Acquisition 

This  account  was  created  as  a  fund  by  the  Provincial  Home  Acquisition  Act,  1 967,  and  was  changed  to  a  Special  Account  under  the 
Special  Appropriations  Act,  1 982.  The  purpose  of  the  account  was  to  pay  grants  to  qualified  British  Columbia  residents  constructing  or 
purchasing  a  home,  and  to  make  loans  secured  by  second  mortgages.  Currently,  mortgage  financing  is  provided  from  this  account  to 
qualified  British  Columbia  residents  for  the  conversion  of  existing  housing  into  rental  suites  under  the  Home  Conversion  and  Leasehold 
Loan  Act,  1979. 

Most  of  the  B.C.  Second  Mortgage  program  portfolio  has  been  sold  to  private  sector  lenders.  The  province  re-purchases  mortgage 
accounts  which  become  more  than  90  days  in  arrears. 

Revenue  consists  of  interest  on  outstanding  mortgage  principal.  Expenditure  includes  statutory  rebates  and  other  miscellaneous 
program  costs. 

Receipts  represent  repayment  of  outstanding  mortgage  loan  principal.  Disbursements  represent  new  conversion  mortgages, 
repurchased  mortgage  accounts  and  guarantee  claims  paid  under  the  mortgage  assistance  program. 

Provincial  Treasury  Operations 

This  account  was  established  in  1 990  by  amendments  to  the  Financial  Administration  Act,  and  provides  for  the  operations  of  the 
Provincial  Treasury.  Provincial  Treasury  provides  investment,  debt  management,  banking  and  cash  management,  and  loan  administration 
services  on  a  cost  recovery  basis  to  its  clients,  including  Crown  corporations  and  the  government. 

Revenue  is  derived  from  the  fees  charged  by  the  Provincial  Treasury  for  its  services  provided  to  government  entities  not  included  in 
the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund.  Expenditure  represents  the  cost  of  operating  the  Provincial  Treasury.  Recoveries  are  received  for  the  cost 
of  services  provided  to  ministries  and  are  netted  against  expenditures. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

British  Columbia  Securities  Commission 

This  account  was  established  in  1 990  by  an  amendment  to  the  Securities  Act  and  provided  for  the  operation  of  the  British  Columbia 
Securities  Commission  and  the  costs  of  administering  the  Securities  Act  and  the  Commodity  Control  Act.  Revenue  represents  fees,  licenses 
and  other  revenue  collected  by  the  Commission  from  participants  in  the  securities  markets.  Expenditures  represent  costs  directly  related 
to  the  regulation  of  trading  in  securities  and  for  administration.  In  1 995/96  the  Securities  Commission  will  become  a  Crown  agency  under 
the  Securities  Amendment  Act  (No.  1),  1995.  The  Securities  Amendment  Act  (1995)  eliminates  the  account  and  continues  the  British 
Columbia  Securities  Commission  as  an  independent  Crown  agency  outside  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund. 

Special  Fund 

British  Columbia  Endowment  Fund 

This  fund  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act,  to  hold  the  assets  of  the  Special  Fund  in  perpetuity, 
and  keep  them  invested  to  produce  revenue  and  economic  benefit  for  British  Columbia. 

On  June  30,  1 995,  the  remaining  assets  of  the  Fund,  along  with  related  commitments,  were  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the 
Consolidated  Revenue  Fund. 
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Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  14(1 )). 

Forests 

Vote  35 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Minister  of  Forests,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister,  the  minister's  staff  and  related  office 
expenses. 

Vote  36 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  forest  and  range  management  programs  of  the  ministry  and  for  management,  finance  and  administration  services. 
Functions  related  to  these  programs  and  services  are  performed  at  provincial,  regional  and  district  levels  and  include: 

(a)  Corporate  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  senior  executive  direction  and  coordination  of  central  ministry  services  including  personnel,  finance,  audit, 
systems,  accommodation,  communications,  technical  services  and  public  information  for  all  other  ministry  initiatives.  Grants  are  provided  for 
activities  which  promote  prudent  forest  management.  Costs  related  to  the  provision  of  certain  services  are  recovered  from  other  ministries. 

(b)  Forest  Resources  Management 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  management  of  the  provincial  forest  and  range  land  base  at  provincial,  regional  and  district  levels.  Grants 
and  contributions  are  provided  for  the  promotion  of  integrated  management  of  the  forest  and  range  land  base.  Costs  related  to  the  Small 
Business  Forest  Enterprise  Program  are  recovered  from  the  Small  Business  Forest  Enterprise  Special  Account.  Costs  related  to  the  provision  of 
supplies  and  services  are  recovered  from  other  ministries,  agencies  and  levels  of  government.  This  sub-vote  is  comprised  of  the  following 
activities: 

(i)  Resource  Planning  and  Allocation — provides  for  land  use  planning;  compiling  and  maintaining  information  about  forest  and  range 
lands;  compiling  and  maintaining  information  about  aboriginal  rights  over  forest  and  range  lands,  and  research  and  development 
associated  with  resource  utilization; 

(ii)  Resource  Use — provides  for  forest  tenure  administration  and  other  ongoing  forest  land  administrative  activities;  operations 
administrative  support;  the  development,  maintenance,  deactivation  and  rehabilitation  of  roads,  trails  and  bridges;  the  activities 
associated  with  reforesting  lands  destroyed  by  fire,  insects  or  disease  since  1987;  and  the  operation  of  tree  nurseries  and  the  seed 
centre;  and 

(iii)  Monitoring ,  Enforcement  and  Audit — provides  for  the  monitoring,  enforcement  and  audit  of  forest  practices  and  revenue 
administration  and  the  audit  of  industry  performance. 

(c)  Forest  Investment 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  activities  which  enhance  forest  resources  to  increase  and  improve  wood  supply,  range  lands,  recreation 
opportunity  and  habitat.  These  activities  include  stand  tending,  silviculture  activities  and  reforestation  of  lands  denuded  by  pests  and  fire  prior 
to  1987;  range  and  recreation  land  enhancement;  research  and  development  associated  with  forest  enhancement;  land  information;  seed 
orchards  and  forest  health  activity.  The  Forest  Resource  Development  Agreement  (FRDA)  includes  all  activities  that  qualify  for  cost  sharing 
under  the  FRDA  II  agreement.  FRDA  II  is  a  five  year  agreement  (1 991  to  1 996)  to  share  costs  associated  with  increasing  the  value  and  volume 
of  the  forest  resource. 

(d)  Provincial  Capital  Commission 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  contributions  to  the  Provincial  Capital  Commission  to  protect  and  enhance  the  amenities  of  the  Greater  Victoria 
area  and  its  approaches. 

Vote  37 — Fire  Suppression 

This  vote  provides  for  the  direct  fire  fighting  and  fire  preparedness  programs  of  the  ministry.  Functions  related  to  these  programs  and 
services  are  performed  at  provincial,  regional  and  district  levels,  and  include: 

(a)  Direct  Fire  Fighting 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  fighting  and  extinguishing  forest  and  range  fires  as  required  by  the  Forest  Act,  including  ex  gratia  payments 
related  to  this  program's  activities.  Recoveries  are  received  for  the  provision  of  these  services  to  other  agencies,  provinces  and  countries. 

(b)  Fire  Preparedness 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  administration,  policies,  procedures  and  research  pertaining  to  fire  management  and  provides  for  maintaining 
the  ministry's  firefighting  resources  in  a  state  of  readiness.  Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  to  promote  fire  safety  and  awareness.  Costs 
related  to  the  Small  Business  Forest  Enterprise  Program  are  recovered  from  the  Small  Business  Forest  Enterprise  Special  Account.  Recoveries 
are  also  received  for  the  provision  of  services  to  other  agencies,  provinces  and  countries. 

Statutory  Accounts 
Forest  Renewal  Plan 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(D). 
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Powell  Forest  Canoe  Route 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  to  pay  and 
recover  MacMillan  Bloedel  Limited's  contribution  to  the  maintenance  contract  for  the  Powell  Forest  Canoe  Route  within  Tree  Farm 
Licence  39. 

Interest  on  Revenue  Refunds 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981 ,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1)). 

Special  Accounts 

Forest  Stand  Management  Fund 

This  account  was  originally  established  as  a  fund  by  the  Forest  Stand  Management  Fund  Act,  1986,  and  was  changed  to  a  Special 
Account  under  the  Special  Accounts  Appropriation  and  Control  Act,  1 988.  Revenue  is  provided  by  contributions  from  municipalities,  the 
forest  industry,  forest  sector  unions  and  others.  Expenditures  provide  for  enhanced  management  of  British  Columbia's  forest  and  range 
lands  and  for  related  projects. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Small  Business  Forest  Enterprise 

This  account  was  established  in  1 988  through  an  amendment  to  section  87.1  of  the  Forest  Act.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  identify 
all  revenues  incidental  to  the  operation  of  the  Small  Business  Forest  Enterprise  program  and  to  provide  an  ongoing  source  of  funds  to  defray 
the  costs  of  the  program. 

Revenue  is  collected  from  the  following  sources:  upset  stumpage;  bonus  stumpage;  annual  fees  and  billings  (annual  rent,  trespass 
charges,  scaling  fees,  and  registration  fees)  incidental  to  the  operation  of  the  program;  and  sales  of  logs. 

Expenditure  is  for  program  administration,  construction  and  maintenance  of  logging  roads  and  bridges,  costs  of  selling  timber  and 
logs,  basic  silviculture  to  restock  logged  lands,  and  other  activities  incidental  to  the  operation  of  the  program. 

Revenue  in  excess  of  current  expenditures  and  future  basic  silviculture  requirements  is  transferred  to  the  General  Fund. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

South  Moresby  Implementation — Forest  Replacement 

This  account  was  established  by  the  South:  Moresby  Implementation  Account  Act  in  1988.  The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  offset  the 
decrease  in  forest  land  available  for  harvest  due  to  the  creation  of  South  Moresby  National  Park  by  funding  incremental  silviculture 
activities  on  coastal  forest  lands. 

The  account  can  be  credited  with  contributions  from  the  General  Fund,  the  federal  government  and  accrued  interest. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  1 4(1 )). 

Government  Services  and  Ministry  Responsible  for  Sports 

Vote  38 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Minister  of  Government  Services  and  Minister  Responsible  for  Sports,  and  includes  the  salaries  of 
the  minister,  the  minister's  staff  and  related  office  expenses. 

Vote  39 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  central  services  to  the  Legislature,  the  Executive  Council,  special  offices,  ministries  and  participating  public  bodies 
and  for  administration  of  the  Purchasing  Commission  Act,  the  Document  Disposal  Act,  the  Statistics  Act,  and  the  Freedom  of  Information  and 
Protection  of  Privacy  Act.  Major  activities  include: 

(a)  Corporate  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  support  services  to  the  ministry  including  executive  direction,  policy,  planning,  program  evaluation,  financial, 
administrative,  human  resources,  and  information  systems.  Provision  is  made  for:  some  expenses  incurred  by  the  Legislature  and  the  Office  of 
the  Premier;  operation  and  maintenance  costs  of  the  Legislative  Buildings;  occupancy  and  related  costs  in  Vancouver  for  the  Executive  Council; 
occupancy  and  maintenance  costs  of  British  Columbia  House,  Ottawa;  reimbursement  of  certain  expenses  to  members  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  under  section  6  of  the  Legislative  Allowances  and  Pensions  Act;  a  grant  to  the  Intergovernmental  Conference  Secretariat;  and  Cabinet 
committee  expenses  and  travel  expenses  within  Canada  for  members  of  the  Executive  Council,  Parliamentary  Secretaries,  and  related  staff.  This 
sub-vote  also  provides  for  services  to  other  ministries  through  the  Information  and  Privacy  Branch,  including  development  of  policies  and 
procedures  and  the  implementation  of  improved  public  access  to  government  information,  and  the  protection  of  personal  information  held  by 
government.  Recoveries  are  received  from  special  offices  and  ministries  for  some  support  services. 

(b)  Community  Programs  and  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  executive  direction,  communications,  specialized  and  statutory  services  provided  to  government,  and  grants 
and  services  in  support  of  community  initiatives  including: 
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(i)  Archives  and  Records  Services — provides  for  acquisition  and  preservation  of  historical  government  and  private  documents,  printed 
materials  and  other  records  such  as  photographs,  paintings,  prints  and  audio-visual  recordings  considered  to  be  of  permanent 
historical  significance  to  the  province.  This  program  also  provides  for  centralized  performance  of  duties  prescribed  under  the 
Document  Disposal  Act.  Some  costs  are  recovered  for  the  storage,  retrieval  and  disposal  of  records  on  behalf  of  Crown  agencies,  and 
for  the  photocopying  of  records  and  miscellaneous  sales.  Recoveries  are  received  from  external  organizations  for  costs  associated 
with  conservation  programs  and  the  storage  of  records; 

(ii)  BC Slats — provides  for  the  production  of  statistical  information,  data  dissemination,  and  analytical  services  to  government  under  the 
Statistics  Act ;  costs  incurred  for  statistical  services  to  ministries  and  other  parties  are  partially  recovered,  as  are  the  costs  of 
publications  and  releases  to  external  users; 

(iii)  British  Columbia  Gaming  Commission — provides  for  licensing  and  developing  policy  for  charitable  organizations  and  establishing 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  charitable  gaming;  conducting  hearings  for  licence  denials,  suspensions,  and  revocations; 

(iv)  Enquiry  BC — provides  for  toll-free  telephone  access  and  referral  service  on  government  programs  for  residents  of  the  province,  and 
the  undertaking  of  special  projects  for  government  agencies  on  a  cost  recovery  basis; 

(v)  Gaming  Policy  Implementation — provides  for  the  implementation  of  newly  formed  public  gaming  policy  for  British  Columbia; 

(vi)  Government  Employee  Commuting  Options — provides  for  the  development  of  policies  and  coordination  of  programs  to  reduce  the 
use  of  single  occupancy  vehicles  by  provincial  government  employees  commuting  to  work; 

(vii)  Government  House — provides  for  operation  of  Government  House,  including  operating  and  maintenance  costs  and  official 
functions,  and  for  the  office  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor; 

(viii)  Protocol  and  Events — provides  for  costs  of  official  ceremonies,  entertaining  visiting  dignitaries  and  guests  of  the  province, 
government-hosted  functions,  government  honours  and  awards,  the  provincial  carillon,  and  grants  for  the  Queen  Elizabeth  II  British 
Columbia  Centennial  Scholarship; 

(ix)  Public  Gaming  Branch — provides  for  setting  gaming  standards  and  regulating  the  operations  of  Public  Gaming  operators  who 
provide  facilities  and  equipment  to  licensed  charities;  regulating  various  types  of  gaming;  processing  all  applications  for  gaming 
licences  and  making  recommendations  to  the  British  Columbia  Gaming  Commission  on  charitable  gaming  policy  and  issuance  of 
licences;  and 

(x)  Sport  Services  Branch — provides  for  administration  of  the  Physical  Fitness  and  Amateur  Sports  Fund  Special  Account  and 
implementation  and  support  of  policies  and  programs  in  the  areas  of  amateur  sports. 

(c)  Purchasing  Commission 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  executive  direction  and  for  procurement  services  related  to  the  acquisition  of  commodities  and  services  for 
special  offices,  ministries  and  public  sector  agencies,  and  development  and  administration  of  public  sector  purchasing  policy  to  stimulate 
economic  activity  in  the  province  as  follows: 

(i)  Aviation  Quality  Assurance — provides  contract  advice  and  inspection  services  to  ministries  using  private  sector  aviation  companies; 
performs  aviation  safety  standard  compliance  audits; 

(ii)  Purchasing  Services  Branch — provides  for  a  purchasing  service,  including  introducing  an  electronic  bidding  and  ordering  system 
linking  government  buyers  and  suppliers,  as  well  as  planning,  evaluation  and  consulting  to  government  ministries  and  public  sector 
agencies,  and  for  assistance  to  British  Columbia  businesses  in  obtaining  a  larger  share  of  the  public  sector  market.  A  portion  of  the 
costs  is  recovered  from  special  offices,  ministries  and  participating  public  bodies; 

(iii)  Travel  Smart — provides  travel  information  to  government  through  a  published  guide  and  investigates  travel  industry  alternatives; 
provides  charter  travel  coordination  services  for  government; 

(iv)  Vehicle  Management  Services — provides  management  and  policy  direction  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  government's  light  vehicle 
fleet  and  assistance  to  ministries  and  public  sector  agencies  in  the  acquisition  of  vehicles.  A  portion  of  the  costs  is  recovered  from 
ministries  and  public  sector  agencies. 

Costs  related  to  the  provision  of  procurement  services  for  participating  public  sector  agencies  are  fully  recovered. 

(d)  Public  Issues  and  Consultation 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  coordination  of  public  consultation,  legislative  and  policy  priorities,  and  assistance  to  the  Premier  and  Cabinet 
to  coordinate  cross-ministry  initiatives. 

(e)  Government  Communications  Office 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  planning,  coordination  and  implementation  of  communication  programs  and  policies,  advertising,  and 
information  services  for  all  ministries,  special  offices  and  certain  public  bodies,  and  for  the  public  liaison  function  of  government. 

(f)  Coordination  of  Appointments  to  Agencies,  Boards  and  Commissions 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  coordination  of  appointments  to  government  agencies,  boards  and  commissions.  Costs  are  fully  recovered 
from  special  offices  and  ministries. 

(g)  Cabinet  Planning  Secretariat 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  salaries  and  other  expenses  incurred  in  providing  planning  and  policy  advice  to  Cabinet  and  its  committees 
and  operational  support  to  Planning  Board  and  other  Cabinet  committees. 

(h)  Environmental  Assessment  Project 

This  project  was  completed  in  1 994/95. 
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Vote  40 — Environmental  Assessment  and  Land  Use  Coordination 

This  vote  provides  for  a  process  for  the  environmental  assessment  of  major  projects  and  for  the  coordination  of  corporate  land  use  strategies 
and  planning  and  for  corporate  resource  inventory  initiatives.  Functions  related  to  these  activities  include: 

(a)  Environmental  Assessment  Office 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  overall  administration  of  a  neutral  and  publicly  open  process  for  the  assessment  of  the  environmental, 
economic,  social,  cultural,  heritage  and  health  effects  of  major  projects  undertaken  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia. 

(b)  Environmental  Assessment  Board 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  independent  public  hearings  under  the  environmental  assessment  process  on  projects  which  raise  particularly 
difficult  issues  or  cause  major  public  concern. 

(c)  Corporate  Land  Use  Coordination  Office 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  interministry  program  coordination  of  corporate  land  use  strategies  and  planning  including  the  protected  areas 
strategy.  Contributions  are  made  to  participants  in  planning  processes  who  would  be  unable  to  participate  without  financial  assistance. 

(d)  Corporate  Resource  Inventory  Initiative 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  collection,  analysis  and  management  of  biophysical,  cultural,  archaeological,  social  and  economic 
information  in  support  of  land  use  planning  and  resource  management  activities  including  negotiations  with  First  Nations. 

Vote  41 — Product  Sales  and  Services 

This  vote  provides  for  acquisitions  for  and  services  to  special  offices,  ministries  and  participating  public  sector  bodies,  for  the 
administration  of  the  Queen's  Printer  Act,  for  mail  services,  and  for  disposals  and  storage  under  the  Purchasing  Commission  Act.  Major  activities 
include: 

(a)  Queen's  Printer  and  Publishing 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  printing  requirements  of  government,  including  publishing  the  British  Columbia  Gazette  Parts  I  and  II  and 
other  publication  services,  administration  of  the  government's  copyright,  and  the  acquisition  and  distribution  of  stationery,  office  products, 
forms,  and  protocol  giftware. 

(b)  Postal  and  Distribution  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  province-wide  mail  processing,  courier,  mail  preparation,  mail  list  services,  and  employee  relocation  services. 

(c)  Warehouse  and  Asset  Investment  Recovery 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  disposal  of  surplus  assets  and  materiel  of  ministries  and  public  sector  agencies,  establishment  and  operation  of 
warehouses  for  storage  of  inventory,  and  administration  of  the  technology  commercialization  program. 

(d)  Product  Distribution  Centre 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  acquisition  of  inventory  and  distribution  of  health,  medical,  safety-related  and  general  goods  for  resale  to 
ministries  and  public  sector  agencies. 

(e)  Recoveries 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  full  recovery,  from  all  special  offices,  ministries,  and  public  sector  bodies,  of  the  costs  of  product  sales  and 
services. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Aboriginal  Sport  Development  Centre 

This  account  was  established  under  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  an  Aboriginal  Sport  Development  Centre,  as  part  of  the  legacy  of  the  XV  Commonwealth  Games. 

Conference  of  Canadian  Association  of  Gaming  Regulators 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  collect 
funds  for  the  specific  purpose  of  disbursement  towards  the  Conference  of  Canadian  Association  of  Gaming  Regulators. 

Special  Account 

Physical  Fitness  and  Amateur  Sports  Fund 

This  account  was  originally  created  as  a  fund  under  the  Revenue  Surplus  Appropriation  Act,  1 969,  was  continued  under  the  Funds 
Control  Act,  1 979,  and  was  changed  to  a  Special  Account  under  the  Special  Accounts  Appropriation  and  Control  Act,  1 988. 

The  account  promotes  the  physical  fitness  of  residents  of  the  province  and  their  participation  in  amateur  sport.  Interest  earned  on  the 
account  balance  is  credited  to  the  account  as  revenue.  Expenditures  consist  of  grants  to  physical  fitness  and  amateur  sport  projects,  groups 
and  organizations,  and  awards  to  individuals.  Administration  costs  are  provided  through  Vote  39. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 
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Purchasing  Commission  Working  Capital  Account 

This  account  was  established  by  authority  of  the  Purchasing  Commission  Act.  The  account  provides  the  Purchasing  Commission  with 
working  capital  to  finance  the  acquisition  of  the  government's  light  vehicle  fleet  for  use  by  special  offices  and  ministries. 

All  expenditures  are  recoverable.  Expenditures  may  exceed  revenue  in  any  year  by  the  amount  of  the  statutory  spending  authority 
shown  in  the  Estimates  and  provided  for  by  the  Supply  Act  minus  the  net  deficiency  from  operations  carried  forward  from  previous  years. 

All  purchases  are  fully  expensed  when  they  are  made.  The  expenditure  of  the  account,  net  of  revenue,  is  included  in  the  total 
expenditure  of  the  ministry. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  14(1 )). 

Health  and  Ministry  Responsible  for  Seniors 

Vote  42 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Minister  of  Health  and  Minister  Responsible  for  Seniors,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister, 
the  minister's  staff  and  related  office  expenses. 

Vote  43 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  the  planning,  administration,  operation  and  delivery  of  health  care,  preventive  health,  health  promotion  and 
educational  services,  including: 

(a)  Corporate  Programs 
This  sub-vote  provides  for: 

(i)  Support  Services — provides  for  the  central  financial  and  operational  management  services  of  the  ministry,  including  computer 
systems  support,  financial  and  management  services;  Legislation  and  Professional  Regulation,  including  costs  associated  with  Mental 
Health  Review  Panels  and  the  Medical  and  Health  Care  Services  Appeal  Board;  the  Provincial  Health  Officer,  and  grants  and 
contributions  to  the  Health  Professions  Council  and  the  British  Columbia  Health  Research  Foundation.  Recoveries  are  received  from 
the  British  Columbia  Health  Research  Foundation  for  services  provided  to  them  by  the  ministry. 

(ii)  Debt  Servicing  and  Building  Occupancy — provides  for  contributions  for  the  provincial  government's  share  of  debt  servicing  for 
health  facilities  and  for  the  payment  of  all  of  the  ministry's  building  occupancy  costs,  and  for  related  program  management; 

(iii)  Vital  Statistics — provides  for  program  management  and  the  registration,  certification,  statistical  analysis  and  reporting  of  the  vital 
events  of  birth,  marriage,  and  death  and  management  of  the  Health  Status  Registry,  Wills  Registry,  Client  Registry  and  Change  of 
Name  process.  Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  to  various  individuals,  groups,  and  agencies  which  provide  services  on  behalf 
of  the  Vital  Statistics  Division.  Recoveries  are  received  as  a  result  of  the  provision  of  services  to  programs  within  the  ministry,  to  other 
ministries,  to  agencies,  to  other  levels  of  government,  and  to  the  public; 

(iv)  Emergency  Health  Services — provides  for  program  management,  training,  and  delivery  of  ambulance  services  and  for  the  Emergency 
Medical  Assistants  Ficensing  Board  which  examines  and  licenses  emergency  medical  personnel.  Contributions  are  provided  to 
agencies  which  provide  ambulance  services  for  the  Emergency  Health  Service  Commission.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  federal 
government  for  emergency  health  services  provided  to  Status  Indians;  and 

(v)  Pharmacare — provides  for  program  management  and  contributions  for  designated  prescription  drugs,  dispensing  fees,  ostomy 
supplies,  prosthetic  appliances  and  other  approved  items. 

(b)  Strategic  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  overall  strategic  support  for  the  ministry's  programs,  including:  communications  and  public  affairs;  human 
resources,  staff  training  and  safety  programs;  policy  planning  and  economics,  the  provincial  nurse  advisor;  freedom  of  information  and  privacy; 
the  office  for  seniors;  and  development  and  implementation  of  New  Directions  strategy.  Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  to  or  on  behalf 
of  Regional  Health  Boards  and  Community  Health  Councils,  and  to  agencies  which  provide  services  related  to  Aboriginal  health. 

(c)  Regional  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  program  management,  operation  and  delivery  of  all  community  and  institutional  based  health  care 
programs,  including  the  provision  of  grants  and  contributions  to,  or  on  behalf  of,  Regional  Health  Boards  and  Community  Health  Councils,  as 
follows: 

(i)  Program  Management — provides  for  program  standards  and  information  management,  regional  coordination,  budget  allocation  and 
support  services,  and  Regional  Programs  administration; 

(ii)  Prevention  and  Promotion — provides  for  prevention,  early  intervention,  rehabilitation,  and  clinical  services  focusing  on  community 
health,  including:  public  health  nursing  and  environmental  health  inspection;  facilities  licensing;  epidemiology;  medical  health 
officers;  environmental  health  assessment;  radiation  protection;  health  and  support  services  for  school  students  and  special  needs 
pupils;  health  promotion;  speech  and  hearing  services;  nutrition  and  dental  services;  special  care  initiatives;  child  and  youth  mental 
health  services;  programs  to  prevent  alcohol  and  drug  abuse  and  gambling  addiction,  including  detoxification  centres,  residential 
treatment  centres  and  supportive  recovery  homes;  as  well  as  services  provided  by  the  British  Columbia  Centre  for  Disease  Control, 
including  clinical  services  for  tuberculosis  and  sexually  transmitted  diseases,  laboratory  and  pharmacy  services  and  other  medical 
services.  Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  to  individuals,  community  groups,  municipalities  and  other  organizations. 
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Recoveries  are  received  from  the  Medical  Services  Plan  for  medical  services  provided  on  a  salaried  or  sessional  basis,  and  from  the 
federal  government  for  health  services  provided  to  Status  Indians; 

(iii)  Community  Support  Programs— provides  for  programs  for:  seniors  and  other  adults  with  mental  health  problems,  including 
outpatient,  inpatient,  rehabilitation  and  residential  services;  family  health  residential  services;  community  placements  for  children 
and  adults;  respite  and  other  family  supports;  operation  of  a  toll  free  telephone  referral  and  information  service;  funding  for  the 
operation  of  continuing  care  facilities,  which  provide  personal,  intermediate  and  extended  care  services;  group  homes  for  the 
handicapped;  long  term  care  assessment  services;  home  support  services;  home  nursing  care;  homemaker  services;  adult  day 
services;  community  physiotherapy  and  community  partnership  initiatives.  Contributions  are  provided  to  individuals,  community 
groups,  municipalities  and  other  organizations,  including  the  Greater  Vancouver  Mental  Health  Services  Society  and  the  British 
Columbia  Mental  Health  Society  (Riverview  Hospital).  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  Medical  Services  Plan  for  medical  services 
provided  on  a  salaried  or  sessional  basis  and  from  the  federal  government  for  health  services  provided  to  Status  Indians;  and 

(iv)  Acute  and  Provincial  Programs — provides  for  the  majority  of  operating  costs  of  acute  care  hospitals,  and  extended  care  hospitals, 
tertiary  and  speciality  hospitals,  diagnostic  and  treatment  centres,  as  well  as  for  hospital  liability  indemnification  and  the  provincial 
government's  share  of  approved  equipment  purchases  tor  these  facilities.  Also  included  are  forensic  psychiatric  services  to  the  courts 
and  justice  agencies  for  adult  and  juveniles  on  a  inpatient,  outpatient  and  consultative  basis,  kidney  dialysis  and  medical  supply 
services,  hospital  replacement  services  and  services  for  persons  with  head  injuries.  Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  to 
individuals,  hospitals  and  other  organizations,  including  the  Red  Cross,  cancer  clinics,  the  Canadian  Blood  Agency,  the  Interns  and 
Residents  Central  Paying  Agency,  the  Healthcare  Labour  Adjustment  Agency,  the  Health  Employers  Association  of  British  Columbia 
and  the  Women's  Health  Centre.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  Medical  Services  Plan  for  medical  services  provided  on  a  salaried 
or  sessional  basis,  from  the  private  sector  for  Canuck  Place  Hospice,  and  from  the  federal  government  for  health  services  provided 
to  Status  Indians. 

(d)  Medical  Services  Plan 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  management  and  operations  of  the  Medical  Services  Plan,  including: 

(i)  Program  and  Utilization  Management — provides  for  the  administration  of  the  plan,  including:  enrollment  of  beneficiaries  and 
practitioners;  billing  and  processing  of  premiums;  processing  of  claims  for  contribution  payments;  auditing  of  claims;  management 
of  utilization;  education  of  beneficiaries  and  practitioners;  licensing  and  inspection  of  diagnostic  facilities;  negotiation  of  contracts; 
and  costs  associated  with  the  Medical  Services  Commission,  sub-committees  and  advisory  committees.  Recoveries  are  received  for 
certain  processing  services  provided  to  practitioners  and  organizations;  and 

(ii)  Contribution  Payments — provides  for  contributions  in  respect  of  eligible  services  provided  by  medical  practitioners,  health  care 
practitioners  and  diagnostic  facilities,  on  a  fee-for-service  basis  or  alternative  contractual  payment,  and  also  provides  for  other  types 
of  payments  required  under  the  Medical  and  Health  Care  Services  Act  and  various  agreements  concerning  medical  practitioners, 
health  care  practitioners  and  diagnostic  facilities,  including  payments  to  the  Medical  and  Health  Care  Services  Special  Account. 
Recoveries  are  received  for  payments  made  by  the  Medical  Services  Plan  which  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Insurance  Corporation 
of  British  Columbia  and  other  third  parties,  and  from  the  federal  government  for  health  services  provided  to  Status  Indians. 

(e)  Recoveries  from  Health  Special  Account 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  recoveries  from  the  Health  Special  Account  in  order  to  fund  expenditures  as  provided  by  the  Health  Special 

Account  Act,  including:  Closer  to  Home  Fund;  public  health  inspection;  kidney  dialysis;  child  and  youth  mental  health;  AIDS/HIV  prevention 

and  education  activities;  hospital  equipment;  Mental  Health  Residential  Program;  Aboriginal  Initiatives;  public  health  nursing;  school  health; 

Continuing  Care — Services  for  Community  Living;  Child  Development  Centre;  community  health  special  care  grants;  and  wage  parity/low 

wage  redress. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Inter-provincial  Reciprocal  Agreements — Hospital  Care 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 )).  Effective 
October,  1981,  all  the  provinces  in  Canada  agreed  to  fund  the  hospitals  in  their  jurisdiction  for  eligible  services  provided  to  insured 
residents  of  another  province.  The  province  providing  the  service  recovers  the  cost  from  the  patients'  home  province. 

Inter-Provincial  Reciprocal  Agreements — Medical  Services 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1)).  Effective 
April,  1999,  all  provinces  in  Canada,  except  Quebec,  agreed  that  residents  of  other  provinces  would  be  eligible  for  the  same  insured 
physician  services  as  those  provided  to  residents  in  the  host  province.  The  host  province  reimburses  the  physician  for  the  service,  and  then 
recovers  the  cost  from  the  patients'  home  province. 

Heart  Health 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  facilitate 
accounting  for  recoverable  expenditures  under  a  five  year  cost  sharing  agreement  with  the  federal  government  to  develop  a  community 
based  approach  to  preventing  and  reducing  heart  disease. 

Native  Home  Nursing 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  home  nursing  care  services  by  the  Upper  Island  Health  Unit  to  the  Gwa'Sala-Nakwaxda'Xw  Band  and  the  Kwakiuti 
Band. 
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Joint  Emergency  Preparedness 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  a 
federal/provincial  agreement  to  fund  some  emergencies  preparedness  activities. 

Occupational  Therapy  Outreach 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  occupational  therapy  services  to  First  Nations  people  living  in  the  Mount  Washington  region.  Associated  costs  are 
recoverable  from  the  federal  government. 

Nimpkish  Health  Contract 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  assessment,  consultation,  care  management  and  direct  nursing  care  to  band  members  living  on  the  Nimpkish 
Reserve.  Costs  are  recoverable  from  the  Nimpkish  Health  Board. 

Yukon  Communicable  Disease  Program 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the 
purpose  of  contracting  with  the  B.C.  Centre  for  Disease  Control  to  assist  with  communicable  disease  (TB)  control.  There  are  no  Medical 
Health  Officers  in  the  Yukon. 

Elderly  Outreach  Service 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 )).  This  project 
will  be  provided  by  Mental  Health  Services  and  funded  by  the  University  of  Victoria. 

Epidemiology  Study 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the 
purpose  of  studying  the  relationship  between  the  risk  of  acquiring  chlamydial  or  gonococcal  infection  and  demographic  and  behavioral 
factors  in  a  population  of  sexually  transmitted  disease  clinic  attendees  on  a  cost  sharing  basis  with  the  federal  government. 

Seniors  Impact  on  Drug  Policy 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the 
purpose  of  completing  a  five-year  research  project  relating  to  the  making  of  drug  policy  and  its  impact  on  seniors. 

HIV  Surveillance  System  Study 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the 
purpose  of  conducting  a  study  to  enhance  the  HIV  surveillance  system  in  British  Columbia. 

Registered  Dietician 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  the  services  of  a  part-time  Registered  Dietician  Nutritionist  for  School  District  No.  23. 

Multiple  Victim  Child  Sexual  Abuse 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
funding  for  a  research  project  regarding  Multiple  Victim  Child  Sexual  Abuse. 

Tobacco  Enforcement 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the 
recovery  and  expenditure  of  the  federal  government  contributions  associated  with  the  Joint  Tobacco  Enforcement  Program.  The  program 
facilitates  cooperation  and  reduces  duplication  between  the  federal  and  provincial  governments  regarding  enforcement  of  health  related 
tobacco  legislation. 

Kelowna/Langley  Environmental  Health  Assessments 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  partial  financial  support  for  chemical  and  morphological  analysis.  The  project  is  part  of  a  joint  venture  (provincial 
and  municipal)  to  assess  the  community  health  risk  of  pollutants  outdoors  in  Kelowna  and  indoors  in  Langley. 

Hepatitis/Asthma  Sentinel  Surveillance  Study 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the 
purpose  of  investigating  the  risk  factors  associated  with  all  forms  of  viral  hepatitis  on  a  cost  sharing  basis  with  the  federal  government. 

Veterans'  Beds 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  2/3  of  the  capital  costs  of  extended  and  multi-level  care  beds  for  which  veterans  will  have  priority  access. 
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Collection  Agency  Commissions 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  1 1  (2))  for  the 
purpose  of  recording  commissions  paid  to  collection  agencies  for  the  successful  collection  of  outstanding  accounts  owed  to  the  ministry. 

Special  Accounts 

Health  Special  Account 

This  account  was  established  by  the  Ftealth  Special  Account  Act,  1992.  Administered  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Ministry 
Responsible  for  Seniors,  the  account  provides  for  the  allocation  of  a  portion  of  Lottery  Corporation  revenues  to  fund  the  administration, 
operation,  and  delivery  of  health  care,  health  research,  health  promotion  and  health  education  services.  Expenditures  out  of  the  Special 
Account  represent  transfers  to  the  Ministry  Operations  vote. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  14(1)). 


Housing,  Recreation  and  Consumer  Services 

Vote  44 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Minister  of  Housing,  Recreation  and  Consumer  Services  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister, 
the  minister's  staff  and  related  office  expenses. 

Vote  45 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  ministry  programs  and  activities,  including: 

(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  executive,  financial,  administrative,  human  resource,  information  systems,  and  communications  support  to 
ministry  operations  and  programs. 

(b)  Housing  and  Coordination  of  Cooperatives 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  protecting  and  increasing  the  supply  of  adequate  and  affordable  housing,  through  the  planning,  development 
and  administration  of  housing  policy  initiatives,  and  includes  contributions  for  programs  administered  by  the  British  Columbia  Housing 
Management  Commission  and  the  Provincial  Rental  Housing  Corporation.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  grants  to  seniors  eligible  to  receive 
SAFER  benefits  and  for  the  coordination  of  government-wide  activities  regarding  cooperatives,  and  includes  contributions  to  various 
organizations  to  support  cooperative  initiatives. 

(c)  Recreation 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  equitable  access  to  recreation  opportunities  through  the  planning,  development  and  administration  of 
recreation  policy  and  programs.  Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  to  various  organizations  to  support  recreation  services  and  projects. 

(d)  Consumer  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  promotion  of  fairness  and  understanding  in  the  marketplace  through  the  development,  administration  and 
enforcement  of  consumer  legislation,  including  the  Trade  Practice  Act  and  the  Consumer  Protection  Act.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for 
regulation  of  certain  aspects  of  cemetery,  funeral  home,  direct  seller,  motor  dealer  and  travel  firm  operations;  assistance  to  over-committed 
debtors  through  counselling  and  debt  pooling  arrangements;  investigation  of  trade  practice  violations  involving  consumer  loss;  and  for 
administration  of  the  Residential  Tenancy  Act,  which  governs  the  relationship  between  landlords  and  tenants.  Grants  and  contributions  are 
provided  to  educational  institutions  and  other  organizations  to  promote  consumer  education  and  awareness.  Costs  of  administering  the  Motor 
Dealer  Customer  Compensation  Fund  are  recovered  from  the  Fund. 

Financing  Transaction — Concessionary  Loans 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  a  financing  transaction  to  write-down  concessionary  loans. 

Municipal  Affairs 

Vote  46 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister,  the  minister's  staff  and  related 
office  expenses. 

Vote  47 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  executive  direction  and  management  of  the  ministry  and  delivery  of  operating  and  statutory  grant  programs 
including:

(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  executive  direction  and  administrative  services  to  the  operating  programs  of  the  ministry,  including:  financial 
administration  and  budget  coordination;  corporate  planning;  personnel  administration  and  support;  office  management  and  accommodation; 
public  affairs;  information  systems;  and  administration  of  the  Home  Owner  Grant  Act. 

(b)  Local  Government  and  Community  Services 
This  sub-vote  provides  for: 

(i)  administration  of  the  Municipal  Act  and  Local  Government  Grants  Act;  review  and  monitoring  of  local  government  administrative 
and  financial  practices  and  procedures;  support  services  to  local  governments  including  collection  and  assessment  of  statistics  and 
information,  analysis  of  water  and  sewerage  construction  projects  to  support  allocation  of  capital  grants,  investigations  into  local 
government  issues,  and  community  and  regional  planning;  and

and  implementation  of  policies  and  programs  related  to  community  library  services. 

Grants  and  contributions  are  made  for  local  services  as  provided  under  the  Municipal  Aid  Act  and  the  general  operation  of  the  Islands 
Trust.  Grants  and  contributions  are  also  paid  totheSechelt  Indian  Government  District  for  grants  equivalent  to  the  Home  Owner  Grant,  to  local 
authorities  to  assist  in  financing  various  projects  and  services,  and  to  various  organizations  to  support  library  services  and  projects. 

(c)  Assessment  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  operating  costs  of,  including  the  fees  and  expenses  of  appointees  to,  the  Courts  of  Revision  and  Assessment 
Appeal  Board. 

(d)  Safety  and  Standards 

This  sub-vote  provides  for:  public  safety  programs  including  the  Office  of  the  Fire  Commissioner;  the  establishment  of  building 
construction  and  safety  standards;  inspection  services  for  electricity,  natural  gas,  propane,  boiler  and  pressure  vessels,  elevating  devices, 
amusement  rides,  refrigeration  systems,  ski  lifts,  railways  and  pipelines;  fire  and  accident  investigations;  and  the  licensing  of  technical 
personnel.  Contributions  are  made  to  the  Fire  Academy  in  support  of  fire  fighter  training.  Some  recoveries  are  made  for  inspection  services. 

(e)  University  Endowment  Lands 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  management  and  operation  of  the  University  Endowment  Lands  including  a  contribution  to  the  City  of 
Vancouver  for  back-up  fire  protection  services.  Recoveries  are  received  from  ratepayers  and  from  the  University  of  British  Columbia. 

Vote  48 — Local  Government  Grants 

This  vote  provides  for  conditional  and  unconditional  grants  to  local  governments  and  related  organizations  in  British  Columbia.  This  vote 
also  provides  for  administration  costs  associated  with  the  programs.  Major  activities  include: 

(a)  Unconditional  Grant  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  grants  under  the  Local  Government  Grants  Act  to  supplement  the  local  revenue  base,  thereby  reducing 
dependence  on  property  taxation  for  the  provision  of  local  services. 

(b)  Conditional  Grant  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  grants  under  the  Local  Government  Grants  Act  for  infrastructure  development  including  water  and  sewerage 
facilities  and  local  roads;  sewer  and  water  studies;  and  planning.  A  grant  is  also  provided  in  respect  of  interest  costs  associated  with  projects 
completed  as  part  of  the  pre-1 983  sewer  and  water  program.  In  addition,  grants  are  provided  to  facilitate  institutional  change  within  the  local 
government  system. 

(c)  Canada-British  Columbia  Infrastructure  Program 

This  sub-vote  provides  grants  for  water  and  sewerage  facilities,  municipal  road  construction  and  other  infrastructure  projects  under  the 
Canada-British  Columbia  Infrastructure  Program  Agreement.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  federal  government  in  respect  of  its  share  of 
project  costs  approved  under  the  program. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Home  Owner  Grant 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Home  Owner  Grant  Act  (S.B.C.  1980,  chap.  18,  sec.  9(3)  and  10(2))  to 
reimburse  municipalities  and  property  owners  for  retroactive  grant  claims. 

Special  Account 

University  Endowment  Lands  Administration 

This  account  was  established  as  a  Miscellaneous  Statutory  Account  by  authority  of  the  University  Endowment  Lands  Administration 
Act,  was  continued  under  the  University  Endowment  Land  Act,  1 979,  and  became  a  Special  Account  under  the  Special  Appropriations 
Act,  1 982.  The  account  provides  for  operation  and  management  of  ratepayer  services  within  the  University  Endowment  Lands. 

Revenue  is  derived  from  University  Endowment  Lands  resident  ratepayer  contributions,  including  fees,  licences  and  property  taxes. 
Expenditure  is  the  ratepayers'  portion  of  the  costs  of  providing  services. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 
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Skills,  Training  and  Labour 

Vote  49 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Minister  of  Skills,  Training  and  Labour,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister,  the  minister's  staff 
and  related  office  expenses. 

Vote  50 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  executive  direction,  administrative  services  and  operating  programs  of  the  ministry  including: 

(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  deputy  ministers'  offices;  financial,  human  resources  and  administrative  services;  information  resources  and 
communications  services;  policy,  planning  and  research  services;  and  for  the  Office  of  Disability  Issues.  Grants  are  provided  to  educational 
institutions  and  other  organizations  to  promote  improved  labour  relations.  Certain  costs  of  supporting  the  Workers'  Compensation  Review 
Board  and  Compensation  Advisory  Services  are  recovered  from  the  Accident  Fund  established  pursuant  to  the  Workers'  Compensation  Act. 
Recoveries  are  also  received  for  participation  in,  and  administration  of,  federal/provincial/agency  agreements  and  activities. 

(b)  Post-Secondary  Education  Programs 
This  sub-vote  provides  for: 

(i)  Program  Management — management  and  program  support  for  universities,  colleges,  institutes,  open  learning  organizations, 
international  education,  and  other  educational  partnerships.  Recoveries  are  received  for  participation  in,  and  administration  of, 
federal/provincial/agency  agreements  and  activities; 

(ii)  Educational  Institutions  and  Organizations — contributions  toward  the  operating  expenses  of  the  provincial  universities,  colleges  and 
institutes,  educational  agencies,  and  other  educational  partnership  organizations.  Expenditures  are  for  instruction,  research,  support 
services,  student  services,  apprenticeship  training,  matching  contributions  to  encourage  donations  for  scholarships,  bursaries  and 
capital  projects  in  the  colleges,  institutes  and  educational  agencies.  Contributions  are  also  provided  for  the  Commonwealth  of 
Learning  and  educational  activities  targeted  to  international  trading  partners; 

(iii)  Matching  Program,  Universities — matching  financial  contributions  to  encourage  and  supplement  approved  private  sector  cash  or 
gift-in-kind  donations  to  establish  scholarships,  endowments,  research  initiatives  and  capital  projects;  and 

(iv)  Capital  Debt  Servicing — payment  of  interest  and  sinking  fund  provisions  related  to  the  capital  costs  of  new  buildings,  renovations 
and  improvements  to  existing  university,  college,  institute  and  agency  facilities,  and  debt  servicing  costs  of  short-term  borrowing 
requirements  of  universities,  colleges,  institutes  and  agencies. 

(c)  Student  Financial  Assistance  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  for:  program  management  and  financial/income  and  other  assistance  to  students  in  post-secondary  education, 
interest  on  student  loans  issued  by  financial  institutions  under  these  programs;  provisions  for  future  liabilities  on  student  loans;  payments  to 
financial  institutions  in  lieu  of  loan  guarantees;  grants  to  students;  and  partial  loan  repayments  to  students  who  successfully  complete  their 
studies.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  federal  government  for  participation  in  federal/provincial  activities. 

(d)  Skills  Development  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  program  management,  consultations  with,  and  contributions  to,  businesses,  industry,  individual  and  agencies 
for  planning  and  implementing  vocational  rehabilitation  initiatives,  and  human  resource  development  strategies  and  the  provision  of 
workplace,  classroom  and  community  based  training  opportunities  for  income  assistance  recipients  and  other  British  Columbians.  This 
sub-vote  also  provides  for  adjustment  programs,  sectoral  and  small  business  partnerships,  assistance  for  persons  with  disabilities  and  older 
workers,  apprenticeship  programs  and  support  to  the  Private  Post-Secondary  Education  Commission. 

(e)  Labour  Relations  and  Labour  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  services  promoting  harmonious  labour  relations,  including  administration  of  the  Pension  Benefits  Standards 
Act,  Employment  Standards  Act,  Skills  Development  and  Fair  Wage  Act,  and  parts  of  the  Labour  Relations  Code  relating  to  arbitration;  support 
services  to  the  Labour  Relations  Board;  and  related  policy  and  statistical  services.  This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  operations  of  the  Provincial 
Apprenticeship  Board  and  the  B.C.  Labour  Force  Development  Board,  for  contributions  to  organizations  to  support  workforce  development 
activities  and  for  contributions  to  individuals,  agencies  and  other  organizations  to  assist  in  the  resolution  of  labour  management  conflicts. 

(f)  Labour  Relations  Board 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  operation  of  the  Labour  Relations  Board,  an  agency  established  under  the  Labour  Relations  Code. 

(g)  Workers'  Compensation  Review  Board  and  Compensation  Advisory  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  operation  of  the  Workers'  Compensation  Review  Board,  an  agency  established  under  the  Workers' 
Compensation  Act  to  review  decisions  made  by  the  Workers'  Compensation  Board.  Compensation  Advisory  Services  provides  advice  to 
employers  and  workers  respecting  decisions  made  by  the  Workers'  Compensation  Board.  Costs  associated  with  the  Workers'  Compensation 
Review  Board  and  Compensation  Advisory  Services  are  fully  recovered  from  the  Accident  Fund  established  pursuant  to  the  Workers' 
Compensation  Act,  and  from  course  fees,  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  manuals  and  disposal  of  assets,  and  other  sources. 

(h)  Skills  Initiatives 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  program  management,  administration  and  contributions  to  new  and  existing  education,  training  and  adjustment 
initiatives  in  post-secondary  education,  student  financial  assistance,  skills  development,  and  labour  programs. 
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Statutory  Accounts 
Royal  Roads 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  and  disbursing  funds  from  the  federal  government  to  provide  the  1995/96  operating  budget  for  Royal  Roads 
University. 

Labour  Mobility  Chapter 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  for  developing  and  implementing  a  communications  strategy  for  the  Labour  Mobility  Chapter  of  the  Agreement  on  Internal  Trade. 

Recover  Employee's  Salary/Benefits  from  Workers'  Compensation  Board 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover  up 
to  50%  of  an  employee's  salary  and  benefits  from  the  Workers'  Compensation  Board. 

Special  Opportunity  Grants 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  funds  from  the  federal  government  to  deliver  Special  Opportunity  Grants  for  students  of  British  Columbia.  These 
grants  target  three  special  needs  groups  including  Students  with  Permanent  Disabilities,  Women  in  Doctoral  Studies,  and  High-Need 
Part-Time  Students. 

Forest  Worker  Employment  and  Training  Program 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 )).  The  program 
addresses  training  and  employment  requirements  of  displaced  and  at-risk  workers  in  the  British  Columbia  forest  industry. 

BC  Provincial  Program  Evaluation 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  receive 
funds  regarding  the  evaluation  of  the  effectiveness  of  provincial  employability  enhancement  programs  targeted  to  social  assistance 
recipients. 

Human  Resource  Development  Canada — Evaluation  of  Secondary  School  Apprenticeship  Program 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 )).  The  program 
evaluates  the  Secondary  School  Apprenticeship  Program  under  the  Apprenticeship  Scholarship  Strategic  Initiative. 

Human  Resource  Development  Canada — Secondary  School  Apprenticeship  Scholarships 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
50%  of  the  cost  for  secondary  school  apprenticeship  scholarships  under  the  Apprenticeship  Scholarship  Strategic  Initiative. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  1 4(1 )). 


Small  Business,  Tourism  and  Culture 

Vote  51 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Minister  of  Small  Business,  Tourism  and  Culture,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister,  the 
minister's  staff  and  related  office  expenses. 

Vote  52 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  executive  direction,  administrative  services  and  delivery  of  ministry  programs,  including: 

(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  executive  direction  and  central  ministry  services  including  accommodation  and  telecommunications,  audit, 
corporate  planning  and  policy,  finance  and  administration,  information  systems,  personnel  and  public  affairs.  Grants  and  contributions  are 
provided  to  organizations  to  support  special  projects  and  activities  which  complement  ministry  programs.  Costs  are  partially  recovered  from 
other  organizations  working  in  partnership  with  the  ministry. 

(b)  Community  and  Regional  Development 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  development,  delivery  and  administration  of  programs  and  services  in  community  and  aboriginal  economic 
development,  women  in  business,  and  small  business  (including  small  business  equity,  training,  and  access  to  business  information)  programs; 
management  of  community  and  regional  consultation  processes;  and  delivery  of  business  support  services.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  the 
operation  of  Government  Agent  offices  throughout  the  province  to  make  government  programs,  services  and  information  available  to  the 
public,  including:  Gold  Commissioner;  Registrar  of  Voters;  Registrar  of  Births,  Deaths  and  Marriages;  driver  licence  services;  and  revenue 
collection.  In  addition,  this  sub-vote  provides  for  grants  and  contributions  to  Business  Information  Centres  and  local  economic  development 
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commissions  and  other  entities  to  encourage  the  development  of  economic  opportunities  in  British  Columbia.  A  portion  of  operating  costs  is 
recovered  from  ministries,  participating  public  bodies  and  the  public. 

(c)  Tourism 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  administering  the  planning,  development  and  marketing  of  tourism  including:  development  and  implementa¬ 
tion  of  provincial  and  regional  strategies,  community  tourism  action  plans,  and  industry  research;  administering  the  provincial  information  and 
reservation  system;  operating  provincial  tourist  information  centres;  promoting  cooperative  ventures  between  government  and  the  travel 
industry;  identifying  and  assisting  in  developing  new  tourism  products  and  opportunities;  administering  tourism  employment  programs  and 
regional,  national  and  international  marketing  of  British  Columbia  as  a  tourist  destination  including  planning,  coordinating  and  implementing 
tourism  advertising,  market  research,  project  evaluation,  tourism  promotions  and  cooperative  marketing  programs.  Grants  and  contributions 
are  provided  to  the  British  Columbia  Pavilion  Corporation,  the  Pacific  Rim  Institute  of  Tourism,  regional  tourism  associations  and  other 
organizations  to  support  tourism  related  projects  and  activities.  Costs  are  partially  recovered  from  program  revenues  and  other  organizations 
working  in  partnership  with  the  ministry. 

(d)  Culture  and  Historic  Resources 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  support  of  cultural  and  historic  resource  activities,  and  administration  and  delivery  of  government  programs 
under  the  Museum  Act,  the  Heritage  Conservation  Act  and  the  Klondike  National  Historic  Park  Act,  and  includes: 

(i)  Culture  and  Heritage  Programs — provides  for:  support  services,  advice  and  grants  to  the  performing  arts,  museums,  art  galleries,  the 
publishing  industry  and  the  visual  arts,  including  management  of  the  British  Columbia  art  collection;  program  support  for,  and 
coordination  of,  development  of  the  motion  picture  industry;  protection,  preservation  and  management  of  the  province's  heritage 
resources  including  archaeological  sites,  heritage  buildings  and  administration  of  the  British  Columbia  Heritage  Trust  as  required  by 
the  Heritage  Conservation  Act;  management  and  promotion  of  historic  sites  including  Barkerville  and  Fort  Steele;  and  grants  and 
contributions  to  the  Heritage  Trust,  the  Film  Development  Society  of  British  Columbia,  and  other  organizations  and  individuals  for 
culture  and  heritage  related  initiatives.  Program  costs  are  partially  recovered  from  program  revenues,  and  from  other  organizations 
for  certain  programs. 

(ii)  Royal  British  Columbia  Museum — provides  forgathering,  developing  and  communicating  knowledge  of  British  Columbia's  human 
and  natural  history  through  the  acquisition  and  care  of  museum  collections  pursuant  to  the  Museum  Act.  Program  costs  are  partially 
recovered  from  program  revenues  and  other  organizations,  including  the  federal  government,  for  certain  programs. 

(iii)  Community  Grants — provides  for  grants  in  support  of  a  broad  range  of  community  initiatives,  and  for  the  administration  of 
community  grant  programs  including  those  funded  by  the  Ministry  of  Employment  and  Investment  and  the  Ministry  of  Government 
Services  and  Ministry  Responsible  for  Sports  and  Commonwealth  Games. 

(e)  Reserve  for  Doubtful  Accounts  and  Concessionary  Loans 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  reserves  for  doubtful  loans,  and  the  interest  subsidy  expense  for  concessionary  loans  made  under  the  Industrial 
Development  Incentive  Act.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  reserves  for  potential  payments  pertaining  to  loan  guarantees  made  under  ministry 
programs  and  the  Financial  Administration  Act. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Special  Accounts 

Payment  of  Loan  Guarantee 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  58(1))  for  the 
payment  to  the  Bank  of  Montreal  of  the  Apex  Mountain  Resort  Ltd.  loan  guarantee. 

Vacation  B.C.  Project 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  various  partners  and  the  federal  government  for  project  management  on  the  trade  portion  of  the  Open  Skies  project  by  the 
ministry's  Tourism  Division. 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  1 4(1 )). 


Social  Services 

Vote  53 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Minister  of  Social  Services,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister,  the  minister's  staff  and  related 
office  expenses. 

Vote  54 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  administration,  operation  and  delivery  of  ministry  income  security  programs  and  social  services  including: 
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(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  overall  direction,  development  and  support  of  ministry  programs.  This  includes  ministry  executive,  Office  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Family  and  Child  Service,  audit  services,  communications,  policy  planning  and  research,  human  resource  and  staff 
training,  financial  management  and  support,  systems  support  services,  and  central  administrative  supports  including  property,  vehicles  and 
records  management,  purchasing  and  printing.  Grants  and  contributions  are  provided  in  support  of  these  activities. 

(b)  Services  for  Families  and  Children 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  program  management  and  direct  delivery  of  all  child  welfare  services  under  the  Family  and  Child  Service 
Act  and  the  Child,  Family  and  Community  Service  Act.  This  includes  programs  offering  support  to  families  and  children  in  their  own 
communities.  These  programs  are  for  children  who  are  at  risk.  Programs  are  delivered  by  agencies  receiving  grants  and  contributions  from  the 
government.  Residential  services  for  non-handicapped  children  who  are  in  care  are  also  provided  by  payments  to  family  care  homes  and 
contracted  residential  resources.  Capital  grants  are  also  made  to  the  Provincial  Rental  Housing  Corporation  or  to  non-profit  societies  to  assist 
in  establishing  group  homes.  Where  children  come  into  care  for  extended  periods,  recoveries  are  received  from  the  federal  government  in  the 
form  of  Children's  Special  Allowance  payments.  Recoveries  are  also  received  from  parents  whose  children  are  in  care,  and  from  other  agencies 
contributing  to  or  sharing  in  the  cost  of  sponsored  programs. 

(c)  Community  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  program  management  and  operation  of  ministry-operated  and  community-based  residential  care  for 
children  with  special  needs  in  the  care  of  the  Superintendent  of  Family  and  Child  Service.  It  also  provides  for  the  program  management  and 
operation  of  ministry-operated  and  community-based  residential  care  for  adults  with  special  needs  and  adults  with  mental  handicaps,  and  for 
social  services  and  training  for  persons  with  mental  handicaps.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  community-based  services  to  support  families 
having  children  with  special  needs.  The  sub-vote  provides  for  grants  and  contributions  to  funded  agencies,  to  individuals  and  parents  of 
children  with  special  needs  and  for  capital  grants  to  the  Provincial  Rental  Housing  Corporation  or  to  non-profit  societies  to  assist  in  the 
establishment  of  residential  resources.  Grants  and  contributions  are  also  provided  for  counsell  ing  services  for  senior  citizens  and  for  community 
projects.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  Medical  Services  Plan  for  salaried  and  sessional  medical  services  and  from  other  agencies 
contributing  to  or  sharing  in  the  cost  of  sponsored  programs. 

(d)  Income  Support  Programs 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  program  management  and  operation  of  the  payment  of  grants,  contributions  and  payments  under  indemnity 
agreements  for  income  assistance  and  special  allowances  to  persons  in  need  and  for  seniors  programs.  This  includes  additional  benefits  for 
handicapped  persons,  comforts  allowances,  health  and  dental  care  needs  of  income  assistance  recipients  and  children-in-care,  medical  goods 
and  services  for  children  with  special  needs,  and  burial  fees  for  indigent  persons.  This  sub-vote  provides  for  grants  to  income  assistance 
recipients  and  children-in-care  for  employment  assistance  and  rehabilitation  and  training.  This  sub-vote  provides  for  hostels  and  emergency 
shelters  programs,  and  user  fees  for  persons  in  continuing  care  and  in  alcohol  and  drug  facilities.  The  sub-vote  also  provides  for  capital  grants 
to  the  Provincial  Rental  Housing  Corporation  or  to  non-profit  societies  to  assist  in  the  establishment  of  hostels  and  shelters.  This  sub-vote  also 
provides  for  grants  and  contributions  for  an  additional  monthly  payment  to  the  most  needy  seniors  who  receive  the  federal  Guaranteed  Income 
Supplement  or  Spouse's  Allowance,  and  for  subsidized  bus  passes  for  senior  citizens  and  handicapped  persons  who  qualify  for  income 
assistance  benefits  or  the  federal  Guaranteed  Income  Supplement,  or  are  sponsored  by  Indian  and  Northern  Affairs  Canada.  Recoveries  are 
received  from  the  sale  of  bus  passes  to  eligible  persons,  from  agencies  contributing  to  or  sharing  in  the  cost  of  sponsored  programs,  and  for 
assigned  benefits  and  over  payments. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Child  Care  Renewal  Strategic  Initiative 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 

from  the  federal  government  costs  associated  with  child  care  demonstration  projects  under  the  Child  Care  Renewal  Initiative. 


Transportation  and  Highways 

Vote  55 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Minister  of  Transportation  and  Highways,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister,  the  minister's 
staff  and  related  office  expenses. 

Vote  56 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  administration,  operation,  and  delivery  of  ministry  programs  including: 

(a)  Administration  and  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  office  of  the  Deputy  Minister  and  executive  direction  for  the  Administrative  Services  Department  which 
includes  financial,  administrative,  personnel,  information  systems,  internal  audit  and  public  affairs  functions. 

(b)  Planning,  Policy,  Municipal  Programs  and  Maior  Projects 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  executive  direction  forthe  Planning  and  Major  Projects  Department,  for  highway  planning  and  highway  policy 
development,  and  for  contributions  to  municipalities  in  support  of  local  road  systems.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  forthe  management  of  major 
highway  projects. 
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(c)  Highway  Operations 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  executive  direction  for  the  Highway  Operations  Department  and  for  regional  and  headquarters  services  in 
support  of  ministry  programs  throughout  the  province.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  contributions  to  various  transportation  organizations. 

(d)  Highway  Maintenance 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  maintenance  and  operation  of  highways  and  roads,  bridge  structures,  ferry  routes,  ferry  landings,  tunnels,  and 
for  winter  maintenance  involving  snow  and  ice  removal.  This  sub-vote  also  provides  for  district  operations,  regional  maintenance  activities 
and  protection  of  the  road  and  bridge  infrastructure.  Contributions  are  provided  to  various  organizations  in  support  of  transportation  related 
activities.  Recoveries  are  received  from  parties  external  to  government  for  the  use  of  ministry  equipment  and  materials  and  for  leased  premises. 

(e)  Highway  Rehabilitation 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  restoration  of  the  existing  highway  system  including  roads,  bridges,  ferries  and  ferry  landings,  in  order  to  protect 
the  investment  in  infrastructure,  provide  economy  of  maintenance  and  enhance  safety.  This  sub-vote  provides  for  contributions  to 
organizations  in  support  of  transportation  related  activities.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  federal  government  for  work  carried  out  as  part 
of  the  Strategic  Highway  Improvement  Program. 

(f)  Highway  Capital  Construction 
This  sub-vote  provides  for: 

(i)  Recoverable  Highway  Capital  Construction  Projects — includes  planning,  engineering,  design,  survey,  construction,  reconstruction, 
paving,  legal  services,  right-of-way  acquisitions  and  property  purchases,  for  provincial  highways,  roads,  bridges,  ferries,  ferry 
landings  and  tunnels.  Recoveries  are  received  from  the  BC  Transportation  Financing  Authority  for  projects  carried  out  on  behalf  of 
the  authority  to  upgrade  the  existing  highway  system  and  develop  new  routes  to  improve  safety,  capacity,  accessibility  and  service 
levels.  Recoveries  are  also  received  from  the  federal  government  for  work  carried  out  as  part  of  the  Strategic  Highway  Improvement 
Program  and  municipalities  for  urban  renewal  projects;  and 

(ii)  Non-Recoverabie  Highway  Capital  Construction  Projects — includes  expropriation  and  construction  claims  related  to  projects 
completed  prior  to  the  formation  of  the  BC  Transportation  Financing  Authority. 

(g)  Motor  Vehicles 

This  sub-vote  provides  for: 

(i)  administration  of  the  legislation,  regulations  and  policies  governing  the  operation  of  motor  vehicles  and  the  fitness  of  drivers  in 
accordance  with  provisions  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Act,  Commercial  Transport  Act,  Motor  Vehicle  (All  Terrain)  Act,  Motor  Carrier  Act, 
Transportation  of  Dangerous  Goods  Act,  and  accompanying  regulations; 

(ii)  the  office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Motor  Vehicles,  general  administration,  planning,  development  of  examination  standards, 
coordination  and  development  of  provincial  traffic  safety  initiatives  and  driver  improvement  programs,  determination  and 
administration  of  traffic  fines  and  penalties,  and  revenue  administration;  and 

(iii)  the  licensing  and  testing  of  drivers  operating  on  public  highways  and  roads,  monitoring  driving  records,  monitoring  commercial 
vehicle  size,  weight,  load  security  and  the  transport  of  dangerous  goods,  issuing  permits,  enforcing  compliance  with  regulations, 
inspecting  vehicles,  administering  the  provincial  emissions  control  and  maintenance  program,  developing  policies  relating  to  the 
National  Safety  Code,  examining  rates  and  time  schedules  of  carriers,  and  liaising  with  the  Motor  Carrier  Commission.  Provision  is 
made  for  contributions  to  organizations  in  support  of  traffic  and  road  safety. 

(h)  Motor  Carrier  Commission 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  an  independent  body  which  regulates  the  province's  for-hire  motor  carrier  industry  (trucks,  buses  and  taxis) 
pursuant  to  the  Motor  Carrier  Act.  The  Commission,  by  delegation  pursuant  to  the  Motor  Vehicle  Transport  Act  (Canada)  also  issues  licences 
for  the  inter-provincial  and  international  road  transport  of  freight  and  passengers. 

Statutory  Accounts 

Highway  97  Lighting  Installation 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  City  of  Williams  Lake  for  lighting  installation  on  Highway  97  from  the  Central  Cariboo  Animal  Hospital  to  the  East  City 
Boundary. 

Highway  1 9  at  Turner  Road,  Nanaimo 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  City  of  Nanaimo  to  complete  improvements  to  the  intersection  of  Highway  1 9  at  Turner  Road. 

Trans  Canada  Highway  at  Herd  Road,  Duncan 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  KDM  Resources  International  Ltd.  to  relocate  luminaire  and  advance  warning  signal  on  the  Trans  Canada  Highway  at  Herd 
Road,  Duncan. 

Mount  Currie  Paving  Project 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  Mount  Currie  Indian  Band  to  pave  certain  Band  side  roads. 
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Ryan  and  Lerwick  Roads,  Courtenay 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  City  of  Courtenay  for  the  installation  of  a  traffic  signal. 

Highway  19  at  Stanhope  Road,  Parksville 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  Dalex  Development  Corporation  for  the  signal ization  of  the  intersection  of  Highway  1 9  at  Stanhope  Road  in  Parksville. 

Site  Investigation  for  Regional  Office,  Kamloops 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  British  Columbia  Buildings  Corporation  for  an  investigation  and  report.  The  investigation  will  facilitate  foundation,  parking  and 
driveway  designs  for  siting  the  new  Ministry  of  Transportation  and  Highways  regional  office  building  in  Kamloops. 

Highway  101/Cowrie  and  Wharf  intersection 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  District  of  Sechelt  to  install  a  left  turn  signal  at  the  intersection  of  Cowrie  and  Wharf,  as  it  is  considered  an  important 
economic  development  project. 

Gold  River  Upper  Bridge  Sidewalk 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  federal  Department  of  Indian  Affairs  and  Northern  Development  for  the  installation  of  a  pedestrian  walkway  on  the  Cold 
River  Upper  Bridge. 

Yellowhead  Bridge  Landscaping 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  City  of  Prince  George  for  landscaping  the  west  end  of  the  Yellowhead  Bridge. 

Traffic  Safety  Agenda 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  Insurance  Corporation  of  British  Columbia  for  the  following  Traffic  Safety  Agenda  initiatives:  Enhanced  Probationary 
Licensing  Program;  Administrative  Driving  Prohibition  and  Vehicle  Impoundment;  and  Speed  Monitoring  Camera  Program. 

Gibsons  Bypass  and  Langdale  Ferry 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  British  Columbia  Ferry  Corporation  in  connection  with  the  Gibsons  Bypass  highway  project  to  complete  certain 
construction,  drainage,  paving,  electrical  and  related  services. 

Highway  97  and  4th  Avenue  Paving 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  District  of  1 00  Mile  House  for  additional  paving  along  4th  Avenue. 

Highway  3,  Traffic  Signal  Installation 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  City  of  Grand  Forks  for  the  installation  of  a  traffic  signal  at  Boundary  and  Central  Avenue,  Highway  3. 

Traffic  Controller  Alpine  Way  at  Highway  99 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  Resort  Municipality  of  Whistler  for  purchase  and  installation  of  a  traffic  controller. 

Highway  95  Pedestrian  Crossing  at  Park  Drive 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  Town  of  Golden  for  a  pedestrian  crosswalk. 

Installation  of  Left  Turn  Arrow  at  Beacon  Drive,  Sidney 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  Town  of  Sidney  for  an  advanced  left  turn  arrow  at  the  intersection  of  Beacon  Avenue  and  Seventh  Street. 

Mission  Bypass  Planning  Study 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  BC  Transit  for  a  planning  study  for  the  Mission  Bypass.  BC  Transit  will  benefit  from  the  study  by  understanding  future  traffic 
flows  in  the  area,  and  therefore,  will  permit  better  access  planning  to  their  commuter  rail  station. 
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Cedar  Creek  Bridge 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  British  Columbia  Buildings  Corporation  for  the  installation  of  a  new  bridge  superstructure  for  the  Cedar  Creek  Bridge. 

Canada  Way  Corridor 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  City  of  Burnaby  for  traffic  improvements  along  Canada  Way  at  the  Edmonds  and  Imperial  intersection. 

Admirals  and  Hallowell  Signal 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  Town  of  View  Royal  and  Grosvenor  International  Canada  Limited  for  a  fully  signalized  intersection  at  Admirals  and 
Hallowell  roads.  This  will  enhance  development  of  the  industrial  area  beyond  this  intersection. 

Wildlife  Warning  Signs  Driver  Questionnaire 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  Insurance  Corporation  of  British  Columbia  (ICBC)  for  the  production  and  distribution  costs  associated  with  the  Wildlife 
Warning  Signs  Driver  Questionnaire,  randomly  distributed  to  5,000  households  across  British  Columbia.  The  Survey  will  provide  vital 
baseline  information  required  in  the  Ministry  of  Transportation  and  Highways'  and  ICBC's  efforts  to  reduce  wildlife-vehicle  accidents. 

Intersection  Upgrade  (Lower  Mainland) 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the 
recovery  of  costs  from  municipalities  and  other  parties  for  traffic  improvements  at  various  intersections  within  the  Lower  Mainland. 

1995  Road  Sense  Program  Road  Improvements 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  Insurance  Corporation  of  British  Columbia  for  certain  road  improvements,  as  part  of  the  1 995  Road  Sense  program,  in  order 
to  reduce  motor  vehicle  accidents  and  resulting  claims. 

Road  Reporting  1-900  Number 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  BC  Telephone  for  1-900  number  telephone  revenues. 

Highway  1 9  at  Aulds  Road 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  W.T.F.  Investments  Ltd.  for  Highway  1 9  at  Aulds  Road  intersection  reconstruction,  including  electrical  design  and  works. 

Route  1  at  Beverly  Street,  North  Cowichan 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  District  of  North  Cowichan  associated  with  the  installation  of  a  southbound  advanced  warning  flasher  at  the  Route  1  and 
Beverly  Street  intersection. 

Commercial  Vehicle  Roadside  Survey 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  for  the  Commercial  Vehicle  Roadside  Survey  from  Transport  Canada  through  the  Canadian  Council  of  Motor  Transport 
Administrators. 

Highway  97  and  Burtch  Road,  Electrical  Work,  Kelowna 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  to  recover 
costs  for  electrical  work  at  the  intersection  of  Highway  97  and  Burtch  Road  from  the  City  of  Kelowna. 

Agassiz  Bypass  Study 

Tli is  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  Corporation  of  the  District  of  Kent  for  a  planning  study  for  the  Agassiz  Bypass. 

Heavy  Vehicle  Electronic  License  Plate  Project 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the 
recovery  of  costs  from  Transport  Canada,  Transportation  Development  Centre  for  the  upgrading  of  BC  Heavy  Vehicle  Electronic  License 
Plate  project  at  Laidlaw  and  Pacific  sites.  This  work  includes  the  modification  of  hardware/software,  including  the  purchase  and 
installation  of  transponders  on  trucks. 

Millstream  Peat  Excavation,  Vancouver  Island  Highway  Project 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  for  additional  upgrading  work  requested  by  the  Greater  Victoria  Water  District. 
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Highway  19  at  Drew/Johnston  Roads 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  French  Creek  Estates  Ltd.,  for  their  25  approved  unit  portion  of  costs  towards  the  intersection  at  Highway  1 9  at  Drew/Johnston 
Roads. 

Highway  19  at  Franklin  Gulls  Road 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the 
recovery  of  costs  from  Intrawest  Corporation  for  Highway  1 9  at  Franklin  Culls  Road  intersection  signalization  design  and  works. 

Shuswap  Lake  Crossing  Study 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  allow  for 
the  recovery  of  costs  from  the  BC  T ransportation  Financing  Authority  relative  to  the  Shuswap  Lake  Crossing  Study. 

Town  of  Qualicum  Beach,  Vancouver  Island  Highway  Project 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  22(1))  for  the 
ministry  to  recover  costs  from  the  Town  of  Qualicum  for  the  installation  of  underground  utilities,  additional  sidewalks  and  medians  in 
place  of  the  proposed  urban  design. 

North  Road,  Gabriola  Island 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  from  the  British  Columbia  Ferry  Corporation  for  the  widening  and  paving  of  a  portion  on  the  North  Road  on  Gabriola  Island,  so  that 
it  can  be  used  as  a  truck  holding  lane. 

Helmcken  Road  Upgrade,  Vancouver  Island  Highway  Project 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  for  the  installation  of  an  additional  21  5  meters  of  steel  pipe  at  Helmcken  Road  from  the  Greater  Victoria  Water  District. 

Sechelt  Bypass  Study 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act(S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1  5,  sec.  22(1 )).  The  Sunshine 
Coast  Regional  District  will  benefit  from  the  investigation  of  the  preferred  alignment  and  connections  for  the  Sunshine  Coast  Highway  from 
west  of  Gibsons  to  west  of  Sechelt,  so  that  effective  negotiations  can  proceed  with  the  Sechelt  Indian  Band  and  right  of  way  corridors  can 
be  reserved. 

Sign  Shop  Recovery 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  allow 
Highways  Sign  Shop  to  recover  monies  from  third  parties. 

Nordel  and  Cloverdale  Yardsites 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
costs  associated  with  these  yardsites. 

Write-Off  of  Bad  Debts 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1981,  chap.  15,  sec.  14(1)). 

Valuation  Allowance 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  1 4  (1 )). 


Women's  Equality 

Vote  57 — Minister's  Office 

This  vote  provides  for  the  Office  of  the  Minister  of  Women's  Equality,  and  includes  the  salaries  of  the  minister,  the  minister's  staff  and 
related  office  expenses. 

Vote  58 — Ministry  Operations 

This  vote  provides  for  ministry  programs  and  activities,  including: 

(a)  Ministry  Support  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  executive  direction  for  the  ministry,  and  for  financial,  human  resource,  training,  information,  administration, 
communications  and  public  education  services. 

(b)  Policy,  Planning  and  Evaluation 

This  sub-vote  provides  for:  the  review  and  research  of  issues  affecting  women;  the  coordination  and  development  of  policy  and  legislation 
related  to  women's  equality  programs  and  initiatives,  including  participation  in  federal/provincial  discussions  and  initiatives;  the  review  of 
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government-wide  policy  proposals  and  their  impact  on  women;  advice  to  ministries  in  their  review  and  analysis  of  existing  and  proposed 
policies,  legislation  and  programs;  and  the  evaluation  of  related  programs  and  initiatives. 

(c)  Program  Services 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  administration  of,  and  grants  and  contributions  for:  Child  Care  initiatives  and  Stopping  the  Violence  Against 
Women  cross-government  initiatives;  Community-based  initiatives  to  promote  equality  for  women;  and  for  Community  Programs.  Child  Care 
initiatives  include:  programs  to  stabilize,  support  and  expand  the  child  care  system;  program  support  for  children  with  special  needs;  and  child 
day  care  subsidies.  The  Stopping  the  Violence  and  Services  to  Women  sub-sub-vote  includes:  Transition  House  shelter  and  counselling 
programs;  policy  and  program  development  related  to  violence  issues  including  violence  prevention;  advocacy  and  advice  to  other  ministries 
on  violence  issues;  and  contributions  to  promote  equality  for  women,  access  to  local  services  and  other  community-based  equity  initiatives. 
Contributions  are  also  made  to  the  Provincial  Rental  Housing  Corporation  to  assist  in  establishing  Transition  Houses.  Community  programs 
provide  for  the  ministry's  regional  operations  which  link  women  in  the  community  with  ministry  programs  and  other  government  initiatives. 

Statutory  Account 

Child  Care  Renewal  Strategic  Initiative 

This  account  was  established  under  the  authority  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act  (S.B.C.  1 981 ,  chap.  1 5,  sec.  22(1 ))  to  recover 
from  the  federal  government  costs  associated  with  child  care  demonstration  projects  under  the  Child  Care  Renewal  Initiative. 

Other  Appropriations 

Vote  59 — Management  of  Public  Funds  and  Debt  (Minister  of  Finance  and  Corporate  Relations) 

This  vote  provides  for  the  cost  of  managing  public  funds  and  debt,  and  includes  the  following: 

(a)  Cost  of  Borrowing  for  Government  Purposes 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  cost  of  interest  on  the  direct  debt  of  the  province  incurred  for  government  purposes,  and  for  associated  costs 
and  fees  charged  for  the  borrowing  and  management  of  government  funds  and  debt  instruments.  Recoveries  from  the  use  of  financial 
instruments  such  as  interest  rate  swaps  and  forward  rate  agreements  and  interest  revenue  earned  from  prefunding  operations  are  offset  against 
the  related  interest  expenditure. 

(b)  Cost  of  Hedging  Interest  on  Debt  Guaranteed  by  the  Province 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  cost  of  financial  instruments  used  to  hedge  interest  on  debt  of  government  bodies  guaranteed  by  the 
province,  and  all  associated  costs.  These  costs  are  fully  recovered  from  the  government  bodies. 

(c)  Cost  of  Borrowing  for  Relending  to  Government  Bodies 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  the  cost  of  interest  on  borrowings  under  the  fiscal  agency  program,  and  all  associated  costs.  These  costs  are  fully 
recovered  from  recoveries  from  the  government  bodies. 

(d)  Provincial  Treasury  Revenue  Program 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  costs  associated  with  special  revenue  programs.  The  programs  are  structured  so  that  interest  (and  other  earnings) 
on  program  assets  exceed  interest  (and  other  payments)  on  program  liabilities.  Any  profit  or  loss  is  transferred  to  the  Provincial  Treasury  Revenue 
Special  Account.  Recoveries  may  be  made  from  investment  earnings  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund. 

Vote  60 — Contingencies  (All  Ministries)  and  New  Programs  (Minister  of  Finance  and  Corporate  Relations) 

This  vote  provides  additional  funding  for  items  budgeted  in  other  votes  to  accommodate  the  financial  consequences  of  unanticipated  and 
contingent  events.  Unanticipated  events  include  developments  during  the  year  that  could  not  be  reasonably  anticipated  when  the  budget  is 
prepared.  Contingent  events  include  developments  that  could  be  anticipated  but  not  with  enough  certainty  to  make  a  reasonable  estimate  of 
budget  costs,  or  where  final  costs  are  dependent  on  a  pending  decision  by  government  or  another  party. 

This  vote  also  provides  for  unanticipated  events  not  budgeted  in  other  votes,  but  which  are  consistent  with  the  general  purposes  of  those 
votes.  This  includes  natural  disasters,  emergency  relief  and  assistance  for  those  in  need.  Ex  gratia  payments  are  also  provided  for. 

In  addition,  this  vote  provides  for  funding  of  new  government  programs  including  payments  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  Columbia 
River  Treaty  Downstream  Power  Benefits  and  for  salary  and  benefits  funding  for  program  initiatives. 

Vote  61 — Corporate  Accounting  System  (Minister  of  Finance  and  Corporate  Relations) 

This  vote  provides  for  the  development,  implementation  and  operation  of  a  corporate  accounting  system  for  government  and  for  associated 
administration  costs. 

Vote  62 — Public  Sector  Employers'  Council  (Minister  of  Finance  and  Corporate  Relations) 

This  vote  provides  for  operation  of  the  Public  Sector  Employers'  Council  and  the  Council  Secretariat,  as  established  under  the  Public  Sector 
Employers  Act,  1 993,  and  includes  salaries  and  remuneration  of  the  secretariat  staff  and  related  expenses.  The  council  sets  and  coordinates 
strategic  directions  in  human  resource  management  and  labour  relations,  and  advises  government  with  respect  to  human  resource  issues  in  the 
public  sector. 
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Vote  63 — Public  Service  Employee  Relations  Commission  (Minister  of  Finance  and  Corporate  Relations) 

This  vote  provides  for  the  operation  of: 

(a)  Public  Service  Employee  Relations  Commission 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  strategic  human  resource  management,  labour  relations  and  collective  bargaining,  including: 

(i)  negotiation  and  administration  of  collective  agreements  on  behalf  of  government  under  the  Public  Service  Labour  Relations  Act  and 
other  legislation,  settlement  payments  for  grievances,  other  personnel-related  settlements  agreed  to  by  the  commission,  and  payment 
for  legal  and  arbitration  services; 

(ii)  planning,  development  and  administration  of  human  resource  policies  and  programs  including  counselling  services  to  government 
employees  under  the  employee  assistance  program,  and  for  administration  of  employee  benefits  as  authorized  by  the  Public  Service 
Benefit  Plan  Act  and  other  statutes; 

(iii)  government-wide  training  and  development; 

(iv)  development  and  implementation  of  employment  equity  strategies  and  programs  within  the  public  service;  and 

(v)  grants  provided  to  government  employees  under  the  Government  Employee  Suggestion  Program. 

Recoveries  are  received  from  ministries  for  employee  assistance  program  costs  and  for  administering  employee  benefits,  and  from  special 
offices,  Crown  corporations  and  ministries  for  training  and  development  costs. 

(b)  Pensions  and  Employee  Benefits  Contributions 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  statutory  and  other  employee  benefits  including: 

(i)  Pension  Contributions  and  Retirement  Benefits: 

•  Provincial  Pensions — provides  for  employer  contributions  as  required  under  the  Pension  (Public  Service)  Act; 

•  Miscellaneous  Statutory  Items — provides  for  the  employer's  minor  statutory  requirements  under  the  Pension  (Public  Service)  Act 
such  as  payments  for  purchase  or  reinstatement  of  service; 

•  Canada  Pension —  provides  for  employer  contributions  to  the  Canada  Pension  Plan; 

•  Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  Superannuation — provides  for  government  contributions  as  required  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  Allowances  and  Pension  Act;  and 

•  Death  and  Retiring  Benefits — provides  for  death  benefits  to  nominated  beneficiaries  of  participating  pensioners  and  retirement 
allowances  granted  to  eligible  employees. 

Recoveries  are  received  from  participating  public  bodies  for  employer  contributions  made  on  their  behalf  by  the  government's 
central  pay  office. 

(ii)  Employee  Health,  Insurance  and  Other  Benefits: 

•  Extended  Health  and  Dental — provides  for  employer  costs  for  the  extended  health  and  dental  plan; 

•  Croup  Insurance — provides  for  employer  costs  for  the  group  life  insurance  plan; 

•  Medical  Services  Plan — provides  for  full  payment  by  the  employer  of  employees'  and  pensioners'  medical  services  plan  premiums; 

•  Long  Term  Disability — provides  for  employer  contributions  to  the  British  Columbia  Public  Service  Long  Term  Disability  Fund; 

•  Unemployment  Insurance — provides  for  employer  costs  for  unemployment  insurance  premiums; 

•  Workers'  Compensation — provides  for  employer  costs  of  benefits  paid  to  eligible  employees  by  the  Workers'  Compensation 
Board;  and 

•  Other  Benefits — provides  for  the  employer's  costs  for  benefits  for  licensed  professional  employees,  management  appointees  and 
other  employees  not  covered  by  a  collective  agreement,  severance  settlements  and  other  miscellaneous  benefits  and  related 
payments. 

Recoveries  are  received  from  those  public  bodies  which  participate  in  the  above  plans  and,  in  certain  circumstances,  from 
employees. 

(iii)  Recoveries  from  Special  Offices  and  Ministries — provides  for  full  recovery,  from  all  special  offices  and  ministries,  of  pension 
contributions  and  retirement  benefits,  and  employee  health,  insurance  and  other  benefits  for  employees  covered  by  these  plans  and 
receiving  these  benefits. 

Vote  64 — Environmental  Appeal  Board  and  Forest  Appeals  Commission 
(Minister  of  Environment,  Lands  and  Parks;  Minister  of  Forests) 

This  vote  provides  for: 

(a)  Environmental  Appeal  Board 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  operation  of  the  Environmental  Appeal  Board  which  hears  appeals  to  decisions  made  under  environmental 
legislation.  Costs  related  to  some  appeals  are  recovered  from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

(b)  Forest  Appeals  Commission 

This  sub-vote  provides  for  operation  of  the  Forest  Appeals  Commission  in  meeting  the  requirements  of  Part  9  of  the  Forest  Practices  Code 
of  British  Columbia  Act,  including  hearing  appeals  under  the  Act,  evaluating  how  the  Act,  regulations  and  standards  are  functioning,  and 
recommending  amendments. 

Vote  65 — Forest  Practices  Board  (Minister  of  Forests;  Minister  of  Environment,  Lands  and  Parks; 

Minister  of  Energy,  Mines  and  Petroleum  Resources) 

This  vote  provides  for  the  operation  of  the  Forest  Practices  Board  in  meeting  the  requirements  of  Part  8  of  the  Forest  Practices  Code  ot  British 
Columbia  Act,  including  independent  audits  and  special  investigations  of  forest  practices  and  investigations  of  public  complaints. 
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Statutory  Accounts 
Special  Accounts 

Insurance  and  Risk  Management 

This  account  was  established  by  the  Financial  Administration  Amendment  Act,  1 989,  and  provides  insurance  and/or  risk  management 
services  to  government  bodies,  ministries,  public  authorities,  and  classes  of  persons  and  public  authorities  designated  by  regulation.  The 
account  is  administered  by  the  Ministry  of  Finance  and  Corporate  Relations. 

Revenues  and  recoveries  represent  amounts  paid  into  the  account  by  or  in  respect  of  participants  under  agreements,  earnings  of  the 
account,  the  cost  of  services  provided  to  or  on  behalf  of  participants,  amounts  required  to  be  paid  under  regulation  or  amounts 
appropriated  for  that  purpose.  Revenues  are  received  from  government  entities  not  included  in  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund. 
Expenditures  are  for  administrative  costs  associated  with  risk  management  services;  and  costs  related  to  agreements  or  arrangements  for 
risk  management  services,  purchases  of  insurance,  and/or  self-insurance  services  provided  to  government  bodies,  ministries,  public 
authorities,  persons,  hospitals,  regional  health  boards,  community  health  councils,  schools,  colleges,  and  universities  and  for  investigation 
and  settlement  of  claims.  Recoveries  are  received  from  government  entities  included  in  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund,  and  are  netted 
against  expenditures. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account. 

South  Moresby  Implementation — Forestry  Compensation 

This  account  was  established  by  the  South  Moresby  Implementation  Account  Act,  1 988  and  is  administered  by  the  Ministry  of  Forests. 
The  purpose  of  the  account  is  to  provide  for  acquisition  of  third  party  forest  interests  associated  with  the  proposed  national  park  on  South 
Moresby  Island. 

The  account  may  be  credited  with  contributions  from  the  General  Fund,  the  federal  government  and  accrued  interest.  Expenditures 
may  be  made  for  acquisition  of  third  party  forest  interests  associated  with  the  proposed  national  park  on  South  Moresby  Island  and  to  cover 
costs  associated  with  making  such  acquisitions. 

No  financing  transactions  are  provided  for  under  this  account.

1.  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

(a)  Reporting  Entity 

These  financial  statements  include  the  accounts  of  the  British  Columbia  Endowment  Fund  and  organizations  which  are  owned  or  controlled 
by  the  British  Columbia  Endowment  Fund  (W.L.C.  Developments  Ltd,  Duke  Point  Development  Limited  and  Discovery  Enterprises  Inc  in  1995). 

The  British  Columbia  Endowment  Fund  is  a  Special  Fund,  for  purposes  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act,  established  pursuant  to  the 
British  Columbia  Endowment  Fund  Act.  Its  purpose  is  to  hold  the  assets  of  the  special  fund  and  keep  them  invested  to  produce  revenue  and 
economic  benefit  for  British  Columbia. 

(b)  Principles  of  Consolidation 

The  accounts  of  organizations  owned  or  controlled  by  the  British  Columbia  Endowment  Fund  are  consolidated  with  the  accounts  of  the 
British  Columbia  Endowment  Fund  after  adjusting  them  to  a  basis  consistent  with  the  accounting  policies  described  below.  Inter-organization 
accounts  and  transactions  are  eliminated  upon  consolidation. 

(c)  Basis  of  Accounting  and  Specific  Policies 

The  basis  of  accounting  and  specific  policies  are  as  stated  in  the  Significant  Accounting  Policies  note  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund 
Financial  Statements,  with  the  following  amendments: 

•  In  accounting  for  the  British  Columbia  Endowment  Fund,  proceeds  are  defined  as  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  disposition  of 
assets  or  rights  held  by  the  Crown  or  an  agent  of  the  Crown  and  designated  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council. 

•  The  Minister  of  Finance  and  Corporate  Relations  may  pay  all  or  part  of  the  accrued  earnings  of  the  British  Columbia 
Endowment  Fund  into  the  General  Fund,  or  into  another  special  fund,  as  and  when  directed  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in 
Council. 

•  The  Minister  of  Finance  and  Corporate  Relations  is  permitted  to  diversify  the  investments  of  the  British  Columbia  Endowment 
Fund  into  additional  classes  of  investment  such  as  equities  (domestic  and  foreign),  mortgages,  real  estate,  bonds  (government 
and  corporate)  and  venture  capital. 

•  Investment  transactions  are  recorded  on  the  trade  date  (the  date  the  order  to  buy  or  sell  is  executed).  Dividend  income  is 
recognized  on  the  ex-dividend  date  and  interest  income  is  recorded  on  the  accrual  basis.  Realized  gains  and  losses  from 
investment  transactions  are  calculated  on  the  average  cost  basis. 

•  The  value  of  investments,  other  assets  and  liabilities  in  foreign  currencies  are  translated  into  Canadian  dollars  at  the  closing 
rate  of  exchange  on  each  valuation  date.  Purchases  and  sales  of  investments  are  translated  at  the  exchange  rate  prevailing  on 
the  respective  dates  of  such  transactions.  Income  and  expenses  are  translated  into  Canadian  dollars  at  the  monthly  closing 
exchange  rate. 

On  June  30,  1995,  the  assets  of  the  fund,  along  with  related  commitments,  were  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of  the  Consolidated
